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Teachers protest lack of contract 
by walking out on annual speech

Nearly 500teachers protested their lack 
of a contract for this fall by walking out of 
Superintendent Aaron Fink's annual 
speech to them Wednesday morning. 

Newton Teachers Association President 
Joan Warner made a short statement 
protesting the impasse in negotiations in 
Newton North High School’s auditrium 
just before 11 a.m. 

After the walkout teachers returned to 
their schools and prepared for a normal 
start of school on Thursday. 

The teachers met Wednesday at 8:30 
a.m. at American Legion Post No. 440 to 
discuss demonstrations plans with 
Massachusetts Teachers Association 
representative Don Murray. 

At 4 p.m. the NTA representatives and 
the School Committee negotiating team 


met for five hours with state-appointed 
factfinder William Fallon, who will try to 
act as a mediator to resolve the dif¬ 
ferences in salary, job security, and about 
five other iems that keep the parties from 
reaching agreement. 

The next meeting with Fallon is 
scheduled for Sept. 16. 

Nearly 600 teachers at Post 440 heard 
Murray outline the alternatives of 
protesting that included picketing oitside 
the superintendent’s office, reporting late 
to classes, and walking into negotiating 
sessions. 

A strike was mentioned as one possible 
alternative but no serious talk of one lias 
been heard. 

NTA President Warner said a Crisis 
Commmittee has been organized with at 
least 40 teachers that could organize a 
meeting within two hours. 

However, Hamilton School Principal 
Warner said Thursday there have been no 


plans made for future action by the 
teachers to demonstrate discontent. 

She said, “M’s going to be a quiet start" 
of school. 

In her speech prior to the quiet and 
orderly walkout of teachers Wednesday 
morning, Ms. Warner said, "W^ have a 
tough year ahead. 

“We are beginning the year without a 
contract We have never been in this 
position before. 

“We don't want to jeopardize the 
education of children in Newton, but we 
have an obligation to ourselves as 
educators, as citizens, and as family 
members to demonstrate our concern for a 
quick settlement of a contract. 

"We want to stay in communication. We 
hope the School Committee is listening," 
she concluded, and then left the stage and 
led the teachers out the door. 

Nearly all teachers in the auditorium

Hopes dim for reimbursement 
from SBAB for North High work 


Chances are slimmer this week that 
Newton will receive $700,000 in reim¬ 
bursement funds from the state School 
Buildings Assistance Bureau (SBAB). 

Public Buildings Commissioner Gene 
I .arson wrote a letter of protest to SBAB 
last week on the same day he received a 


letter saying the state would not consider 
reimbursing for some of the areas at 
Newton North High School. 

The SBAB took no action on Newton’s 
request for 40 percent funding of $1.7 
million worth of work at the school when it 
met Aug. 26. 


Many in city eligible 
for rental assistance 


Any family or elderly person in Newton 
is eligible for rental assistance payments 
if the income of the person or family does 
not exceed 80 percent of Newton’s median 
income. 

According to the Planning Department, 
the median income for Newton is $15,381, 
of which 80 percent is $12,305. 

U.S. census figures show that 7647 
families in Newton have an income less 
than $12,000 per year, a Planning 
Department spokesman said. 

She could not determine how many of 
these families rent their living quarters. 

David Harrity of the Boston office of the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 


Development confirmed the suggestion 
that new HUD funding for leased housing 
makes many more families eligible for 
housing assistance . 

Newton has about 150 units of housing 
leased from local landlords that is suitable 
for. family housing. 

HUD funding recently provided $324,324 
for 120 additional units if they can be 
found. 

But the Housing Authority would be 
swamped if everyone eligible for housing 
assistance applied for aid. 

It is likely that one-half of those with an 
income of less than $12,000 rent their 
homes. 


The city has already spent or approved 
$1.2 million for site work at the school for 
athletic fields and other work, $163,000 for 
the student mall, $173,750 for heating, 
ventilation and air conditioning; and 
$208,000 to enclose asbestos. 

The state has rejected considering 
funding for the asbestos and heating, but 
Larson’s department completed the 
needed forms for funding of the site work. 
'1110 $15 million approved by the Board of 
Aldermen was on the condition that SBAB 
would pay 40 percent 

Elton Smith, an assistant administrator 
for SBAB, said that funding for the school 
has to stop somewhere. 

"You can’t continue adding to a project 
because it’s designed wrong. At some 
point, someone has to say, ‘This is the 
project,’ “ he said. 

Smith said that Newton’s request for 
funds will have to compete with all other 
reoquests for funds from towns for money 
available for new projects that SBAB has 
not already agreed to fund. 

He said Gov. Michael Dukakis had only 
put about $1.5 million into that category, 
but would not comment on Newton’s 
chances for funding. 

Previously, the state attorney general's 
office had given an opinion to SBAB that it 
should reimburse for the site work.

Charles River Rink 


The operation of the Charles River 
Skating Center by a regional authority 
after purchase by the Metropolitan 
District Commission is under con¬ 
sideration by the MDC. 

The rink complex, located on Wells 
Avenue in the Newton-at-128 industrial 
park, is now owned by the Mutual Bank for 
Savings after a mortgage foreclosure. 

There has been considerable pressure 
for the city to acquire the facility for use 
by the public, the schools and the Newton 
Youth Hockey Association, since there is 
no other public rink in the city limits. 

Cost has been estimated at slightly over 
$1 million. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, State Sen. Jack 
Backman, and several aldermen have also 

advocated the acquisition of the rink by the 
MDC. i 

At a recent meeting between Mann and 
the new MDC commissioner, John 
Snedeker, the possibility of creating a 
regional authority to operate the rink after 
its purchase by the MDC was supported by 
Snedeker, who felt such a venture, if 
successful, might leEd to regional 
operation of existing MDC rinks. 

Mann, discussing the idea recently, 
mentioned the cooperation between 
Waltham and Newton in refuse disposal 
and a "water compact” with Wellesley us 
two examples of regional cooperation. 

Assistant MDC Commissioner William 
Chisholm said Thursday that the matter is 
still under discussion within the MDC. 

The mayor and Snedeker also talked 
about MDC plans for the Riverside 
recreation area on the Weston side of the 
river at Route 128 but accessible to 
Newton 


Originally the MDC had planned to build 
a rink there, but now the plans seem to 
emphasize facilities for more passive 
recreation. 

Mayor Mann asked Snedeker also to 
consider the possibility of building a pool 
into the Charles River at Ware's Cove, 
Auburndale, with the use of a plastic liner 
and a water-purification system to take 
care of a small area.

Preliminaries will be held for Ward 4 
alderman-at-large, Ward alderman in 
Wards 7 and 8 and School Committee in 
Ward 3.

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Twelve Newton students still in 
private schools at citys expense 
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At the beginning of the 
second year of the law referred 
to as Chapter 786, there are still 
about a dozen Newton children 
being educated in private 
schools because of their 
learning disabilities, 
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Chapter 768 is a state law 
calling for the integration of 
chilrdren with learning 
disabilities into the regular 
school system. 

According to Jesse Grimes, 
coordinator of the learning 
disability program for the 
Newton schools, 12 children 
were in private schools before 
the advent of Chapter 766. 

The School Department had 
hoped by the opening of school 
this year to have a program 
that would integrate these 12 
children, but, Grimes ex¬ 
plained, there were budget 
problems and such a program 
requires a reorganization of 
some aspects of the schools. 

The taxpayers are probably 
paying less, Grimes says, for 
sending the 12 children to 
private schools than they 
would have had to pay to put 
the children into the Newton, 
school system. 


There is this year a "mini- 
school," as Grimes calLs it, for 
learning-disabled students at 
Newton North High School. The 
program will have one class in 
science, English, social 
studies, and math, with about 
eight students per class. 

In the program, not all 
students will go to all classes; 
some will attend the regular 
classes in some courses. 

The total number of students 
will be about 30. 

If the "mini-school" works 
out, Grimes said, It wiK be 
tried in all secondary schools. 

There are more than 1000 
students in the Chapter 766 
program in the Newton 
schools, Grimes said. Of these, 
200 are more handicapped than 
the 12 whose parents have been 
successful in keeping them in 
private schools. 
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New church too close 
to street, Schiller says 


Barbara Schiller, a can¬ 
didate for alderman-at-large 
from Ward 2, has requested the 
City Solicitor's office to in¬ 
vestigate the construction of a 
new church at 154 Lowell Ave. 

Mrs. Schiller's complaint, 
directed at the Italian Pen¬ 
tecostal Chrisitan Church, 
charged that the location of the 
building puts it too close to the 
street. Mrs. Schiller noted that 
the zoning rules generaly 
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exempt churches, but feels tht 
the rides should be violated 
only in cases of demonstrated 
need. 

Mrs. Schiller feels that the 
church should be set back 30 
feet from the curb, not 11 feet 
which she says the plans show. 

The Italian Pentecostal 
Church is currently located at 
19 Wellington St., Arlington, 
according to the building 
permits, Mrs. Schiller says.

Spanish speaking residents 
study English through CETA 


Two Spanish-speaking, South 
American-born residents of 
Newton received certificates of 
accomplishment in English 
last Wednesday at graduation 
ceremonies for a bilingual 
work-study program sponsored 
by Newton CETA. 

The Newton students are 19- 
year-old Gladys Tarira, 
Newtonville, originally from 
Ecuador, and 60-year-old 
Elisie Antonini, West Newton, 
a native of Argentina. 

According to CETA director 
Charles F. Miller, the program 
for Spanish-speaking persons 
tries to increase their job¬ 
readiness by increasing their 
English-speaking ability. 

Classes were held at 
Waltham Vocational high 
School, where the graduation 
ceremonies also took place. 
Nineteen students, 17 of whom 
were from the city of Waltham, 
comprised the graduating 
class. 

According to the 1970 census, 
Newton’s Spanish-speaking 


population is 1,333, or 1.5 per 
cent of the total. The actual 
number at this time may be 
considerably larger, officials 
concede. 

The bilingual Newtonians 
received their certificates 
from Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, chairman of the area 
CETA program. Mann com¬ 
mended the "proud heirtage” 
of the Spanish-speaking 
graduates. He said, "Your 
English isn’t perfect after 
these few short months. But 
you’ll continue to improve on 
your own, because you are 
people of motivation.” 

Newton CETA director 
Miller pledged continuing 
backing to the graduates as 
they seek full-time jobs. 
During the 16-week program, 
students worked two days a 
week at entry-level jobs in 
English-speaking offices or 
worksites. Job placement was 
arranged by Newton CETA 
staff. Students received $48 a 


week for their work ex¬ 
perience. 

Three days a week were 
given over to intensive 
language study and drill with 
bilingual teachers, most of 
whom are of Hispanic origin. 

West Newton's Elisio 
Antonini worked as a painter 
with the Waltham Housing 
Authority. Antonini, fluent in 
Spanish and Italian, calls his 
English “a little better" as a 
result of the course. 

Newtonville's Gladys Tarira 
worked as a clerical assistant 
at the Newton CETA office at 
90 Bridge St., Nonantum. 
Tarira reports that she plans to 
enter Brandeis University’s 
transitional-year program this 
month. Her career goal is 
nursing. Concerning benefits 
from the language course, she 
said, "Before, I didn’t know the 
grammar and now the 
pronunciation is better." 

Newton CETA director 
Miller reported that a sub¬ 


sequent work-study program in 
English as a second language 
is expected to get under way in 
October for Spanish-speaking 
residents of the west suburban 
area. 

Miller said that residents of 
Bedford, Brookline, Dover, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Needham, 
Newton, Waltham, Wellesley 
and Weston arc eligible for the 
Newton CETA program if they 
also meet federal eligibility 
requirements designed to 
reach severely disadvantaged 
persons and families. 

Miller listed the federally 
determined categories of 
eligibility as: Vietnam 
veterans, welfare recipients, 
handicapped persons, minority 
group members, persons over 
45 or under 22, female heads of 
household, offenders and ex¬ 
offenders, technologically 
displaced individuals, high 
school drop-outs, former 
manpower trainees, andor 
persons with limited English-' 
speaking skills. 
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Children and drivers must cooperate 
to keep school season accident-free 


Chief William F. Quinn 
reminds all motorists that 
school reopened this week and 
suggests caution in driving 
over school routes. 

The chief also advised 
parents of younger children to 
take time to acquaint them 
with the safest routes to school 
and also the best use of comers 
and crosswalks to and from 
school or bus stops for those 
taking buses. 

According to the chief, "It 
becomes apparent about this 


time that we relax over at¬ 
titudes towards safety during 
the summer, and away from 
the reminders that our police 
personnel and school people 
provide ten months of the 
year.” 

Chief Quinn continued, "We 
see children and children with 
adults, usually parents, 
crossing busy streets away 
from crosswalks or signal 
lights, many times on curves 
when visibility is at a 
minimum, and when we do 
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analyze pedestrian accidents 
we find these oversights are a 
contributing factor. 

“Therefore it is the 
recommendation of this 
department that parents walk 
the necessary school routes 
with their younger children, 
and re-emphasize the im¬ 
portance of looking all ways 
before crossing any street, use 
of corners, signal lights, 
policing people to their older 
children. 

Parents must also stress the 
rules of safety governing the 
riding of bicycles. Children 
should ride in the same 
direction as the flow of traffic, 
obey traffic signs and ride in 
single file. 

Safe and sane conduct is 
expected from children who 
ride school buses. Getting a bus 
ride is a privilege that can be 
revoked. 

Motorists 

Only extreme caution and 
care on the part of motorists 
can prevent serius injuries and 
death to children going back to 
school. 

Always have your car under 
complete control, which means 
the ability to stop in an instant. 
This type of vigilance is of 
utmost importance when 
driving along school routes and 
in the vicinity of school areas. 


School buses are a familiar 
sight to all of us, but many 
drivers are still not familiar 
enough with the regulations 
that govern the handling of 
vehicles as they approach 
school buses. 

When a school bus is stopped 
ith its red lights flashing, all 
vehicles approaching from 
either direction must also stop, 
unless proceeding in the op¬ 
posite direction on a divided 
highway. They must remain 
standing until the flashing 
lights are turned off and the 
school bus starts on its way. 

Motorists who ignore the law 
and pass stopped school buses 
are subject to stiff fines and 
loss of license. 

Similar penalties and 
suspensions are also imposed 
on drivers who ignore speed 
limitation signs posted in the 
vicinity of schools. 

"Lack of interest leads to 
accidents and we cannot afford 
to have one child hurt, 
especially when a little effort 
could create an attitude of 
safety. If any parent, par¬ 
ticularly those new to the area, 
needs assistance on school 
routes, the office of Com¬ 
munity Service and Safety will 
be available for assistance by 
calling 244-1212.

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Educational 

involvement 

Our lives, sectioned off by so many 
chronological milestones, (such as 
birthdays, anniversaries and holidays), are 
now entering into yet another period of 
significant demarcation...the 1975-76 
school year. 

And although many people pick the first 
day of each January to put into action, or at 
least attempt to, resolutions that are 
deemed desirable behavior for the future, 
maybe we should consider the beginning of 
the school year as a better time to make 
these important decisions and goals. After 
all, September is that time of year when we 
once again start to settle down into normal 
routines after a period of summer 
vacations and disrupted schedules. 

But a more important reason for setting 
objectives in September is the extreme 
importance of the next nine months in the 
lives of the people who will be attending 

our schools. 

Do we know what programs are being 
taught in our schools? Are the classes best 
suited to prepare young people for such 
things as employment, adjustment to the 
realities of the world, and enjoyment of life 
in general? 

Are our schools relevant and necessary? 

Maybe our schools are prepared to best 
aide the growth of young people, but we 
shoul not take it for granted that this is so. 

If a person has a child in school, he 
should, and probably does have more in¬ 
terest than others in the educational 
process, but we all are affected and we all 
should involve ourselves with the schools. 
We all will be dealing with these people 
whose values the school system is at least 
partially molding. 

During recent years we have seen and 
read about both alcohol and drugs mixing 
in with the already energetic, and oc¬ 
casionally mischievous, activities of youth. 

The problem of alcohol and drug 
abuse exists among some youths in every 
city and town. We could throw up our hands 
anil accept the situation as something that 
“just is" and can’t be changed. And we 
could simply point to the school com¬ 
mittees and accuse them of being responsi¬ 
ble for any unpleasantness found in our 
schools. But how just would that be? 

Then on the other hand we could take the 
pollyanna approach of observation and 
claim that everything will be all right in 
the end without any outside help for, or 
dialogue with, the teachers. Just let the 
school committee make all the "correct” 
decisions without any input from people of 
the community. 

Well, dealing with the hard-core realities 
of our school systems, there are some 
areas that can stand some improvement, 
but over the years , knowledge on how to 
better educate our young people has been 
greatly expanded and applied. 

But probably the most important key to 
improving the present situati on is "in¬ 
volvement." Involvement by young and old 
suggesting ideas for that institution which 
takes up so many hours a week of a young 
person's life. How can we better utilize our 
formal education time? 

And because such a large part of a 
youth's approach to school begins at home, 
a better dialogue between parents and 
educators would contribute to a better 
overall approach to the learning process. 

Education is all of us. How we approach 
the educational system and support its 
programs helps shape the future of our 
towns. 
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Not only Republicans knew of Watergate

WASHINGTON—If you think that we 
now know all that is worth knowing about 
Watergate, and that all the eover-up ar¬ 
tists were Republicans, then you owe It to 
yourself to read Fred Thompson's book, 
"At That Point in Time: True Inside Story 
of the Senate Watergate Committee," 
which will be published this November by 
Quadrangle, 

The startling conclusion reached by the 
GOP's chief counsel on the Watergate 
Committee and his aides, after hearing a 
lot of testimony from a wide variety of 
people, most of whom were under oath, is 
this: 

"Several people, including some at the 
Democratic headquarters, had advance 
knowledge of the Watergate break-in on 
June 17,1972. An obvious effort had been 
made to conceal the facts..,.” 


But because they were unable to find a 
so-called "smoking gun" in anyone's 
hands, Thompson says, and because of the 
press of Watergate business, "we knew 
that we could not justify the expenditure of 
any more time, effort, and money on a 
matter that, even If our hunches turned out 
to be true, might add up to a finding of 
historical interest only. We realized that 
we had played out the string, and we let the 
matter drop, reluctantly, and with a 
gnawing feeling in our stomachs.” 

Nevertheless, even though they did not 
have proof beyond a reasonable doubt, 
since nearly all their information was 
from sworn testimony, a thoroughly 
documented report was prepared and a 
major effort made to include it in the 
Watergate Committee's final report. 

But, as expected, Committee Chairman 
Sen. Sam Ervin agreed with the Democrat 
majority staff's opinion that the 
Republican report was "too speculative." 
It was never published. 



Among the "amazing scries of apparent 
coincidences" that Thompson writes out in 
a fascinating chapter titled "Unanswered 
Questions" is the strange friendship 
between convicted Watergate burglar 
Frank Sturgis and columnist Jack 
Anderson. 

In a trip to Miami in July of 1973, one of 
Thompson's investigators, Howard 
Lieberigood, was told by a member of the 
anti-Castro community who knew Sturgis 
well that Sturgis was in contact with 
Anderson about the upcoming break-in. 

This person also swore that when Sturgis 
was out on bond, he drove him to a Miami 
hotel where Sturgis picked up a stack of 
$50 bills which he said had como from 
Anderson. 

In an interview, Sturgis denied these 
things. Anderson, questioned under oath, 
denied giving Sturgis any money, but was 
“vague" when asked about information he 
had received “any time" from Sturgis 
about the Democratic party or the 
Democratic National Committee. 

When queried about his just happening 
to bump into Sturgis at a Washington 
airport hours before the Watergate break- 
in, something Anderson had admitted in 
print himself, the columnist said he was 
there to catch a plane to Cleveland to make 
a speech. But Anderson could not 
remember where he spoke, and a check of 
that city's newspapers turned up no 
reports of his visit. 

Thompson also tells how William 
Haddad, a friend of Democratic National 
Chairman Larry O'Brien and the editor of 
a New York community paper, wrote 
O'Brien almost three months before the 
break-in telling him about some "very 
disturbing” stories about GOP 
sophisticated surveillance techniques, 
stories that had been told him by a 
“counter-wiretapper" friend of his. 

O’Brien testified that he instructed the 
DNC's director of communication, John 
Stewart, to follow up on the matter. 
Stewart did, and flew to New York, where 
he met with Haddad, Arthur Woolston- 
Smith, a private investigator who said he 
had heard reports in the intelligence 
community that Democratic headquarters 
in Washington was about to be bugged, and 
a friend of Haddad’s. 

Haddad, in a letter to Stewart following 
this meeting said that he believed these 
reports were "true and explosive,” and 
told the GOP Watergate investigators that 
he had sent material on this subject to 


Jack Anderson twice, but had kept no 
copies of the information. Anderson 
acknowledged receipt of this material, but 
said he had since lost it. 

Fred Thompson's book about Watergate 
is a valuable addition to the literature on 
the subject and provides some pieces to 
the puzzle that have heretofore been 
missing. 

It is certainly understandable why he 
and his small staff, under the press of a 
deadline and working with the handicap of 
being the minority party at the mercy of 
the majority, really didn't have the time or 
the resources to connect all the dots and 
they would have liked to. 

But one wonders: Where was the Special 
Watergate Prosecutor? Where was the 
press? After all, a cover-up is a cover-up, 
right? 

Footnote: The noses of the folks who 
published Thompson’s book are a little out 
of joint because a part of the deal was that 
before anybody else got galley proofs, 
Quadrangle's owners, The New York 
Times newspaper, would get them first to 
see if there was any news in it, which there 
definitely is. 

So, two months ago, proofs of the book 
were given to the Times' national desk, 
and Sunday Times editor, Max Frankel. 
To date, the paper has ignored the book.

U.S. monitors in the Mideast c °— 


WASHINGTON — However lasting the 
gleam of peace in the Middle East with a new 
Israeli-Egyptian disengagement, it should 
serve at least to throw light on the deep- 
seated fears and antagonisms in the way of 
any long-term settlement. Both for Cairo and 
Jerusalem the risks in this first small step are 
considerable. 

The government of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin was shown in a recent poll to have the 
support of less than a majority for the con¬ 
cessions made to achieve a disengagement in 
the Sinai. Angry opposition in the parliament 
and in the streets threatens the future of the 
Rabin coalition. 

Israeli negotiators who came to Washington 
to wrap up the details before Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger ventured on his shuttle 
did not conceal their disappointment over the 
outcome. They believed that with so much 
concentration on the lines of Israeli 
withdrawal from the Gidi and Mitle passes 
and surrender of the Abu Rudeis oil fields 
they had failed to get enough in return from 
Egypt. 

Understandable though this is, it seems to 
me to ignore the fundamental Arab position. 
That is the demand for return of all Arab 


lands occupied after the 1967 war. Should we 
pay a price, the Arabs ask, to get back what is 
rightfully ours? 

And it is this demand that makes any 
further long-term peace look, in a word, 
impossible. For the Israelis, with their 
remarkable zeal and capacities, have been 
building on the occupied territories; kibbutz 
in the Golan Heights, large construction in 
East Jerusalem, a whole complex in Sharm 
El-Shek, the outlet to the Red Sea. An> 
government in Jerusalem that proposed to 
give these territories would be quickly 
repudiated. 

But another cause of uncertainty is the 
state of the Israeli economy. Immigration 
into the country is at the lowest point in five 
years and immigration, at the rate of 3 per 
cent of the population a year, is essential to 
growth and stability. Emigration out of Israel 
was estimated in the last 12 months at 20.000, 
mostly the young. 

Military economic aid from the United 
States becomes therefore of the first im¬ 
portance. The Rabin government puts the 
figure at $3 billion, or even $3.2 billion. This 
would include up to $350 million compensation 
for loss of the oil from the Abu Rudeis fields. 


The total would be divided between military 
and economic aid. 

Kissinger has said Congress will balk at 
such a figure. He has sugested a possible $2 
billion. This is unlikely to satisfy Jerusalem 
nor will it be acceptable to the staunch 
adherents of Israel in the Senate and the 
House. 

As for Cairo, President Anwar Sadat cannot 
wait too long for some means to shore up his 
shaky economy and give his 30 million people 
some reason to believe their rising ex¬ 
pectations will be met. A consortium of sorts 
is being put together by western nations with 
the United States assuming a leading role. 

The Libyan fanatic, Muammar Qaddafi, is 
doing his best by one means and another to 
bring Sadat down. Syria’s Preside nt Haf 
ez Assad will look with dark suspicion on the 
new disengagement agreement and Assad 
has a close tie with the Russians who have 
supplied him with quantities of advanced 
weapons. 

For Assad, disengagement on the Golan 
Heights has first. priority. This will be 
Kissinger's next undertaking and a more 
difficult one. 

While, since the fall of Vietnam, Americans 
have more and more turned away from 


foreign involvement, active concern with the 
fate of Israel continues high on the list. That is 
ascribed in part at least to the Zionist lobby. 

A recent article in The New York Times 
gave details on how Zionist activists, working 
through sympathetic members of Congress, 
had blown the news of the impending sale of 
Hawk missiles to Jordan. That put an end to 
the sale. 

Jewish leaders resent the use of the word 
lobby. They say the concern expressed in 
opinion and in the halls of Congress is that of 
most Americans for a democratic state allied 
to the United States in the Middle East. 

The Arabs have nothing like such concerted 
support although, since the rise of the oil- 
producing states and the role of oil, they have 
shown far more muscle. The menace of 
another oil embargo sends shivers through 
Western Europe and Japan. 

The presence under the disengagement of 
Americans, presumably civilians and 
volunteers, monitoring the disputed passes 
suggests a hazard to be aired in the debate 
over the new agreement. The suspicious will 
feat this as the camel's nose under the tent; a 
parallel to the use of American logistic 
support troops in the first phase of the Viet¬ 
nam involvement. 


Schools are not the drawing card they used to be 


We came in large numbers to Newton to 
send our children to its schools. So it may 
not be easy now to accept the fact that 
Newton schools are not the drawing card 
they used to be. As another school year 
begins, it seems that, in spite of constant 
support for the word “change," the 
Newton Educatin Establishment does not 
find it easy to accept its own changed 
status. 

This is the first of two articles intended 
to consider why there is so much animosity 


among Newton citizens directed toward 
the schools. Is “cost'' really the 
provocative word, or is it a fact that people 
are not necessarily convinced that the 
years of change, have really yielded better 
education? 

Newton's schools were never cheap; 
they were, for quite a while, known as 
"superb" - and they were costly! Yet in the 
days when Newton was a conservative 
Republican stronghold, there was far less 
anger about school expenditures than 
there is in Newton's present more liberal 
milieu. 


At one time people who had no children 
in the schools, thinking that the monetary 
values of their homes reflected the ex¬ 
cellent system, absorbed the costs with 
minimal complaints. Now, while Newton is 
considered to have a "good" system, its 
equal is available in a substantial number 
of other suburban communities. 

No suburban system is, of course, as 
academically demanding as in its 
traditional past, and there is great 
uniformity among schools in the new 


freedoms. Now one "good" system is apt 
to be a reasonable facsimile of another. 

S.A.T. scores nationwide have dropped 
preeiptiously in the past decade, and all 
rationalizations short of "less learning" 
have failed. Language skills and reasoning 
levels have also declined. People who pay 
high school taxes feel abused by these 
facts. 

With learning in traditional disciplines 
minimized and with academic rule- 
making scorend as regimentation, a good 
heart beating the rap-session drums of 
social responsibility was often mistaken 


for the "educated person." However, the 
greater community began to equate this 
with a corruption of the intellect. 

The mid-60’s and early 70's were 
characterized by schools and educators 
with a tendency to accept social con¬ 
science as a substitute for intellectual 
development (instead of as a fine personal 
attribute). This changed the entire image 
of the institution of education. Sadly, in the 
process of change, “violence," which used 
to be a dictionary word, became a deed, 
particularly common in high schools. 

Evanston (Illinois) Township High, like 
Newton, was always a “top" school. 
Recently, however, Evanstown High 
became the scene of fire, theft and van¬ 
dalism. Its superintendent blamed the 
courts for the school's inability to punish 
and to retain discipline. 

Perhaps the courts have been the 
villains, but the net results are the same. 
The old “top" schools are now lost in new 
generalizations. So now it is the taxpayers 
who are unliappy, and the students, for all 
the efforts to make them overjoyed with 
school, complain just as much as in the 
more demanding days. 

Our neighbor, Brookline, was also 
customarily considered to liave schools 
among the "best". Now the "best" lave 
been homogenized in a very acceptable 
mediocrity-good schools, yes, but no 
longer necessarily the best The idea of 
social action replacing intellectual drive 
has taken its toll. 

For example, in 1972 Brookline High 
announced tlat English classes that year 
would not be tracked, tlat there was much 
to learn in English besides English, and 


that gifted students could learn from those 
without academic motivation. Certainly 
great numbers of taxpayers with other 
ideas had to be outraged by such a 
downgrading of the intellect. 

In capitulation to fleeting educational 
fads, the schools started about a decade 
ago to yield to some abstract life- 
adjustment theory. Yet while students 
were being told to view competition with 
scorn, the Newton schools, the ad¬ 
ministration and the teachers were con¬ 
tinuing to compete for the proliferating 
grants then available. 

What they all did not realize was that a 
disenchantment with the schools was 
growing. Moreover, as the value of 
discipline--self-driven or imposed-- 
diminishes, so do schools deteriorate 
physically: try walking down a Newton 
South corridor some mid-term day. 

In the recent past schools tried to be all 
things to all students-to assume the roles 
of parent, confessor, philosopher. 
Teaches, sensitized to every student nod 
and sigh, responded by lessening demand. 
The idea spread, with Newton, in this area 
as in others, being a leader. Now most 
"good" suburban schools march to the 
same drummer. 

The years of conie-as-you-are and do-as- 
you-like education took their toll. 
Administrators and teachers (like 
parents) did not have the courage to 
challenge the demands of inexperienced 
students. Since students were thought to 
have been so wise, teachers (and parents) 
might just as well have folded their tents 
and silently stolen away. 

For this, people do not liappily pay high

Lennig W. Chang, an in¬ 
ternist at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, is co-author of a 
report on a study of the effects 
of acupuncture on the pain 
associated with osteoarthritis. 

The study was reported in 
the August issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 

The study showed that while 
patients experienced im¬ 
provement in chronic pain of 
osteoarthritis after acupunc¬ 
ture treatments in the 
traditional needle points, other 
patients given false acupunc¬ 
ture treatment in random 
points also obtained similar 
relief. 

Only patients with a 
diagnosis of osteoarthritis 
participated in the study. 

The aim of the study was to 
clarify the effect of acupunc¬ 
ture on pain associated with 
one chronic disease, namely 
osteoarthritis, and did not 
attempt to determine 
acupuncture’s effect on the 
disease process itself. 

Forty patients who suffer 
from osteoarthritis (resulting 
from the wear and tear of the 
aging process) were randomly 
assigned either to an ex¬ 
perimental or a control group, ■ 
The experimental group I 
received acupuncture treat- ] 
ments at sites of the body 
corresponding to traditional | 
Chinese acupuncture points, i 
In the control group, the 
needles were placed outside of,' 
but adjacent to, classical 
acupuncture points. This was 
the “place bo” group. A 
placebo is a harmless sub¬ 
stance or treatment given to 
subjects in experiments after 
which they might experience 
relief. 

The study, conducted at New 
England Medical Center 
Hospital, found that both 
groups experienced reduction 
in pain after the treatments. 
Furthermore, there was no 
measurable difference in 
response between the two 
groups. 

To evaluate the response to 
the acupuncture treatments, 
three variables were analyzed- 
tenderness, pain and joint 
mobility. All three variables 
were evaluated by a 
rheumatologist (Dr. Chang) 
and a psychiartrLst, as well as 
being reported subjectively by 
the patients. 

Dr. Chang and his co-authors 
attribute the study's results to 
a variety of theories, including 
the fact that the improvements 
might have occurred during 
the natural course of 
osteoarthritis. In other words,

ministrators, and other school vandalism, finding alternative 


pain relief might have oc¬ 
curred regardless of the 
treatment. 

Psychological factors that 
may have affected the patients 
include their desire and ex¬ 
pectation of pain relief, the 
doctor’s expectiation of 
therapeutic results, and 
widespread publicity about 
acupuncture’s effectivness in 
relieving pain. 

According to the study, the 
possibility also may exist that 
needle treatments, regardless 
of their placement at 
acupuncture sites, created a 
physiologic effect that altered 
the condution of pain impulses 
before they reached higher 
brain centers. 

In any case, the physicians 
conclude that it is not only 
difficult to accurately assess a 
treatment procedure like 
acupuncture, but that the data 
point to the need for additional 
studies which may help explain 
this ancient Chinese treatment 
method and increase un¬ 
derstanding of the pain 
phenomenon. 


personnel. 

“Implementing Chapter 766, 
a law designed to reach out to 
children with physical, mental 
or emotional handicaps," says 
Schwamm, "is especially 
significant to me. It is my 
opinion, based upon recent 
experiences, that the 
regulations implementing the 
law have been ad¬ 
ministratively cumbersome 
and that the responsibility 
thrust upon local school 
systems goes beyond their 
financial capabilities. 
Modifications of the 
regulations presently under 
consideration would improve 
this situation." 

Schwamm feels that his 
present employment with the 
Community Mental Health and 
Retardation Center and his 
continuing studies at Brandeis 
provide him the background to 
participate in seeing that this 
law is effectively carried out in 
Newton. 

Concerning the frictions 
which have developed over the 
years between the School 
Committee and other elected 
officials, Schwamm says, "For 
me, the starting point in 
developing trust and 
cooperation among these 
groups begins with finding 
common objectives. Reducing 


uses for vacated buildings, and 
developing standard 
procedures for evaluating all 
programs and services funded 
with Newton taxes are some of 
the issues I would like to see 
worked on jointly by the city 
administration, School 
Committee and aldermen. I 
would like to participate in 
increasing the cooperation and 
effectiveness of these groups. 
Thereby, we can increase the 
confidence of the people of 
Newton in city government." 

Schwamm is presently a 
member of the Newton 
Coalition for Children With 
Sepcial Needs, a member of 
the local Newton-Wellcsley- 
Weston Council for Children, 
and ex-officio board member of 
the Multi-Service Center. He 
served on the Newton Youth 
Commission's advisory board 
for two years. 

This past year he was in¬ 
volved in the alcohol program 
presented at both Newton high 
schools. Schwamm is an 
elected member of the alumni 
executive board of the Boston 
College School of Social Work. 

He is a member of the 
American Public Health 
Association and National 
Gerontological Society, and 
has served as a lieutenant in 
the U.S. Army. 


has constantly warned that it 
can only survive when ac¬ 
companied by fiscal respon¬ 
sibility. 

As a parent of five children 
currently enrolled at all levels 
of public education, he is 
certainly concerned with 
quality of education. As one 
who has made his own way in 
the private sector of the 
economy, he recognizes there 
is a point at which the 
burgeoning public sector can 
no longer be supported. 

"Notwithstanding our 
history of largely effective and 
dedicated teachers, concerned 
parents and willingness to pay 
for good education, we must be 
certain that our quality of 
schooling reflects the price 
being paid,” he said. 

The School Committee 
should be sensitive to such 
facts as only one-third of the 
taxpayers having children in 
the public schools, declining 
enrollments with a con¬ 
comitant doubling of 
educational staff and 
quadrupling of school ex¬ 
penditures in the last fifteen 
years, a lack of teaching the 
basics, and the unjust, real 
possibility of long-time Newton 
residents being taxed out of 
their homes. Fiscal vigilance is 

necssary to provide taxpayers 
with safeguards against an 
overpriced and possibly 
fiscally inefficient school 
system which accounts for 
approximately 50 per cent of 
their city tax rate. 

With the prospect of strictly 
a local election in November, 
the people of Newton will have 
an ideal opportunity to 
examine the various can¬ 
didates and decide on those 


candidates who will afford 
responsible and responsive 
representation. Only an in¬ 
terested and participating 
majority of the electorate can 
preclude financial disaster at 
the hands of self-serving 
minority interests.

revising budget and accounting 
procedures; tightening pur¬ 
chasing policies; and replacing 
any inefficient personnel. 

2. BASIC SKILLS—More 
emphasis should be placed on 
the basic skills of reading, 
writing, spelling, and fun¬ 
damental math at the 
elementary school level. There 
are many students at the junior 
high and high school level who 
are having problems with the 
basic skills, and not all of them 
have learning disabilities. We 
should direct our monies and 
attention toward improving the 
students’ basic skills. 

3 . DECLINING 
ENROL1J4E NT—Before any 
elementary school is closed, a 
master plan should be 
developed in which total 
citywide space needs are 
evaluated and projected for the 


next five years. We should 
determine the total cost 
savings, alternative uses of 
school buildings, and the social 
impact on the neighborhood 
children and parents. 

4. METROPOLITAN 
EDUCATION—Participation 
in any program should be 
strictly on a voluntary basis 
with full reimbursement of 
tuition costs, including tran¬ 
sportation. The city of Boston, 
not the state, should pay for 
these costs, since it is the 
responsibility of each city to 
educate their children. An 
alternative would be a 
voluntary exchange program 
with the metropolitan children 
similar to the American Field 
Service program we now have 
in our school system. Foreign 
and out-of-state students are 
exchanged with Newton 
students every school year.

homeowners' tax burden because they 
• domand minimal services from the city 
compared to the tax revenues which they 
produce. 

Sacks supported revaluation, feeling 
that a court order, which arose as a result 
of the Taxpayers' suit, left the city no 
choice. He hopes, however, that relief 
measures will be enacted by both the State 
legislature and the Board of Aldermen to 
help those people to whom revaluation has 
caused a genuine hardship. For the same 
reason, Alderman Sacks Ls very pleased 
with the verdict that the court has given on 
the Taxpayers’ suit regarding the School 
budget cut. 


Ixing a supporter of the School Com¬ 
mittee, and still an ardent believer in that 
committee's financial autonomy, Sacks 
feels that fiscal responsibility was lacking 
in this year's school budget. From his 
position on the Finance Committee, Sacks 
has continually sought to maintain the 
standard of excellence of Newton's schools 
by giving the School Committee and its 
administrators a free hand at educational 
managements. 

Yet, he feels that the School Committee 
and especially the Board of Aldermen 
must be responsive to the two-thirds of the 
populations who do not have children in the 
public school.

Continuing education program 
registration slated Sept. 17,18 


Representative Lois G. 
Pines' bill to quicken the in¬ 
dependent adoption process 
won final approval from the 
Massachusetts Legislature last 
week, and was sent to 
Governor Dukakis for his 
signature. 

This bill will speed up the 
process for independent 
adoptions by empowering the 
probate court to appoint a 
licensed charitable 
organization engaged in child¬ 
care and adoption services to 
prepare and file the in¬ 
vestigative report which by 
statute the Department of 
Public Welfare must file before 
an adoption decree can be 
granted. 

Rep. Pines said: "Under 
current law the Department of 
Public Welfare is given 30 days 
to conduct an investigation and 
file a report with the probate 
court. This report helps the 
court assess the desirability of 
the proposed adoption. 

"If the department fails to 
submit its report within 30 
days, under the proposed 
legislation, the court may upon 
motion of the petitioner, ap¬ 
point any licensed charitable 
organization which is involved 
in child care and adoption to 
conduct the inquiry and make 
the necessary report. This 
report shall have the same 
force and effect as a report of 
the Department of Public 
Welfare. 

"If the court finds that the 
department has • made sub¬ 
stantial progress but failed to 
complete its report in 30 days 
due to circumstances beyond 
its control, it shall grant the 
department an additional 30 


days in which to complete the 
report." 

"The department," said 
Rep. Pines, "has only a 
minimal staff which operates 
on a statewide basis to in¬ 
vestigate the desirability of all 
proposed independent and 
private adoptions. As a con¬ 
sequence of a very heavy 
caseload and a limited staff the 
department is often unable to 
complete the investigation 
within 30 days. In fact, it is not 
at all uncommon for such an 
investigation to take as long as 
12 to 14 months to complete. 

"This legislation Is designed 
to alleviate the harmful 
anxiety and tension which 
accompanies needless delay in 
the adoption process by ex¬ 
panding the competent 
manpower available to conduct 
the necessary investigation." 

Attorney Paul D. Pearson of 
Wayland, legislative chairman 
of the Family Law Committee 
of the Boston Bar Association, 
who was actively involved in 
the passage of the legislation, 
said "Obviously the parents 
and child will be spared 
needless and often destructive 
delay. The Department of 
Public Welfare will experience 
a lightening of their burden 
which will allow them to 
competently kmmplete their 
investigations in a much 
shorter period of time. 

“The independent 
organizations, which are 
licensed by the state to provide 
such services, will be able to 
maximize the utilization of 
their staff resources. Recently, 
some organizations were 
forced to lay off employees 


available for independent 
adoption,” Pearson said, 
because of a lack of children

RAISIN CARROT CAKE 
14 rups unsifted all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
4 teaspoon baking soda 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon ground elnnamon 
4 eggs, separated 

4 cup firmly packed light brown sugar 
4 cup pennut oil 
4 cup water 

1 cup coarsely grated raw carrots 
4 cup dark seedless raisins 

2 tablespoons grated lemon peel 


Combine flour, baking powder, baking soda, salt and 
cinnamon; set aside. Beat egg whites in small mixing bowl 
until soft peaks form; set aside. In large bowl combine 
sugar and peanut oil. Beat until well blended. Combine egg 
yolks and water; stir into oil mixture. Mix in carrots, 
raisins and lemon peel. Blend in dry ingredients. Fold in 
beaten egg whites. Turn batter into a well greased and 
lightly floured 2-quart Turk's head pan or ring mold. Bake 
at 350 degrees about 30 minutes or until done. Cool in pan on 
wire rack for 10 minutes. Turn out onto rack to finish 
cooling. Makes 1 cake.

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Project Access 
'76 to make 
historic sites 
more accessible 


Old North Church has begun 
a number of physical 
modifications to make the 
historic site more accessible to 
everyone. 

The Rev. Dr. Robert W. 
Golledge, vicar, said the 
modifications are part of a 
long-range plan to make "Old 
North" as barrier-free as 
possible without destroying its 
architectural integrity. 

This came about in part as 
the result of the project, AC¬ 
CESS ’76, a joint effort of the 
Massachusetts Easter Seal 
Society and United Community 
Planning Corporation. 

A grant from the National 
Endowment for the Arts and 
funds from The Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
Council on the Arts and 
Humanities helped to support 
the undertaking. Its purpose 
was to survey Greater Boston 
historical and cultural sites, 
particularly those on the 
Freedom Trail, and recom¬ 
mend ways to eliminate ar¬ 
chitectural barriers that would 
make the sites more accessible 
to the physically handicapped 
and aging. Old North Church 
was one of the 100 fadilities 
visited in this effort in 
preparation for Boston's 
participation in the nation’s 
bicentennial. 

Among other historical sites 
making similar modifications 
are the Harrison Gray Otis 
House of the Society for the 
Preservation of New England 
Antiquities, and the U.S.S. 
Constitution and Bunker Hill 
Monument museums. 

A result of ACCESS '76 is the 
publication of A Blueprint for 
Action, which is being an¬ 
nounced by William G. 
Saltonstall, advisory com¬ 
mittee chairman. Included in 
the blueprint are cost 
estimates for accessibility 
features. 

Saltonstall, who is a member 
of the Easter Seal Society 
Board of Directors and former 
director of the Peace Corps in 
Nigeria, said, "It is our hope 
—that this blueprint will serve to 
stimulate action on the part of 
advocates, administrators, 
planners, legislators, law 
enforcers, the handicapped 
and elderly and other con¬ 
cerned citizens to insure the 
fundamental rights of every 
American to equal access to 
the use of public buildings." 

Speaking of the purpose and 
philosophy behind ACCESS '76, 
Dr. Golledge said, "Our society 
will be bright or ugly...open or 
closed as we, the people, are 
bright or ugly, open or closed. 
What we want for our society 
will not come about just 
because we want it or because 
we organize a reasonable 
system of rules. What we 
achieve will depend on how 
much justice and love we bring 
with us into it. 

"Our choices will determine 
whether this nation will be 
great, or whether it will work 
at all, to bring about a barrier- 
free society." 

First Lady Betty Ford, in the 
report preface wrote, "One of 
the timeless issues during the 
bicentennial is the question of 
full participation in American 
life by all people. This is as 
important today as it was 200 
years ago." 


"As the months advance," 
wrote Senator Edward W. 
Brooke, "it is my hope that 
cooperation, energy and 
resourcefulness will meld to 
make ACCESS '76 study results 
and recommendations a 
reality." 

Report recommendations 
include that all accessible 
historical and cultural sites 
utilize the International 
Wheelchair symbol of ac¬ 
cessibility in all guidebooks 
and advertising pertaining to 
the site. 

In those instances where 
physical modifications are 
impossible because of ar¬ 
chitectural or historical 
significance of the facility, 
alternative methods of viewing 
a site should be provided. This 
could be audio-visual 
presentations located cither on 
the ground floor of the site or at 
another more accessible 
facility. 

An audio-visual presentation 
of some kind is among the 
considerations of the Society 
for the Preservation of New 
England Antiquities for use at 
the Harrison Gray Otis House 
so that it can open its doors to 
welcome many more visitors 
than in the past. 

ACCESS '76 further 
recommended that the 
structure and methodology 
developed in the project can 
and should be applied to other 
facilities and systems which 
impinge upon the freedom and 
independence of the physically 
handicapped and mobility 
impaired. Three systems in¬ 
clude education, employment, 
housing, recreation and 
transportation. 

The SPNEA has a two-phase 
physical modification plan 
slated to begin in mid- 
November at its headquarters 
and museum at the Harrison 
Gray Otis House. 

Old Ironside, oldest ship in 
the United States Navy, is. 
accessible only by ramps that 
rise and fall with the tide. Its 
U.S.S. Constitution Museum, 
designed by Alexander Parris 
in 1932, however, is being 
remodelled for total ac¬ 
cessibility to everyone when it 
is opened later this year. 

Bunker Hill Monument 
meantime has built a road up 
to its museum which also is 
undergoing physical change. 

The blueprint, Saltonstall 
said, was achieved with the 
cooperation of organizations 
and individuals planning for 
the bicentennial celebration 
relative to the needs of the 
physically handicapped and 
those attempting to implement 
the regulations of the 
Massachusetts Architectural 
Barriers Board. 

The Easter Seal Society is a 
statewide voluntary healt 
agency which has been a 
leader in the elimination of 
architectural barriers and in 
the provision of rehabilitation 
services to the physically 
handicapped. 

United Community Planning 
Corporation is the non-profit 
citizen-led human services 
planning and research 
organization for the 67 cities 
and towns in the 
Massachusetts Bay area.

Ten schools rotate teaching first

Some Newton elementary 
school students will not be 
learning to play a musical 
instrument this fall, the school 
administration announced this 
week. 

John C. Harper, assistant 
coordinator of the arts for 
music, expalined a program in 
which five schools will have an 
expanded beginning in¬ 
strumental program this fall, 
and five others will have the 
program next fall. 

Harper explained that more 
students than ever wanted to 
learn to play an instrument last 
year, but there is no money to 
expand the staff. 

Every student who has 
started an instrument will 
continue to get band and or¬ 
chestra, special performance 
activities, and private in¬ 
strumental lessons contracted 
privately with the students. 

The Beginning Instrumental 
Lessons Alternation Program 
will involve six schools taught 
by Karen Wormwood and four 
of the schools taught by Gary 
Fox. 

Beginning instrumental 
lessons will not be taught this 
school year in Claflin, Hyde, 
Peirce, Ward and Williams, 


but will be available to those 
schools in 1976-77. Students in 
Burr, Davis, Hamilton, Horce 
Mann, and Oak Hill will be 
offered beginning instrumental 
lessons this fall but not in 1976- 
77. 

Other schools will continue 
with their regular programs, 
where the vocal and classroom 
music teacher also teaches 
beginning instrumental 
lessons. No vocal music 
programs will be effected by 
the alternation plan. 

INSTRUMENTS SHOWN 
Newton elementary 
students, who are now in line 
for musical instrument study, 
and their parents have the 
opportunity to hear and see the 
various instruments in action. 
The Music Department faculty 
will illustrate the wide 
selection of instruments 
available for student study. 
They will give five community 
demonstrations at area junior 
high schools. These are 
designed to acquaint the 
students and parents with the 
Instrumental Program offered 
to the young student. The 
demonstrations will begin at 
7:30 p.m. according to the 
following schedule: 


Tuesday, September 16, at 
Day Junior High, for Carr, 
Franklin and Horace Mann, 
and Wednesday, Sept. 17 at 
Bigelow Jr. High for Cabot, 
Lincoln-Eliot, Underwood. 
Monday, Sept. 22 at 
Meadowbrook Junior High for 
Countryside, Emerson, 
Memorial, Oak Hill and 
Spaulding. 

Tuesday, Sept. 23 at Warren 
Junior High for Angier, Burr, 
Davis and Hamilton. 

Wednesday, Sept. 24 at 
Weeks Junior High for 
Beethoven, Bowen and Mason- 
Rice. 

The five schools omitted 
from the above list will be 
effected by the Beginning 
Instrumental I-essons Alter¬ 
nation Program this school 
year. 

Personal music study is 
important to the total 
development of the child. It is a 
rewarding experience that can 
provide innumerable ex¬ 
periences in and out of the 
schools' music programs. The 
Newton schools provide at 
least one year of class in¬ 
strumental lessons. Students 
are then encouraged to take 
private lessons. Instrumen¬ 


talists begin participation in 
school orchestra and bands 
very soon after individual 
instruction lias started. String 
instruction can be started at 
the third grade level. All in¬ 
struments can be started from 
the fourth grade on. Brass and 
woodwinds might be started in 
the third grade if recom¬ 
mended by the music 
specialist. 

Music teachers, where time 
permits, are expanding in¬ 
strumental offerings from the 
usual four instruments 
(clarinet, flute, violin, trum¬ 
pet) to include such as tuba, 
cello, string bass, trombone, 
saxophone, and others, Newton 
students of all ages and their 
parents are encouraged to 
attend any one of the com¬ 
munity demonstrations. If 
unable to attend, please con¬ 
tact your school’s music 
faculty member to discuss 
your child’s place in in¬ 
strumental music.

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Budget cuts affect heat repairs 
at Wrentham State School 


Slate Rep. David J. 
Mofenson, House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and the Elderly, has 
again objected to the “penny¬ 
wise, pound-foolish” aspects of 
some of the Dukakis ad¬ 
ministration's budge* 
proposals. 

Making an Inspection tour of 
the Wrentham State School for 
Retarded Children and Adults 
last week, Mofenson expressed 
"deep concern" for the im¬ 
plications of the proposed 
budget cuts on the quality of 
care and living conditions in 
state schools and hospitals for 
the retarded. 

"The school has recently 
been ordered to cut back in Its 
heating by 20 per cent," 
Mofenson said, "and at the 
same time its request for funds 
to make the heating system 
more efficient have been 
denied. Like many older state 
institutions, it has high ceilings 
and is subject to drafts. What 
the school wants is money to 
lower the ceilings and con¬ 
struct better insulation. But if 


it can't get that, it at least 
wants minimal plumbing 
regulators to permit the staff to 
control the heat in different 
areas, using It only where it is 
needed." 

"Like many state institutions 
the school goes from being 
uncomfortably overheated to 
being uncomfortably un- 
derheated. Unless there are 
short-term plans to tear the 
school down, over the long run 
the (15,000 investment in 
repairs will end up saving the 
state substantial money," he 
said. 

Mofenson explained that the 
movement toward dein- 
stitutionalization has focused 
on the moderately mentally 
retarded. Those left behind are 
the more serious retarded. 
"While we must eliminate 
budgetary waste, we must not 
abandon our commitment to 
educative and therapeutic 
programs for the mentally 
retarded." 

He also noted that about 25 of 
the retarded living at the 
school are from Newton.

left, in protest, but some returned to be 
among the 150 persons that heard the 
superintendent. 

Ben I-evy, second vice president of the 
NTA, said one of the main points of con- 
tentio. n is that the School Committee 
offered to abide by last year's contract, 
but without granting the annual step in¬ 
creases. 

School Committee negotiating team 
member Alvin Mandell said Wednesday 
that the step increases granted each year 
arc a factor of the pereSent raise in the 
salary scale of the contract, so could not be 
given until the new contract is signed. 

Superintendent's speech 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
read his speech from a prepared text, 
following opening remarks by Mayor 
Theodore D Mann and School Committee 
Chairwoman Eleanor Rosenblum. 

The superintendent's speech compared 
Newton's problems in education to those 
bn the national and state level, which in¬ 
clude declining enrollment, dealing with 
inflated costs, equalizing educational 
opportunity for all students, and deter¬ 
mining a role in assisting in the 


achievement of racial equality. 

He said, "In the midst of this decline (in 
enrollment by 2,000students in five years), 
we have greatly expanded our programs of 
early childhood educaton and our services 
to children with special needs." 

He said Newton provides for special- 
needs children even beyond the mandates 
of Chapter 766, but criticized the state’s 
"absolute failure to provide funds to meet 
those mandates." 

He noted that currently about 65 percent 
of Newton families do not have children in 
the schools, and that percentage may rise 
to 75 or 80 in the near future with current 
population trends. 

"How can we preserve those qualities 
that have made this a good school system 
in light of a rapidly declining enrollment 
and an increased resistance to rising 
school expenditures?" 

This main question, and the problem of 
fulfilling needs of mandated programs 
while providing quality education for all 
children, can be solved by foresight, 
planning, and goodwill, he said. 

"Planning must go beyond the reduction 
of staff and the consolidation of school 
districts," he said, and welcomed teachers 




and the community to discuss these 
problems with him. 

T he superintendent said that throughout 
his six years in Newton, he has seen the 
annual teacher turnover drop from nearly 
300 to about 100. With this reduction, more 
time will be spent retraining oldef 
teachers and reviewing those with tenure. 

The superintendent concurred with 
earlier remarks by Mrs. Rosenblum, who 
stated the quality of the teaching in the 
classroom depends on the teachers. 

Mrs. Rosenblum also reviewed the 
events of the summer affecting teachers, 
which included the controversy and court 
case over the School Committee budget 
and the state’s problems with Metco 
funding which did not affect Newton. 

Mayor Mann greeted the teachers and 
assured them that the school buildings 
were ready for the opening of school, but 
said what is more important is that the 
people inside the schools are ready. 

Noting that Newton is a prototype for 
school systems in the nation, he 
congratulated the School Committee and 
the superintendent for showing courage in 
accepting the responsibility that goes with 
that role, and hoped the teachers would do 
the same.

The Newton Conservators, 
Inc., will present two films on 
flooding rivers Wednesday,

"The Flooding River, A 
Study in Riverine Ecology" is 
an intensive scientific 
documentation of the spring 
flooding cycle of the Con¬ 
necticut River in relation to its 
flora, fauna, and geology. The 
conclusion is tlmt rivers from 
their headwaters to the sea are 
self-sustaining and dynamic 
ecosystems which owe their 


existence to the natural 
phenomenon of flooding. 

"Hanning for Floods" shows 
a recent flood of the Mississippi 
River and the June, 1972, flash 
flood at Rapid City, S.D. This 
film dramatically demon¬ 
strates the tragedies that can 
result from total reliance on 
dams, channelization, levees, 
and other structural measures 
for protection. 

These films reflect the 
ongoing interest of the Newton 
Conservators in guiding 
development away from flood- 
prone areas. 


The couse will include basic 
ecology, the philosphy of en¬ 
vironmental education, out¬ 
door teaching skills, using 
school and community 
resources, conducting 
meaningful field trips, 
educational games and crafts, 
interpreting nature for various 
age levels and curriculum 
enrichment through en¬ 
vironmental education. A 
manual of helpful material will 
be provided. 

No prior education is 
required, and individual needs 
are catered to as far as 
possible. 

There will be two series, on 
Wednesdays from 9:30 to 11:30 
a.m. and the other from 2 to 4 
p.m. Both are open to all, but 
the afternoon series will be 
directed specifically to 
teachers.

City pickup 
of glass 
and cans 
starts Oct. 1 


A full-fledged recycling 
program will be in effect by 
Oct. 1, a spokesman for Mayor 
Theodore Mann said this week. 

A contract with Recor, a 
recycling firm of Salem, is 
being prepared now. Recor will 
pick up glass and cans from the 
Rumford Avenue landfill site, 
where city trucks will dump 
the weekly curbside collec¬ 
tions. 

James Salter, the mayor's 
chief administrative officer, 
said that two city trucks will 
make collections on regular 
trash collection days. 

Glass must be separated in 
separate barrels, one for clear 
uncolored glass and one for all 
colored glass. 

Cans may be put into both 
barrels. 

Nunzio Pisclli, acting Public 
Works commissioner, asks all 
residents who participate in 
the program to rinse out bottles 
and cans before putting them 
into the barreLs. 

Barrels should be marked 
either by having "Glass” 
painted on the outside or by 
having a white stripe painted 
around the outside for clear 
glass and a red stripe for 
colored glass. Glass should not 
be put into bags or cartons. 

The purpose of the marking 
is to prevent collection crews 
from having to look into each 
barrel to find out whether the 
contents are trash or glass and 
cans. 

The monthly collection of 
newspapers for recycling will 
continue. 

The Street Department will 
issue further information on 
the recycling program before 
Oct. 1.

Hospital workers decide 
to attend nursing school 


Kathy Childers of Newton 
has been a nurse's aide at 
Newton-Wellesly Hospital for 
the past two years and would 
like to become a registered 
nurse. 

"I've always known I wanted 
to be an R.N., but I'm the kind 
of person who doesn't like to 
jump into things,” Kathy said. 

While an aide at the Cohasset 
Knoll Extended Care Facility, 
a nursing home, Miss Childers 
got to know a freshman at the 
School of Nursing who highly 
recommended it. So she came 
to work at Newton-Wellesley 
and “checked into the school 
and liked what it had to offer." 

She is now one of six of the 83 
freshmen at the hospital’s 
School of Nursing that already 
work at the hospital. Working 
with the patients has often 
helped determine their career 
ambitions more than their 
educational background. 

Joe English, 27, of Waltham, 
a nurse's aide since last 
August, admitted it was dif¬ 
ficult to answer why he wants 
to be a nurse, but said, "All the 
signs have pointed that way for 
me for the last year, mainly 
because I get along well with 
people." 

An aide on the 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. shift, English is positive 
about one thing: working at the 
hospital solidified his goals. 
And he adds, "I think I learned 
more working nights than I 
might have on days—people 
have more time to explain 
things to you and you have the 
opportunity to grasp more." 
Joe hopes eventually to work in' 
an emergency or surgical unit, 
explaining, “I've floated to the

A Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
employee who attributes her 
entrance into nursing school to 
a desire to improve herself is 
Denise Petrone of 
Framingham. An LPN for the 
past two years, Miss Petrone 


trained at Youville Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

“I wanted to be an LPN firjt 
to feel my way through, to 
make sure I wanted to be a 
nurse,” she said. "And now I'm 
beginning to feel restless as an 
LPN—I want to be able to do 
more." 

Miss Petrone, who would like 
to work in a coronary care unit 
someday, came to Newton- 
Wellesley from Youville 
because she wanted to do acute 
care nursing in the medical- 
surgery' areas. 

She attended Framingham 
State for a year after 
graduating from high school 
but found her interest in 
elementary' education waning 
while nursing grew in its ap¬ 
peal.

AIJ3ANY, N.Y. (UPI) - A 
bank robbbery suspect who 
held police at bay for more 
than 17 hours today released 
his nine remaining hostages 
unharmed and surrendered. 

The surrender ended a tease 
drama that began Wednesday 
afternoon when a man entered 
the City and County Savings 
bank in downtown Albany, 
clubbed bank guard Donald 
Wark, 58, and ran off with an 
undetermined amount of cash. 

In escaping the bank he fired 
at least two shots, wounding a 
policeman. He ducked into 
another bank building, and 
finally holed up in the Standard 


Sandwich & Coffee Shop, 300 
yards from the state Capitol, 
seizing 10 hostages, three of I 
them children. 

The gunman then barricaded Ij 
all entrances, and later 
released one hostage, a women 
suffering from high blood 
pressure. 5 had ringed the 
cafeteria. Sharpshooters ar¬ 
med with high powered rifles 
equipped with telescopic sights 
and wearing green flak vests 
were stationed on rooftops. 

State and local police, along 
with FBI agents, cordoned off 
the area for the long vigil.

BOSTON (UPI) - The 
Massachusetts Senate Ways 
and Meaas Committee has 
approved a revised interim 
budget in an effort to avert the 
default of millions of dollars 
worth of state backed bonds.

Hoses stretch from Pennsylvania to 
Trenton, but only provide a trickle 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - Hoses 
stretching from Pennsylvania provided 
only a trickle of water to thirsty residents 
today, forcing them for the fourth day to 
develop ways of coping with a water 
shortage caused by a malfunctioning 
valve. 

The hose line, tank trucks and bottled 
water have supplied only about eight 
million gallons of water daily. The 250,000 
residents of Trenton and four affected 
suburbs normally use about 35 million 
gallons. 

City officials say the malfunction may 
not be repaired until Friday, so residents 
have been left to their ingenuity: 

— Frozen dinners have solved many of 
the problems of cooking without water. 

— The state Transportation Department 


suggested its employes plan their 
schedules to accommodate a shuttle bus 
set up to take them to lavatory facilities. 

— Dozeas of trucks from the Civil 
Defense and National Guard, bringing 
water from as far away Philadelphia, have 
been sent to curbsides around the city to 
provide enough water for sponge baths and 
toilets. 

— At the state Supreme Court, 200 
female secretaries threatened to leave 
work rather than use portable toilets. They 
were given the day off. 

— IJlian Britschge said her family takes 
sponge baths. The toilet is flushed once 
each morning and evening after each of 
the seven family members have used the 
bathroom. Her family also has cut out 
clothes laundering and use of water for 


cooking. 

— Berkshire Mountain Water Inc. of 
Connecticut helped out by sendng the city 
4,000 gallons of bottled water and 1,000 
cases of soft drinks. 

City officials said the homes most af¬ 
fected were in West Trenton and suburban 
Ewing Township, both of which sit on 
ground apparently too high to receive the 
little water left in pipelines. 

Hoses were linked across Delaware 
River bridges from MorrisviUe, Pa., and 
hoses have also been set up to draw water 
from suburbs wliich have their own water 
supplies. 

The problem began Sunday when a valve 
malfunction in the city's water filtration 
plant damaged the culvert to the city 
resevoir.

an emergency $2.8 million 
budget to pay national guard¬ 
smen, state and area police for 
special duties during Boston 
school desegregation that be¬ 
gins Monday. 

The special bill was ap¬ 
proved by a three vote margin 
after more than an hour of 
debate in which opponents 
charged the costs of policing 
desegregation should be borne 
by tlie federal government. 

The revised interim budget 
bill, which was expected to be 
debated today, would set up a 
procedure for state agencies to 
exceed their fiscal 1975 spend¬ 
ing levels with the approval of 
the administration secretary 
and House and Senate Ways 
and Meaas committees. 

The bill was sought by the 
Dukakis administration after it 
discovered the current interim 
budget prevents the Depart¬ 
ment of Community Affairs 
from paying principal and 
interest due Sept. 15 on bonds 
and notes. 

Default on the bonds, which 
were used to finance public 
housing projects across the 
state, could seriously 
jeopardize the state's credit 
rating. 

In addition, the procedure 
provided for in the bill could be 
used to grant additional fun¬ 
ding for an expanded Metco 
program. Some 500 students 
may be barred from par¬ 
ticipating this year if the state 
does not increase its com¬ 
mitment. 

The poLice overtime budget 
was adopted on a 21-18 vote and 
shortly afterwards the Senate 
adopted a resolution calling on 
the U.S. Justice Department to 
pick up all the police costs of 
school desegregation. The 
resolution, however, has no 
force. 

The special bill was reported 
out of the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee unex¬ 
pectedly following a hastily 
called meeting between state 
Public Safety Secretary 
Charles Barry and legislative 
leaders. 

Senate Ways and Means 
Chairman James A. Kelly, El- 
Oxford, said Barry told legisla¬ 
tors he needed assurances the 
guardsmen and the police 
would be paid for their 
desegregation duties. 

Barry's request apparently 
stemmed from threats of a 
strike by police who will be 
involved in desegregation. 
Boston teachers already have 
authorized a stake to begin two 
weeks after the school year 
starts if a new contract 
agreement is not reached.

Many reasons for Sox success

Many reasons have been given for the emergence of the 
Boston Red Sox as the team to beat in the American 
League's Eastern Division, such reasons as the comeback 
of Rick Wise, the managerial genius of Darrell Jolinson, 
and the emergence of Fred Lynn and Jim Rice as 
professional hitters. All these reasons are most certainly 
true. 

But there have been two more very important reasons 
why the Red Sox lay atop the American League East. One 
has been the new coaching staff, which by its confidence in 
the players has won about ten to fifteen games. The second 
reason is the bench strength of the Red Sox. It is said that in 
order to win a pennant, a team must have 25 players 
playing a key role, not just eight starters and four pitchers. 
It is a long, usually injury-filled season and a pennant 
contending team always needs a lot of depth to win during 
the dog days of July and August. In the next fe paragraphs I 
will give you an in depth look at both the Red Sox bench and 
the new coaches. 

There has been a turn-over in the Red Sox base coaches, 
going from first to third, Don Leinhardt and Eddie 
Popowski to John Pesky and Don Zimmer. Leinhardt and 
Popowski, while being two of the nicest people in baseball, 
probably cost the Red Sox about ten ballgames because 
they were conservative. One game in particular stands out 
in my mind, the second-to-last Detroit game in 1972. In the 
first inning against Mickey Lolich the Sox had a chance to 
jump ahead. All they had to do was win this game and they 
would clinch the pennant. But when Popowski held up Carl 
Yastrzemski from attempting to score, Luis Aparicio 
proceeded to run into Yaz at third, and our promising 
pennant hopes went flying down the drain when the Tigers 
tagged out Aparicio. It was a most disappointing way to end 
a season, losing the flag because of luck and being overly 
conservative. 

Our coaches this year realize that many of the Red Sox 
are quite fleet of foot, especially the younger players such 
as Fred Lynn, Jim Rice, Cecil Cooper, Rick Miller and Juan 
Beniquez. Both Pesky and Zimmer feel that it is best to let 
tiie other team make a perfect play, and give the Red Sox 
players a chance at getting that key extra base, than 
holding the runner back and waiting for the "big hit." This 
lias been one of the most important strategical moves by 
Manager Johnson and his coaches. 

Coache’s Backgrouuds Listed 

After ali this discussion on the ideas of the coaching staff, 
I'm sure you would like a little background information on 
them. John Pesky was a shortstop-third baseman who was 
a star for many years for the Ted Williams, Bobby Doerr 
Red Sox. He was a key man in the 1946 pennant winning 
team. After he retired as a player he managed the Red Sox 


and for the past few seasons was a color man on Channel 4's 
TV coverage of the Red Sox. 

Don Zimmer is the third base coach, and an excellent one 
at that. Before coming to the Red Sox, Zimmer gained his 
most fame as a player for the old Brooklyn Dodgers. He was 
a gutty little player who almost got himself killed in the 
minor leagues because of his guts. He got hit in the head by 
a pitched ball and because of that he now is the owner of a 
steel plate in his head. He continued playing even though 
doctors told him that if he got hit in the same place again he 
would probably die. He, like Pesky, also managed and also 
had little success. But he makes a great coach. 

Over the past few seasons there have been many reasons 
why the Red Sox have not won a pennant; inadequate pit¬ 
ching, poor fielding, managerial "guesses" that turned out 
bad. But certainly one of the major reasons the Sox have not 
won is because of a lack of depth. During the course of a 
season such as baseball has, a team is bound to have a few 
serious injuries. 

What separates the great teams from the good teams is 
the men who can play for these injured players. One need 
not look any farther than the World Champion Oaklnad A's 
to understand this. 

Three years ago Oakland was forced to play the whole 
World Series without superstar Reggie Jackson. But the A’s 
hardly felt the loss as they were able to put George Hen¬ 
drick in right field. Hendrick, now a star outfielder for the 
Cleveland Indians, did an excellent job and Oakland was 
able to win the series. 

Sox Have Depth 

For Boston this year the situation is quite similar, 
especially in the outfield where the Sox have six men who 
they could start without loss in quality. And this does not 
even include Carl Yastrzemski, who, in a pinch, I'm sure 
could do a fine job if needed. Whenever a player such as 
Dwight Evans starts off slowly, the Sox can pull a Bemie 
Carbo off the bench. Carbo had a great first half, and then 
when he got injured, Evans was put in the line-up and has 
proceeded to hit a ton while doing his usual Mays-type job in 
the outfield. 

In the infield, both Rico Petrocelli and Doug Griffin have 
been out for extended periods of time. But, thanks to a little 
luck and trading talent, the Red Sox have been able to live 
with these injuries. Both Bob Heise and Denny Doyle have 
come in and done a great job. Undoubtedly these two have 
done as important a job as any other player on the squad. 
And I do not need to mention the jobs Bob Montgomery and 
Tim Blackwell did while Carlton Fisk was injured. 

In summation, I will just say that there have been other 
contributors in tlie Red Sox pennant run besides Freddie 
Lynn, Jim Rice and a handful of pitchers. These players 
(and coachers) deserve a lot of credit and I hope I have 
given them some.

Help your child become a tennis player 


By BUCKY ADAMS 
Part III: 

The Tennis Professional 

Around the age of nine, a 
tennis professional should take 
a look at your child's game (if 
he hasn't already.) He will be 
able to tell you what type of 
program is best for him. 

If the child is having trouble 
with the basics, the pro may 
recommend a beginner’s or 
advanced beginner's clinic. At 
this time a child may develope 
some unique problems with his 
strokes and the pro should 
suggest a few private lessons to 
correct it. 

If the child is more ad¬ 


vanced, the pro will usually 
recommend some form of 
organized competition. 
Competition is important 
because the child can see 
exactly where he stands with 
other kids, and how much he 
needs to improve. This helps 
the child set goals. If a child is 
ever to be a top tennis player, 
he iftust be a tough competitor, 
and must set goals for himself. 

There are also times when a 
pro may recommend waiting a 
while before he begins working 
with a student. If a child isn't 
so hepped up on tennis, he 
shouldn’t be pushed. Some kids 
get interested in tennis later 
than others. If you force a child 


to play w.hen he's not in¬ 
terested, you may turn him off 
to the point that he’ll never 
want to play. 

At this time, you may be 
wondering who the best tennis 
professionals are, and how to 
know whether or not he will be 
good for your child. 

I feel there are four things 
that you should look for in a 
tennis pro: 

1. He must know how to help 
your child improve his game 
and what the best program for 
him is. 

2. He must truely care how 
your child is doing. 

3. He must be someone your 


child likes and respects.

Schoolboy officials' dispute settled 


BOSTON - High school 
principals, athletic directors, 
football coaches, and other 
school leaders in Eastern 
Massachusetts are relieved 
today to learn that schoolboy 
football games in the Eastern 
area this fall will be officiated 
by qualified officials instead of 
by recruits and others 
hurriedly trained for 
emergency service. 

The development came with 
settlement of an extended 
wage dispute between the 
Massachusetts Secondary 
School Principals' Association 
(MSSPA) and the Association 
of New England Football 
Officials (ANEFO). 

Details were announced by 
Principal A. Scott MacKinlay 
of Rockland High School, 
Chairman of the MSSPA’s 
Joint Athletic Committee for 
District One and Two which 
includes all high schools in 
Eastern Massachusetts. 
Included are 186 schools with 
football programs, 13 com¬ 
peting as independents, and 173 
competing in 21 leagues in four 


divisions of enrollment. 

McKinlay said: "We wish to 
express our appreciation to the 
football officials for 
recognizing the serious 
financial restrictions faced by 
all schools in Massachusetts by 
their willingness to work in 
1975 for no increase in fee over 
1974." 

Another school official highly 
involved in the settlement was 
School Committeeman Carl 
Eastman of East Bridgewater, 
Vice President of the 
Massachusetts School Com¬ 
mitteeman's Association who 
said: "We offer 

congratulations to the board 
officials for their gesture of 
good will toward the students 
who play football and the 
spectators who watch. We are 
now assured that our varsity 
games will continue to be 
played under the best possible 
conditions.". 

The ANEFO agreed to the 
per-game wages paid last year 
which, for regular-season 
games, were $35.00 for 
Divisions One and Two

(larger schools), and $30.00 for 
Divisions Three and Four 
(smaller schools). The MSSPA 
agreed that in 1976 the regular- 
season fees for games in 
Divisions Three and four will 
be increased from $30.00 to 
$33.00. 

Fees paid officials for 
Thanksgiving Day games 
traditionally are almost double 
those of the regular season. 
Fees for those games this year 
will be the same as they were 
last year as follows: $65.00 for 
Division One; $60.00 for 
Division Two; and $55.00 for 
Divisions Three and Four. 

It was further agreed that 
fees for Tnanksgiving Day 
games in 1976 will remain the 
same as for 1975 except for a 
change in Division Two from 
$60.00 to $65.00. 

Football coaches throughout 
the state this week received 
three important documents 
unrelated to fees for games. 
They included; (1) the 1975 
edition of the statewide 
Schoolboy Football Manual; 
(2) a leaflet warning against 


the dangers of butt-blocking 
and spearing; and (3) a 
surgeon’s expert analysis of 
the dangers of exposing 
football players to extreme 
heat, humidity and high dew 
point. 


Spearning, or butt-blocking, 
is described as a technique of 
using the head, encased by a 
hard and highly-protective 
football helmet, as a battering 
ram to be driven into the body 
of defending players. 

The Standing Committee on 
Athletics of MSSPA and the 
Massachusetts High School 
Football Coaches Association 
have jointly adopted a 
resolution condemning butt¬ 
blocking and spearing and 
urging all football coaches to 
eliminate these techniques 
completely. Rule 9, Section 2 of 
NCAA football rules 
specifically classifies using the 
helmet or head to maliciously 
butt an opponent as a personal 
foul penalized by loss of 15 
yards, plus disqualification of 
the offender in flagrant 
situations.

suggestions 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Art 
theft has become a problem for 
private collectors as well as 
museums and galleries, says 
Ronald R. Schmidt, director of 
security for a private security 
company. 

Schmidt says Uniform Crime 
Reports published by the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation showed a 17 per 
cent increase in property 
crime last year. He has these 
suggestions for both public and 
private owners of valuable art: 

Install proper lighting on the 
grounds outside your house. 
Light is a deterrent to 
housebreakers. 

Use ornamental Iron on 
windows, especially rear win¬ 
dows, where a breakin is most 
apt to occur. But be sure the 
gratings conform to local fire 
codes. 

A local alarm system that 


sounds a siren or bells ef¬ 
fectively scares away ma¬ 
rauders in populated areas, but 
the best alarm elsewhere is one 
that signals a central station or 
the police. 

Improve the general 
physical security of your home. 
Install dead bolt locks on doors 
to make it harder for thieves to 
enter. 

For a large public reception 
at home, hire plain clothes 
security personnel tb watch for 
attempted theft. 

Schmidt said some dealers, 
galleries and private collectors 
innocently encourage art theft 
by permitting their agents to 
negotiate the return of stolen 
objects with no questions 
asked. 

“When parties negotiate and 
pay for stolen art, they provide 
a built-in market, and thereby 
encourage thieves to steal 
more,” he said.

A look at the NFL 

Colts out to boost offense

apprenticeship with Washing¬ 
ton's senior citizens under 
George Allen Is launching his 
head coaching career with a 
Baltimore Colt youth move¬ 
ment. He’s quietly confident it 
will lift the lowly Colts off the 
floor. 

"This team is young but 
talented," he summarized. 
"The worst is behind it." 

The Colts—Super Bowl 
champions only five years 
ago— finished at the bottom of 
the NFL heap last year with a 
2-12 record. There have been 
six Baltimore coaches at the 
helm since the slide began 
1972. 

Marchibrojjr.Y fickr.owledges 
thaLJte'lr probably follow 
Ts close-to-the-vest 
Strategical format. "I’m a low- 
key coach who believes in 
sound basic football," he ob¬ 
serves. "I'll take calculated 
risks but not in trying to be only 
a big-play club." 

As an assistant with the 
Redskins, Marchibroda's spe¬ 
cialty was offense and the Colts 


showed scoring promise with 
some impressive statistics in 
the final stages of their dismal 
1974 season. 

Lydell Mitchell rushed for 
757 yards, twice for more than 
100 yards a game, and led the 
NFL in pass receptions with 72, 
including 13 against the New 
York Jets that broke Ray 
Berry's club record. 

Marchibroda has indicated 
he plans to use a three-back 
offense that will employ the 
running of Mitchell, Bill Olds 
and Don McAuley. In addition 
to Joe Orduna, the Colts 
gambled on their fifth draft 
pick and took Roosevelt Leaks, 
- the former Texas running ace 
who was hobbled by injuries in 
his final two college years. 

Twenty-threc-year old Bert 
Jones apparently has the inside 
track over Marty Domres for 
the quarterback spot. Jones, 
disabled for three games with a 
shoulder injury, wound up with 
a flourish in a losing effort 
against the Jets.He set an NFL 
record of 17 straight comple¬ 
tions and broke club marks by 
hitting on 36 of 53 attempts for 


385 yards and four touchdowns. 

The young look prevails at 
the wide receiver slots where a 
pair of second-year speedsters, 
Roger Carr and Freddie Scott, 
showed high promise In their 
rookie year. Raymond Chester 
is solid at tight end. 

The Colt offensive line was 
hot and cold last season and 
major steps were taken in the 
off-season to bolster the weak 
pass protection which resulted 
in only nine touchdowns 
through the air. Baltimore 
gave up the No. 1 draft choice 
to obtain tackle George Kunz 
from Atlanta and then grabbed 
off North Carolina's Ken Huff, 
rated the outstanding offensive 
lineman in the college ranks. 

Kunz will pair up with 
veteran guard Elmer Collett on 
the right side while Huff is 
expected to wind up at left 
guard with Dennis Nelson 
holding forth at tackle and Ken 
Mendenhall at center. 

The defense, which allowed 
23.5 points a game, starts with 
Mike Curtis at middle 
linebacker, "the finest in the 
NFL," according to Mar¬ 


chibroda. Tom Maclxod and 
Stan White-both viewed as 
comers—will flank him. 

The lack of an effective pass 
rush was noticeable last year 
but the two defensive ends, 
John Dutton and Fred Cook, 
gained all-rookie team honors. 
Joe Ehrmann, who played hurt 
a year ago, and Bill Windauer 
round out the front four. 

The defensive secondary is 
suspect and subject to change. 
Rick Volk and Bruce Laird 
seem set as safeties while Doug 
Nettles and Nelson Munsey are 
fighting for the comerback 
jobs against competition from 
No. 3 draft choice Mike 
Washington, Royce McKinney 
and Tim Rudnick. 

Herb Mul-Key, another 
Washington Redskin 
acquisition, will generate 
excitement as a kick returner 
along with Tim Berra and 
I<aird. Dave Lee more than 
adequately takes care of the 
punting and Austrian Toni 
Linhart is the place kicker, 
with a record of eight for eight 
inside the 39.

Hagler will be seeking his 
30th victory. He has won 23 
previous fights by knockout, 
and the only blemish on his 
record was a disputed draw 
with Sugar Ray Seales in 
Seattle after he had soundly 
beaten Sealers in an earlier 
fight here.

WFL drops Chicago 


NEW YORK I UPI i - 
Moving boldly with a strong 
liand—hut one predicated on 
fear—the World Football 
League continues lo seek 
credibility as a thriving major 
league although divorcing 
itself from two of the country's 
largest markets. 

With the sharp and decisive 
blow of an executioner, the 
WFL Tuesday announced the 
immediate extinction of the 
Chicago Winds and the disper¬ 
sal of the players to the 10 other 
league members. 

Following Ihe debacle of 1974 
when the 'old" WFI. ran up 
debts estimated as high as $20 


million and lost the key New 
York franchise, league Presi¬ 
dent Chris Hemineter 
nevertheless pointed lo Ihe 
swift action of the Board of 
Governors as a positive move 
that strengthened the structure 
of the entire circuit. 

"Basically, the league re¬ 
quires that all teams be in 
precise accordance in all 
aspects of tile Hemmeter Plan. 
The Governors wll not tolerate 
any deviation since such 
deviation might bring about 
the types of irresponsible 
actions which characterized 
last year's league," the 
youthful president said 


While admitting the memory 
of last year might have 
prompted the death blow, 
Hemmeter stressed that the 
other 10 members were healthy 
under stringent fiscal safe¬ 
guards which provide that 
exact monies he proportioned 
for various areas of a club's 
operation. 

Tiie Board of Governors 
voted 10-1 to expel the Winds 
Monday night, with the only 
dissenting vote being cast by

Do You Need a Project? 

Nan and Chet had been 
liaggling for several weeks 
over trivial things . . . each 
showing resentment . . .

One winter 
we took dancing lessons 
together.

"So, Saturday we 
start” ... said Chet ... “and 
even now before we start the 
work we’ve quit our silly 
haggling.”

"I think back there when we 
were fighting over those silly 
little things," Nan said ... "it 
was because we were 
frustrated and blaming each 
other, that neighbor provided 
an interest. So ... to kill the 
dullness we had those silly 
fights. What a waste.” 

"Another thing” ... I pointed 
out... “Your project had drawn 
you together" You pooled your 
skills in a common Interest and 
you found satisfaction in the 
creation of a worthwhile ting 
the end product which you will 
enjoy together." 

Whatever alienates a 
husband and wife is a visious 
enemy. Whatever joins a 
husband and wife together in 
mutual love is a precious jewel. 
For Nan and Chet their project 
was a Jewel. Maybe you two 
need a project?

‘A little soft and very touched ...'

Every character in "The Sot Touch" is a 
little soft and very touched. 

The play is set in a seedy one room flat in 
Philadelphia. The tenant, Blinkey, is 
ready to retire for the evening. Armed 
with a girlie magazine, he takes to his bed 
fin his best Arte Johnson dirty old man 
voice), finds the fold-out pin-up, shows it to 
his pillow, and proceeds to enjoy the pin-up 
under his blanket with a flashlight. 
Hmmm. 

Enter Wilfred, a smooth-talking vagrant 
who finagles a quarter from Blinkey each 
time he leaves the room. Enter Mrs. 
Ruckus, Blinkey’s mother, who is ready to 
forgive him and let him come home, after 
six years, for the pencil-stabbing of their 
pet cat who just died. Hmmm. 

Enter suspicious Mr. Crisp with a pistol 
and rope, searching for his wife. Before 
leaving, Mr. Crisp warns Blinkey that 
even if she’s not in the room now, she will 
be eventually. 

Enter Mrs. Crisp from the fireescape 
through the window. The sex-craved 
woman ignores Blinkey’s pleas and pulls 
him under the bed where she is hiding 
frortl her husband. 

Enter the landlord, who threatens with 
death those tenants who do not put out 
their garbage on time. 

Enter Havey Likk, alias The I.ikk 
Brothers, an escaped schizophrenic 
murderer who only kills men named Phil 
lBlinkey’s proper name). 

Enter Emile, a homosexual Frenchman 
who is notoriously known at The Amorous 
Cat Burglar, by a lowered rope through the 
window. Hmmm. 

This comedy is a farce whose strength 


lies in its crazy characters. Neil Cuthbert, 
the author, excellently allows each 
character his own introduction. There Is 
never any question as to who is who and 
what’s he like. Each characters' traits, 
however bizarre, are magnificently 
illustrated to the audience immediately, in 
no uncertain terms. Being an often 
overlooked facet of playwriting, proper 
character introduction prevents confusion 
for the audience; and once familiar with 
the characters, the audience tends to relax 
and appreciate the play even more. 

A slapstick comedy, “The Soft Touch" Is 
a farce. The humor Ls simple and the 
characters are caricatured stereotypes. 
The author's intent is clearly to make a 
funny evening of entertainment. Any at¬ 
tempt to contrive a theme or deep meaning 
in the play would be silly, for there isn’t 
any. 

l/mny Baker, in the lead role of Blinkey, 
illustrates many facets of the charac- 
ter’spersonality. Blinkey is alternately an 
overly-mothered son, a harried and fearful 
tyrant, a dupe for the vagrant, an object of 
jealousy, a pervert, a sex-object for a sex- 
craved woman, a sex object for the gay cat 
burglar, and the object of a murder plot. 

He is afforded the opportunity to react to 
each situation accordingly, and does so 
with tremendous zest. Baker adeptly 
utilizes his versatility. 

Bob Harper is very funny as the op¬ 
portunist vagrant, and appears very 
comfortable in the role. Ruth Jaroslow, as 
Blinkey’s kinetic mother, is quite 
amusing. 

Joshua Mostel Ls incredible as Harvey 
and Frank I-ikk. As the Likk Brother, 
Mostel is often carrying on a conversation 
with himself, and at the same time lends 


increasing differentiation between the 
brothers. Each brother is easily 
recognized by the audience, though they 
arc the same schizophrenic person. 
Moviegoers may recognize Joshua Mostel 
as Art Carney’s son in "Harry and Tonto" 
and as King Herod in "Jesus Christ 
Superstar.” 

Richard Libertini is duly fanatic as the 
jealously raging Harry Crisp. Jo Anne 
Meredith, alluringly clad in a night gown, 
is delightful whether making a quick 
getaway or attacking one of the men as 
Beatrice Crisp. Gravel-voiced Michael 
Granger creates the unbelievable 
character of The landlord who hates old 
people, perverts, souther Rebels, and is 
tough as nails. 

Which brings us to Robert Iasser who 
plays Emile, The .Amorous Cat Buglar. His 
characterization requires him to be 
hghtfooted, French, homosexual, and 
appropiately amorous. Whereas Mostel is 
the most admirable, Baker the most 
versatile. Harper the steadiest, Lesser is 
indeed the funniest performer. 

Director Alan Arkin does a superb job of 
getting the most out of his actors and the 
material at hand. His pace of the show 
never drags, as the play does not require 
any scene changes and all entrances and 
exits arc done quickly and professionally. 
The smooth running of the play is directly 
attributable to Arkin. Even the curtain call 
is flashy. Kurt I.undrll’s set is excellent 
and very functional. 

Don’t worry if at the end of Act 1 you are 
wondering where it will all tie together. 
The ending is inconceivable. If you ar up 
for some light-hearted fun, hit the Wilbur 
Theatre on Tremont Street in downtown 
Boston before Sept. 13.

Teachers 
asking for 
11% pay hike 

The Newton School Committee has 
reportedly offered Newton’s 1100 teachers 
and other professionals a pay raise of 
between 1 and 4.5 percent. 

Teachers, in turn are said to be re¬ 
questing a cost of living increase for this 
year of their contract equal to about 11 
percent. 

Factfinder William Fallon will meet for 
the second time with both negotiating 
teams Tuesday, Sept. 16, at 4 p.m., at 
which time he will reportedly act as a 
mediator and try to reach an agreement.

Tax rate to 
be *159.80 


A real estate tax increase of $9.40 per 
thousand dollars of assessed valuation (6 
>-4 percent) was voted 7-1 by the alder- 
manic Finance Committee Monday night. 

The new rate will be $159.80 if the full 
Board of Aldermen approves the Finance 
Committee recommendation at a special 
meeting tonight (Thursday). The state 
Department of Taxation and Corporations 
must approve the figures before tax bills 
can be sent out. 

Mayor Theodore Mann recommended 
that the Board approve the use of $2.5 
million of the more than $3 million "free 
cash” available to apply against taxes. 

But Aid. Sidney Small, who described 
himself as "running scared," wanted to 
leave $810,000 in surplus, rather than the 
$560,000 that would be left by the mayor's 
proposal. 

Small’s recommendation would have 
resulted in a tax increase of $9.80. 

The compromise amount was suggested 
by Aid. Wendell Bauckman. The amount 
left in in surplus will be $710,000. 
Bauckman proposed using $2.35 million 
toward taxes. 

The surplus, which must carry the city 
through until next April when collected 
money will be available for use, was a 
matter of concern from two points of view. 

The usually fiscally conservative Aid. 
I-ouis Egelson was opposed to leaving a 
large surplus. "Keeping the surplus down 
is one of the best controls on spending we 
have," Egelson said. 


Other aldermen feared that not having 
enough in surplus would leave the city in a 
precarious position. 

Egelson proposed leaving only $300,000, 
and voted against the final amount agreed 
on by the rest of the Finance Committee at 
the end. • 

The consent judgment that terminated 
the taxpayers' suit against the city for 
restoration of the $500,000 cut from the 
school budget included a stipulation that 
the city be prepared to provide funding for 
Metco and a portion of the Chapter 766 
money in case state reimbursements tall 
through. 

Metco funding has now been assured by 
the state, so the city is free of a potential 
liability of $257,000, and Finance Chairman 
Small has said repeatedly that the $162,000 
Chapter 766 reimbursement withheld by 
the state on the most recent "cherry 
sheet" has already been given to the 
School Committee. 

Small thinks that the School Committee 
will be able to make up that amount out of 
its current budget. 

The other potential liabilities, such as an 
unusually large snowstorm, final ar¬ 
bitration on the firefighters' contract, 
repairs to the heating and ventilation 
sysytems at Newton North High School, 
and other such items, were reckoned by 
the Finance Committee to be within the 
scope of the final amount of surplus voted, 
$710,737.

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Private schools 
mustsupplybooks 
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Key theft won't affect 
housing tenants 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 
of the Graphic staff 
Private school student* 
will have to buy 

their own textbooks this year 
because the School Committee 
voted against complying with 
the state law 

requiring that school texts be 
loaned. 

In other action, Director of 
Budget and Accounting Harry 
Vicnncau announced that the 
schools had a surplus of 
$236,465 last year, all of which 
was turned back to the city as it 
has to be under state law. 

The Committee also ap¬ 
proved $1,000 to offset cus 
todlal costs at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School for the 
Newton Symphony Orchestra’s 
use of the building as a home 
base. .This Item has been 
approved in previous years 
under its community 
assitannce account. 

Superintendent Aaron Fink 
and Assistant Superintendent 
for Personnel Hope Danielson 
reported that the opening of 
schools went very smoothly. 

Also the superintendent 
announced Newton North has 
been accepted for ac¬ 
creditation, and the Committee 
voted a resolution to urge fast 
appproval by the aklermanic 
Finance Committee to fund the 
conversion of the old F. A. Day 
School into a new ad¬ 
ministration building. 

The 6-3 vote against loaning 
textbooks to the Newton 
residents going to any non- 
public school came after 
lengthy debate about the 
constitutionality of Chapter 
1196, passed in 1973 by the state 
legislature. 

If Newton complied to the 
law, nearly 2,400 private school 
students would be eligible for 
"textbooks which shall be the 
same as those purchased by 
the committee.. loaned free to 
such pupils subject to such 
regulations as the committee 
may prescribe"’ the law 
states. 

Guesses of the cost of such 
program ranged from $ 100,000 
to $200,000 at the meeting 
— Monday in Bigelow Junior 
High.

Land Use Committee hears many matters 


A flurry of land use matters, 
some decided by the Land Use 
Committee last week and some 
heard for the first time Monday 
night, has claimed the time of 
many members of the Board of 
Aldermen over the past week. 
- On Monday night, petitions of 
. interest to a large number of 
residents were a proposed 
amendment to the zoning or¬ 
dinances defining the number 
of unrelated persons that could 
occupy a dwelling, a proposed 
revision of the ordinance 
governing lighted signs on 


commercial establishmnents, 
a request for extension of 
permissive use for Freeport 
House, (see separate story), 
and a petition for permissive 
use to establish a psychiatric 
halfway house in Newtonville. 

The Chestnut Hill 
Association and the Newton 
Neighborhood Association 
strongly supported a proposal 
to limit to two the number of 
unrelated persons allowed to 
occupy one dwelling. The 
Planning Department 
recommendation was four. 


A Planning Department 
memorandum pointed out that 
the average number of persons 
in a dwelling unit, as now 
known, is less than the size of 
the average family. 

The problem of an excessive 
number of cars at each house 
occupied by unrelated persons 
can be handled by ordinance, 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas commented privately. 

A petition from Thomas 
about lighted signs in Newton 
would ease the problems of 


hotels, motels, and other 
businesses open at night. 

The Planning Department 
proposes to amend the or¬ 
dinance that now says all 
lighted signs shall be turned off 
at 11 p.m. 

Enforcement of this or¬ 
dinance recently caused 
consternation among 
businesses and aldermen, 
when Building Commissioner 
Gene Larson sent cease-and- 
desist letters to about 150 
businesses.

concerned when the authority 
reported the 

eveloper was in default on his 
contract. In addition, several 
charges were levelled at the 
developer by Martin Roach. 
Roach is the former owner of 
the Washington Street land, 
which was taken by eminent 
domain and he has long 
maintained he should have 
been paid more. 

The developer's default was 
caused by a delay in signing up 
prime tenant, Massachusetts 
General Life Insurance 
Company. Earlier that day 
Spaulding & Slye had signed a 
lease with the tenant which 
was held in escrow pending the 
outcome of the I-and Use 
meeting. 

Despite admonishment from 
the I .and Use Committee which 
came in the form of a vote after 
the authority members had 
left, the land is scheduled to be 
conveyed to Spaulding & Slye 
this week. The cost of the 
parcel to be conveyed is 
roughly $200,000. Construction 
is due to begin in three weeks 
and be finished in ap¬ 
proximately one year. 

The aldermen were also 
planning to ask the authority if 
they could get interest money 
on the remaining two parcels, 
seek reappraisal of the land 
and seek a release from the 


architect to protect them¬ 
selves. 

The release would be 
protection in the event the 
developer defaulted on the 
other two sites. In a default 
situation, Spaulding & Slye 
would forfeit the deposit, 
$ 61 , 000 , and the interest on that 
money. 

According to Gerald Early, 
executive director of the NRA, 
HUD prevents the authority 
from earning money on a 
deposit. As a result, the 
authority invested this money 
in treasury notes and the in¬ 
terest would be turned over to 
the developer, unless he 
defaulted. 

However, Charles Spaulding 
and George Slye assured the 


aldermen they have every 
intention of developing all 
three parcels and they would 
live up the to their respon¬ 
sibility. 

Spaulding & Slye was 
selected as developer for the 
commercial site after Lower 
Falls residents conducted a 
vigorous fight to turn over the 
authority’s initial choice. 

The authority members 
heard presentations from 
prospective redevelopers for 
the housing site in the I/iwer 
Falls project on Sept 4. Ten 
proposals were heard, here will 
be 60 units of housing on the 
site.

Crime and punishment 

"I'm 62 years old and I can tell you that 
during the past 40 years murder, once the 
most uncommon crime in the history of 
mankind, has become one of the most 
common ones.” 

So said Superior Court Judge Henry H, 
Chmielinski, Jr., as he called for more 
severe penalties to be meted out by the 
courts in order to lessen crime. 

The jurist observed that murder today is 
as commonplace as assault and battery 
used to be. 

The record in our suburban area alone 
bears him out. 

Forty-three years ago, the front page 
headlines of the metropolitan dailies cap¬ 
suled the gruesome story of a Norwood girl 
of nine years whose body was found hidden 
in a sack in the cellar of her own home. The 
media stayed on the story until the guilty 
party was brought to justice. 

Twenty-three years went by before 
Norwood had another homicide. Again a 
murder made page one news until the 
culprit was apprehended, tried, convicted, 
and sent to jail. 

In the same town within the past two 
years a young mother was gunned down in 
cold blood, two bodies were found dumped 
off Route 95 in what apparently were 
gangland slayings, and a young 
businessman was taken for a ride and shot 
to death. Less than two weeks ago a hard¬ 
working Norwood husband and father was 
shot and killed in his grocery store in 
Roxbury. Then last weekend a former 
Norwood man was stabbed to death as he 
went to the aid of a robbery victim in 
Boston. 

Westwood has seen two double murders. 

In Dedham a father was killed by a bandit 
when he went to a variety store to buy an 
item for his son. 

Oldtimers can recite the details of the 
early day murders. Few people today can 
recall the circumstances of the modern day 
crimes. They’re not that long in the news. 

Throughout the country serious crime 
rose 18 percent during the first three 
months of this year. In that same period 
Boston logged 30 murders, 98 rapes, 2,091 
robberies, 656 aggravated assaults, 4,589 
burglaries, 4,480 thefs and 6,182 stolen cars. 

In the continuing war against crime and 
vandalism, the plaint of local police 
departments has been that following in¬ 
vestigations and after arrests have been 
made, the courts have been too lenient. 

It’s some comfort to note that the courts 
are beginning to hand out stiffer penalties. 

A Roxbury man was recently sentenced to 
life plus 15 to 25 years for robbery and 
rape. 

Judge Chmielinski note that people 
today walk in fear, afraid to go out in the 
streets alone. He cites as some of the 
reasons a dramatic increase in the number 
of crimes with overtones of savagery; 
inadequate prison facilities and a mis¬ 
conception about the need for prisons; a 
false premise by so-called liberals that 
everyone can be rehabilitated; an ap¬ 
proach to the concept of prison furloughs 
that the judge characterizes as "insane”, 
and a bail system entirely out of touch with 
the reality of the crime rate. 

As for the youthful offender, who is just 
as capable of murdering, raping and rob¬ 
bing as are adults, they’re breaking the law 
with impunity because they know that 
because of the dismantling of the reform 
school system in the commonwealth, 
there’s no place to put them. 

Judge Chmielinski represents a tougher 
approach to crime and punishment that 
could swing the pendulum back to sanity in 
the treatment of this frightfully worsening 
problem. We hear much today of prisoners’ 
rights. How about the rights of decent 
individuals to be protected from those who 
break all the rules of society? 

Mollycoddling is no deterrent to crime. 
Swift, sure and severe punishment could 
be. 
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The Roosevelt profile 

A lot of muck loft unraked

WASHINGTON-CBS kicked off its “American Parade" 
series the other night with an hour-long profile of President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. But considering that we arc 
now in the era of post-Watergate morality, the show was 
terribly tame. 

There was film footage of Mr. Roosevelt swimming with 
granddaughter, eating lunch with workers at a Civilian 
Conservation Corps camp, and giving one of his famous 
fireside talks, which we were asked to believe were "not 
speeches," but just conversational chats. There was even 
some criticism of FDR - his attempt to pack the Supreme 
Court, and his numerous ill-conceived pieces of New Deal 
legislation which were ruled unconstitutional by the Court. 
But there was much muck left unraked. 

It would have been nice if CBS had devoted at least a few 
minutes to President Roosevelt’s relations with the press, 
which, like Mr. Nixon's, were stormy. 

FDR was the first media manipulator among U.S. 
presidents. He once had the Secret Service bar a critical 
columnist from a press conference. 

And on another occasion, when John O’Donnell of the New 
York Daily News wrote that charges were about to be made 
in the Senate that Roosevelt was permitting the U.S. Navy 
to convoy ships to England before we were in the war, the 
President denounced this as a “deliberate lie." 


In a subsequent news conference, FDR publicly awarded 
reporter O'Donnell a German Iron Cross for his services to 
Adolf Hitler. But O'Donnell was right. The very next day 
the charge was made in the Senate by New Hampshire 
Senator Charles Tobey. 

FDR's attempt to license the publishing industry through 
his unconstitutional National Recovery Act was labeled by 
The New York Times as just one of many of Roosevelt's 
"insidious and dangerous attacks on their (the people’s) 
liberties." 

Mr. Roosevelt and his men also played political hardball- 
called "Dirty tricks" now - and the President used 
language behind closed doors that he didn't use In public. 

There was also wiretapping under FDR’s administration. 
These kinds of activities, ignored by CBS, are detailed in a 
new book, “White House Witness,” written by a member of 
Roosevelt's palace guard, Jonathan Daniels. Daniels 
reveals, among other things: 

— That when Roosevelt aides learned that the 
Republicans had some letters written by Roosevelt’s vice 
president, Henry Wallace, showing what a mystic he was, 
and indicating he got his government policy directions from 
the spirit world, they went out and dug up some dirt on the 
GOP Presidential nominee, Wendell Wilkie. 

Daniels quotes an aide to FDR aide Harry Hopkins as 


saying: "We went out and dug up some dirty stuff on 
Willkie with photographs showing that Wilkie s father had 
been buried in a potter’s field as a drunkard with whom 
Wilkie would have nothing to do. Only after the campaign, 
did Wilkie have his body moved to a decent part of the 
cemetery. We let the Republicans know that if they used the 
Wallace stuff, we were going to use the stuff on Wilkie." 
Neither stuff was used. 

- That FDR once privately expressed a desire to help in 
the development of the West Indies, saying he'd like to help 
these islands produce more than "sugar and niggers." 

_ That all the War Department phones were wiretapped 
once a month, according to a Lt. Col. L. Corrin Strong, not , 
for reasons of national security, but to see if they were 
being used by employes for personal reasons. 

Besides taking us behind the scenes during the Roosevelt 
Administration, and telling a lot of things it would have 
been interesting to sec CBS investigate further. 

Jonathan Daniels' interesting book also reveals how little 
the effect of Big Government programs has changed since 
the New Deal. 

One October morning in 1942, Daniels bumped into Leon 
Keyserling, the general counsel of the National Housing 
Agency, and asked him how things were going? "Fine," 
Keyserling replied. "We are taking over the old houses and 
making some fine slums."

Bilingual teaching , an American tradition

NEW YORK — Should children in elementary school, who 
come from home and communities where English is not 
spoken, be taught in the language of their parents - with 
English as a second language? 

This question is in hot debate right now, especially as it 
pertains to youths whose first language is Spanish. These 
children - and their parents - know the importance of 
education. But, because these youngsters do not hear 
English at home, they are disastrously handicapped in the 
early grades. 

The idea of teaching in Spanish is to allow these students 
to keep up with others - while learning English for ultimate 
use in higher grades and in the world of business. 

The contrary argument states that “the object of 
American schooling is to teach them how to think as 
Americans, not to continue the customs of a different 
culture." 

An old quote of Theodore Roosevelt is revived: "We have 
room for but one language here, and that is the English 
language, for we intend to see that the crucible turns our 
people out as Americans and not as dwellers in a polyglot 
boarding house." 


Logic seem to be on the side of those who insist that only 
English is spoken here. But history and experience runneth 
to the contrary. 

We have always had room for more than one language. 
Newspapers and magazines have been and are widely 
Circulated in German, Russian, Italian, Yidish, Greek, 
Polish, Chinese, Japanese, Spanish, French. Church ser¬ 
vices have been and are conducted in all these languages, 
plus the dead languages of ancient Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin. 

Also, schools have been and are conducted in alien 
tongues. Among the first to set up such ethnic schools were 
the Germans in Pennsylvania - way back in colonial days. 

One of the colony's leading and most civilized citizens, 
Benjamin Franklin, fulminated against these German 
schools. "Why should the Palatine boors be suffered to 
swarm into our settlements, and by herding together, 
establish their language and manners to the exclusion of 
ours?" 

"They come in droves, and carry all before them. Few of 
their children in the country learn English; they import 


•many books from Germany; and of the six printing houses 
in the province, two are entirely German, two half-German, 
half-English... The signs in our streets have inscriptions in 
both languages and in some places only German." 

To reverse this trend, Franklin organized a Society for 
the Relief and Instruction of Poor Germans - to establish 
English schools for the immigrants. He had no luck; the 
Germans under the leadership of Christopher Saur had four 
of their own schools running by 1755 and were moving on to 
set up six more. By 1761, Franklin gave up his plan to 
anglify the Germans. 

Eventually, the Germans were Americanized to become 
some of the nation’s most respected citizens. The first- 
generation children who learned their math, geography and 
history in German also learned English. They raised their 
kids in English with a dash of German. 

The grandchildren looked upon English as their basic 
language, probably retaining enough German to un¬ 
derstand grandpa and grandma. Each generation eased the 
way for the next - without the trauma of failure for lack of 
language. 


The state of the schools 


This is the second of two columns 
dealing with the suggestion that the 
Newton school budget meets with so much 
hostility not just because of cost, but 
because so many citizens no longer equate 
those costs with a superior system. 
Newton is certainly perceived by outside 
educators and by education consumers as 
a "good" system, but many others are, in 
truth, currently considered its equal. 

For example, in 1962, some Newton 
residents were battling what they con¬ 
sidered to be laissez-faire education In 


terested. Those educators wanted to copy 
some of education’s "leaders." 

Yet in corridors where Newton’s 
"alternatives" permitted students to pitch 
pennies and to prop bare feet on books, it 
was difficult for much of the community to 
accept the word “education” and to pay 
the taxes without frustration. 

There is now a pervasive feeling that 
administrators and teachers rolled too 
much with student punches. Parents, as a 
consequence, began tp suspect that the 
more student determination, the less

Meadowbrook's Continuous Learning, 
initially a program with only 50 students. 
In September, 1975, there are probably 
thousands of Meadowbrooks everywhere, 
and at all levels, while in Newton and 
elsewhere there are substantial numbers 
of parents responding in consummate 
anger. 

Image at one point became much more 
important than substance. When Murray 
Road students, part of the “new 
education", were photographed attending 
school in tuxedo Jackets and derbies, some 
people thought it was a late Halloween 
party. It wasn’t! 

While the students were choosing per¬ 
ception or sensitivity training, educators 
in other cities looked puzzled but in¬ 


preparation for teachers; the fewer the 
papers and exams given, the fewer there 
would be to correct. 

The young develop the means to play 
constructive roles in society through a 
series of authority relationships that lead, 
that teach and that bridge the years until 
students start to assume the responsibility 
that goes with maturity. When teachers 
and administrators (and certainly 
parents) are unwilling to accept their own 
directing roles (although parental roles 
are the most critical), then a great deal is 
lost by the students and by the community. 

Tlie schools alienated numbers of tax¬ 
payers who no longer necessarily saw 
their schools as repositories of learning, 
thinking, studying, debating. With such a 


perception within the community, the 
amount of money spent on schools was 
bound to become a source of friction. 
Consequently, there was an erosion of 
community confidence and pride which 
tended, in turn, to provoke citizen hostility. 

The educational institution also began 
courting animosity when the teacher’s 
freedom in the classroom began to include 
the "right" to politicization (often cloaked 
in other terms). 

With this "right" there seemed to be 
developing a denial of parental rights and 
sometimes a conflict with parental 
philosophies. Community members 
without school children also began to feel 
threatened without a voice in that which 
seemed to be like taxation without 
representation. 

Taxes in the community are paid by 
people with all shades of political opinion 
and most of these people feel just as 
worthy and principled and righteous about 
their political responses as do those within 
the school walls. Yet opposing points of 
view were often considered unnecessary. 
“Sincerity" became the catchword - and 
who would admit to not being sincere! 

Young people in suburban schools, in 
Newton and elsewhere, became ac¬ 
customed to repeating someone else’s 
facile cliches instead of reading, listening 
to and debating conflicting views. Often 
now one student's thinking bears an un¬ 
critical and conspicuous sameness to 
another. 

The greater community of taxpaying 
citizens finally became ill on the choking 
supply of repetitive educational cllches- 


■meaningful," "alienation," "in¬ 
novation,” "communication,” "com¬ 
mitment” etc.-words that tried to make 
even the ignorant sound educated. The 
community also became overburdened by 
the heaping of study upon study (and then 
by having the studee study the studier). 

Many communities now seem to have 
turned against their schools' dripping 
money baskets. There is far less empathy 
for school systems - in Newton as in other 
cities and towns. For every improvement 
of the last ten years, people see a balan¬ 
cing negative. 

So it is that while Newton is certainly a 
good suburb in which to send children to 
school, it is, realistically, no different than 
large numbers of other good suburbs. Now 
it is Newton’s geographical proximity to 
convenience rather than its schools that 
makes the real estate appealing, 

Of course this hurts our collective pride, 
but the fact is that young educated parents 
simply do not feel any compelling drive to 
send their children to Newton schools. (Of 
course there are chauvinists everywhere 
who claim that their particular schools are 
the very best.) 

Most young parents feel that there is no 
compromise in educating their children in 
many other suburban communities where 
taxes are lower and where the schools 
appear to be every bit as good as those of 
Newton. 

With this in mind, people in Newton do 
not liappily pay high taxes.

Mr. Southwick 
remembered 

He loved children and they loved him 

He took pleasure in simple things: in 
singing, in beekeeping and making 
honey; in knowing mushrooms and eating 
them right off the lawn. 

He lived with nature, its food and 
creatures. 

He knew plants and birds by name. 

He built and maintained a tire swing, 
tree hut and playground on his property 
and the children came. 

For his openness the children answered 
with their friendship, as on one 
Christmas Eve they gathered in the 
blowing snow with trumpets and jungle 
bells and joyful carols, then to be 
invited to sing with him in his music room 

He had no fences: his land, his home, and 
his heart were open for children of all 
ages. The tree hut and tire swing were 
enjoyed by five generations of Waban 
children. I used to swing on il when I was 6, 
my children when they were 6. It and he never 
let us down. 

Often he'd sell us honey on a cracker for a 
penny—and our parents, honey in a large jar 
for a dollar! 

His was a familiar bent figure in blue 
worn sneakers leaping, even in recent 
years, up trees and over ladders to fix 
or build something at his Waban home, 
or smoke out a nest of bees after dark 
for a neighbor or a stranger in distress. 

He was gentle, peace loving, self-sufficient, 
a conservationist and naturally gifted 
teacher who delighted in pointing out things 
for children to discover. 

He helped save the Charles River wetlands in a 
heated, public debate, astounding many with 
his knowledge and canniness. Not many knew 
he had attended MIT and had been head 
engineer of locks and waterways for the MDC 
for many productive years before retirement 
and that he was a registered land surveyor. 

When it came time to do battle, he was a crafty 
Yankee using his. head. Instead of a wallet, 
he carried a notebook in his pocket. He never 
stopped learning and his interests 
continued growing throughout his long. life. 

He wished peace for all, and he did something 

about it. He lived all his life in Waban in the house 
his father built. He wrote about the Indians 
who had lived here. His roots were deep. His 
interests were mainly in real things that 
grew or flew. He continued close to the earth 
and children he loved to his last days. 

We, his neighbors remember Arthur Southwick. 

We have witnessed a rare and quiet miracle: A good 
man and a good neighbor.

Yom Kippur, the most Im¬ 
portant and sacred Jewish holy 
day, will begin sunset Surfday, 
Sept. 14 and last until sunset, 
Monday, Sept. 15. Jews will 
observe the Day of Atonement 
as a day of fasting and worship. 

Atonement is defined as the 
act of doing something good to 
make up for an offense one has 
committeed, or harm done. 
Rabbi Philip Kieval of Temple 
Reyim will point out to his 
congregants that most "people 
think God's love is un¬ 
conditional love...such as a 
mother’s." He said they 
"seldom put emphasis on the 
way they live" as an act that 
can bring them back to God. 
Rabbi Kieval said he drew his 
analogy from Erich Fromm's 
theory that a mother's love is 
unconditional, but a father's 
love must be earned. 

Rabbi Kieval said he will 
also talk about the fact that a 
Jew's awareness they are near 
a “precipice" has given them 
the "resolve to survive...in 
fact, that awareness has made 
them energetic in their efforts 
to survive." 

Like Rabbi Kieval, the other 
rabbis in Newton were 
seriously concerned about the 
way people in America live. 


Rabbi Abraham Koolyk of 
Bethel-Atereth Israel decried 
the lack of "moral or ethical 
leadership in government and 
on the campuses." 

Rabbi Koolyk is going to talk 
about the "moral climate in 
America, the security of the 
State of Israel, and the plight of 
the Jews in Russia." He was 
particularly concerned about 
the breakdown of families. 

Family life considerations 
were at the heart of Rabbi 
Robert Miller's plan to present 
an "unorthodox" proposal to 
his congregants at Temple 
Beth Avodah. He will introduce 
chavurah. 

Chavurah is an idea which 
began in California and is 
sweeping the country. It is the 
formation of mini-groups of six 
to ten families which make up 
an "extended" family. Rabbi 
Miller explained that these 
groups would meet once a 


month outside the formal 
structure of the synagogue and 
attempt to make Judaism 
"relevant." The groups, he

New Youth services programs 
eliminated by state budget cuts 


The Newton Tenants 
Organization which formed a 
few months ago will meet 
Tuesday, Sept. 16, at 8 p.m., at 
Grace Church, 76 Eldridge St., 
Newton Comer. 

he goal of the group is to 
disseminate information on 
tenants’ rights, and also deals 
with problems about rent in¬ 
creases, leases, security 


deposits, evictions, and code 
enforecemnt. 

A press release from the 
organization stated, "With less 
than a 3 percent vacancy rate 
in rental housing in Newton, 
tenants are being charged 
higher rents and offered fewer 
services “

"Multi-Service Center 
programs have been dealt a 
severe blow by recent funding 
cuts," announced Hill Grim- 
mett, housing director of the j 
Center, to the Newton- : 
Wellesley-Wcston Council for 1 
Children. 

Three contracts totaling 
$10,900 approved by the local 
Council for Children were 
eliminated by Secretary of 
Human Services I.ucy Ben¬ 
son's recent decision to 
eliminate all new programs not 
approved by her office as of 
July 1, 1975. 

More than $5,000 of this 
.amount had been earmarked 
by the center to pay two 
resident counselors for their 
temporary shelter care 
facility. 

From January to June of 
1975, 52 troubled young people 
unable or unwilling to stay at 
home for a variety of reasons 
were housed and counseled. 
Their recent move from 
Newtonville to a larger house 
in Newton Center was promp¬ 
ted by the increased demands 
for services and the need for 
greater accessibility and 
visibility in the community. 

In order to sarisfy building 
code requirements for 
residential care it was 
necessary to spend ap¬ 
proximately $2,000 for a new 
fire escape exit, additional 
doors for egress, heat detection 
system and other renovations. 

Grimmett explained that 
"without money to pay these 
counselors, we can not expand 
the number of bedspaces 
available to the community as 
we had planned to. Our 
capacity without these coun¬ 
selors, will be reduced 25 
percent, which means that as 
many as 75 runaways will not 
be served in the coming year, 
who otherwise we would have 
housed and counseled. 

"In addition, without these 
counselors, the burden on my 
position will be greater, and I 
will not be able to provide the 
kind of availability for crisis- 
intervention with families 
which otherwise I could have. 

"As many as 75 families may 
have to seek services 
elsewhere as a result, and as 
we know, many of the families 
who seek services from us 
cannot afford to find help 
where they must pay." 

The second contract, for 
$3,870, is toward the salary of a 
placement coordinator for the 
foster-family program. Until 
this year the program had been 
under Family Counseling 
Service, Region West, but was 
transferred to the Multi- 
Service Cener to reduce ad¬ 
ministrative costs and better 
coordinate adolescent ser¬ 
vices. 

I-oss of this contract means 
there will be no area based 
foster-family program for 
adolescents. 

Since many of these young 
people are not eligible for care 


by either the Department of 
Youth Services or Welfare, 
they may not receive services 
at all. 

The third contract, totaling 
$1890, was for inservice 
training of volunteers, and for 
the provision of medical ser¬ 
vices. The center relies heavily 
on volunteers, both youth and 
adult, to supplement their 
professional staff, so training 
of these volunteers is vital to 
the quality of the services 
provided. 

Grimmett expressed ad¬ 
ditional concern "that these 
young people will not receive 
the kind of care they need, and 
that they will be making 
demands on the Com¬ 
monwealth for services of 
various kinds for the indefinite 
future. 

"The savings represented by 
cutting these contracts is no 


real savings - the cost of caring 
for these young people later 
will total many times the 
current dollar amount of the 
contract... Some of these kids 
will end up in jail. 

"Some will end up being 
institutionalized at the cost of 
$15,000 per person per year. 
Some will become chronically 
unemployed. All will cost the 
Commonwealth money in the 
next two to ten years if not 
helped now.” 

Joanne Williams, chairman 
of the legislation committee of 
the local council, protests the 
arbitrariness of these cuts 
made at the state bureaucratic 
level. The council and its 
committees had spent many 
hours evaluating and ap¬ 
proving the present contracts, 
and object to the usurpation of 
their decision-making man¬ 
dates.

stituents." 

Aldo Saklad Is known for her long¬ 
standing interest in safety matters, dating 
hack to her service on the PTA Council 
Safety Committee. Recently. Saklad has 
been instrumental in helping to start the 
City's safety program for municipal 
employees. Many traffic safety Items 
sponsored by her have passed the Board, 

Her concern about the traffic and 
parking problems In Newton Centre led to 
improvements and alterations in the 
overburdened square. In response to her 
request, the MBTA has been conducting a 
program of cleaning up various MBTA 
stations in the City, which heretofore have 
been in deplorable condition. Saklad has 
also sponsored legislation to revise the 
City Charter, to prevent cuts in Newton's 
juvenile delinquency programs and in 
ecology. 

In addition, she set up the elections for 
the Newton Highlands Area Council, which 
is an innovative concept under the new 
City Charter. 

Board of Aldermen committees on which 
Saklad serves are Finance, Legislation & 
Rules, Health & Safety, Education and 
Kenrick Fund. 

"I believe that my most important role 
on the Board of Aldermen," Saklad said, 
“is as a member of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

"We take a very hard look at our ex¬ 
penditures and priorities, but we have a 
long way to go to provide relief for our 
hard-pressed taxpayers. This year, the 
Finance Committee cut over $2.8 million 
from the municipal side of the ledger 
sheet. 

"However, no matter how effective our 
pruning is, state assessments such as

MBTA, MDC, over which we have no 
control offset our economy measures. 

"We must continue to exert great 
vigilance over our city budget in the years 
ahead. The State must not introduce 
legislation without providing adequate 
funding to implement programs. 

“The revaluation situation is of great 
concern to all of us because of the financial 
implications to the residents of the City. 
'Fiscal economy' will be my constant 
aim." 

"Other issues of importance are 
retaining the balance between develop¬ 
ment and open space acquisition; solving 
the north-south transportation needs, 
which are still inadequate; and deter¬ 
mining the use for the empty buildings that 
will be turned over to the city in the next 
few years. 


"Responding to the problems of our 
young people by greater coordination 
between the schools and the city agencies 
is of utmost priority. In addition, increased 
productivity in all phases of city govern¬ 
ment is a goal toward which we should 
always strive." Saklad said. 

In this year's municipal elections, 
Saklad encourages people to go out and 
vote in the preliminaries on Sept. 30th and 
the election on Nov. 4. 

"It is a terribly important election, and 
many people feel there may be a poor 
turnout because for the first time in 
Newton's history there will not be a 
mayoralty campaign along with elections 
for the Board of Aldermen and the School 
Committee. People can show their concern 
for the City and for themselves by voting in 
this year’s municipal elections.” she said. 

Joan Saklad is a Newton resident of 16 
years, wife of Dr. Martin J. Saklad, and 
the mother of three boys, Larry, Steven 
and Scott, in the Newton schools. She at¬ 
tended Chatham College, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
received her B.A. Degree in Business 
Administration from Adelphi College, New 
York, and is employed as an executive 
assistant to an architect. 

Presently, Mrs. Saklad is the vice 
president of the Garden City Activity 
Center for Cerebral Palsy and Other 
Handicaps, located at Post 440, where 
handicapped adults come for daily 
programs. 

She serves on an advisory task force for 
the Governor’s Standards and Goals 
Project, and is a past president and long¬ 
time member of American Jewish

the public hearing. Opportunities should 
be available for agencies to present plans 
and alternative solutions, so that the 
decision-making process becomes clear to 
everyone. Such presentation should take 
place at the beginning of the planning 
process instead of being announced as a 
finished proposal at a tension-charged 
public hearing. 

In Barker's view, the most critical issue 
this year is the distressing economic 
situation, and the most significant con¬ 
tribution an alderman can make is to find 
ways to keep taxes down. Existing 
programs as well as new proposals should 
be evaluated to determine budget 
priorities. A new program is not 
necessarily good because it is new, nor is a 
program inviolate because “it's always 
been done this way." 

Another side of the tax issue is the 
property tax burden. It is the city’s job to 
' make sure that 100 percent valuation is 
equitable; it is the job of the aldermen and 
the citizens of Newton to support alter¬ 
natives to property tax at the state level

In Newton, the possibility of a new 
central library is being discussed.

Food and Fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


Every mother of school age children 
knows that the start of school signals the 
start of a battle to keep on hand cookies 
and other goodies for the sack lunch and 
after-school snack routine. This is when a 
well stocked cookie jar comes in handy. 

You can make the children happy 
and save money too by baking cookies 
It really doesn’t matter how you bake 
them-big, little, crunchy, chewy, but bake 
them yourself. There are also adults who 
feel a meal isn’t complete without that 
"something sweet"; just one cookie seems 
to round out a general feeling of well being. 

To store cookies at room temperature, 
place soft ones in a container with loose 
cover. Store crisp cookies in a container 


with tight-fitting cover. Depending on 
humidity, cookies sometimes need to be 
“rejuvenated". If soft cookies become too 
dry, slip a wedge of fresh apple in the 
container to restore moistness. If crisp 
cookies become limp, place them on 
ungreased baking sheet and place them in 

a preheated 300 degree oven for 3-5 
minutes. 

Most cookies adapt easily to freezer 
storage. Cookies or the dough itself can be 
stored up to six months in a freezer if 
tightly wrapped in moisture and vapor- 
proof material. 

Drop cookies are the easiest to prepare 
and bake. Following your recipe, scoop up 
the dough with the size spoon recom-

mended and push the dough onto the 
baking sheet with another spoon. I prefer 
to flatten the cookies with the bottom of a 
flat glass that has either been dipped into 
water or lightly greased and dipped into 
sugar. If the oough is stiff, mold into balls 
with the palms of your hands, then flatten 
with the bottom of a glass or the tines of a 
fork. .

CMSP PEANUT 
BUTTER COOKIES 
1 cup margarine^. 

1 cup creamy or ehunfc style peanut butter 
1 cup sugar \ 

1 cup firmly packed briWffl sugar

Thoroughly cream shortening and 
sugar.

Im¬ 
mediately ignite and baste bananas with warm liquid until 
flame burns out.

NEW ORLEANS 
BREAD PUDDING 
WITH LEMON SAUCE 

4 slices bread 
Butter 
4 eggs 

4 cup sugar 
2 cups milk, scalded 
4 cup white raisins 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Butter bread and cut into cubes. Cream eggs with sugar 
and add scalded milk gradually. Add bread cubes, raisins, 
butter, and vanilla extract.

Answer: Marinating the steak for at least 2 hours will 
give you a more flavorful as well as tender steak. 
Remember to slice thinly across the grain when serving. 

GREAT WESTERN 
BROILED FLANK STEAK 
1 flank steak, 14 pounds 

4 medium onion, thinly sliced, separated into rings 
4 cup sliced mushrooms, drained (4 oz.) 

1 teaspoon freshly grated lemon peel 
4 cup freshly squeezed lemon Juice 

2 tablespoons sugar 
4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon oregano, crushed 
4 teaspoon coarse grind 
black pepper 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 

Trim any fat or membrane from steak. With sharp knife, 
score steak 4 inch deep on both sides in diamond design. In 
plastic bag or glass dish, marinate steak, onion rings, 
mushrooms in mixture of remaining ingredients at least 
two hours; turn steak several times. Drain off marinade, 
reserving 2 tablespoons. Wipe steak partially dry with 
paper towel; place on cold broiler pan. Meat should be 
broiled to the rare or medium rate stage, crispy on the 
outside, pink and juicy on the inside. Broil under high heat 
3-5 minutes on each side. Meanwhile, slowly heat drained 
onions and mushrooms in 2 tablespoons reserved marinade 
in tightly covered skillet for 1 to 2 minutes. To serve, cut 
steak across grain into very thin slices; top with onion rings 
and mushrooms. 


Questions: I’ve been saving chicken livers every time I 
purchase chicken and I now have quite a few. Other than 
broiling them, I don't have a good recipe and if possible one 
that will be usable as a main dish. 

Mrs.S.G.,Medfield 

Answer: In general, it’s important to remember that 
chicken livers shouldn't be overcooked. The proper way to 
serve them is brown on the outside and slightly pink inside. 
The simplest way to prepare them is to saute in hot butter in 
a skillet adding chopped onions and mushrooms. They’re 
ready in about 5 minutes to serve on toast points or hot 
fluffy rice or noodles. Here's a very special method of 
serving chicken livers: 

CHICKEN LIVER STROGANOFF 
1 pound broiler fryer chicken livers, quaitered 
4 to 4 cup flour 
1 cup vegetable oil 
1 medium onion, chopped 
4 oz. sliced mushrooms, canned or fresh 
1 can (84 oz.) water chestnuts, sliced 
1 can (104 oz.) cream of chicken soup 
1 cup sour cream 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon paprika 


Dredge livers in flour. In a large skillet, heat oil until very 
hot. Fry livers about 5-7 minutes, until crisp and brown but 
not overdone. Remove livers with slotted spoon onto paper 
towel to absorb excess oil. Remove from skillet all but 2 
tablespoons oil, leaving drippings from fried livers. Add 
onion and saute for 5 minutes. Add mushrooms and water 
chestnuts and continue to cook additional 3 minutes. Stir in 
soup, reduce lieat and simmer for 5 minutes. Add fried 
livers and sprinkle with salt, pepper and paprika. Stir in 
sour cream and serve immediately over hot rice. Garnish 
with parsley. Serves 4-6.

improve city functions without raising 
taxes. 

"How might City Hall save money?" 
asked Mrs. Schiller, a Newton resident for 
14 years, "By listening to the voters and 
kicking the sacred cows. I think a majority 
in Newton would favor state action to allow 
an end, for example, to the autonomy of 
the School Committee budget. 

"The aldermen are responsible for the 
tax rate," said Mrs. Schiller, "and the 
School Committee accounts for over half of 
it. 

"I propose that the Board of Aldermen, 
by a two-thirds vote, have veto power over 
the school budget. If at least 16 aldermen 
oppose the budget, then the eight School 
Committee members must go back to the 
drawing boards, If they deadlock, the issue 
should be resolved by a committee com¬ 
posed of two school committee members, 
two aldermen, and the mayor of Newton." 

"Better public transit and more housing 


for the elderly are areas that Mrs. Schiller 
would stress as alderman. 

"Private entrepreneurs can be en¬ 
couraged to provide things like dial-a-ride 
and special bus service to shopping 
areas." 

With Newton's higher MBTA 
assessment, she says, Newton should fight 
for better service. For elderly housing, 
state and federal aid is available. The 
question is where and how much, and this 
should be discussed and decided in the 
neighborhoods as well as in City Hall." 

"My candidacy,” said Mrs. Schiller, “is 
designed to give a voice to the voters who 
do not identify with the old, polarized 
ideologues that have unconsciously been 
grinding out the same tired platitudes. We 
face new problems in a scarcity economy. 
It is time for new approaches.” 

Mrs. Schiller has served as secretary of 
the American Legion Post 440 Wives and 
Friends Committee. She ls a coordinator 
for the Nonantum Christmas Party 
Association and in 1974 supervised the 
Sargent-Dwight regional headquarters in 
Waltham. Active in numerous civic and 
charitable organizations, Barbara Schiller 
has been a guest lecturer at Mass.

schooLs and because I would like to try to 
promote better communication and un¬ 
derstanding between them. 

"In this time of economic stringency and 
declining enrollment, I could perform a 
valuable service as liaison to both bodies 
and, with the experience and information I 
have gained on the School Committee 
regarding programs, organizational 
structure, needs for maintenance and 
capital improvement, and budgeting 
guidelines of the School Department, I 
could serve as a resource person to the 
Board," she said. 

Mrs. Needleman is also concerned about 
the economic future of Newton. "I would 
like to see Newton continue as a "Garden 
City," a desirable place in which persons 
of all ages and economic strata can con¬ 
tinue to afford to live. 

"This means that Newton must hold

down its tax rate and at the same time 
continue to maintain a quality school 
system, offer adequate recreational 
facilities, provide proper city services, 
continue and expand present health and 
human services and support the Planning 
Department’s efforts to see improved use 
for transportation monies now being spent. 

"Newton must redevelop the blighted 
areas of the City through selective com¬ 
munity development, and expand the tax 
base, where possible to do so, without 
excessively changing the quality of a 
neighborhood or excessively infringing on 
the need for recreational space, after 
thoroughly weighing alternative uses for 
land, and listening to input from concerned 
neighborhood representatives." 

The fact that the City of Newton is 
powerless to prevent the escalating tax 
rate created by increasing state 
assessments for county and metropolitan 
governmental agencies such as the MBTA 
disturbs Mrs. Needleman. 

"At the local level, we are limited to 
— examining the efficiency of city operations 
to ascertain that manpower is used ef¬ 
fectively and to evaluating organizational 


structures to obtain the most for our 
money but without Jeopardizing the Jobs of 
present city employes or destroying the 
morale within city agencies. 

"As I see it, we must look for relief at the 
state level. We must press our legislators 
to have the state pick up the MBTA deficit 
and sponsor legislation whereby state 
programs arc funded and distribution 
formulas are changed. The burden must 
not continue to fall on the small property 
owner." 

Mrs. Needleman, who holds degrees 
from Smith, Radcliffe, Northeastern and 
Boston University, is a member of the 
Massachusetts and Federal Bars. She has 
served as Chairman of Vocational 
Education and Shoppers’ Guide as well as 
President of the Henrietta Szold Group of 
Boston Hadassah. 

She Is presently a member of the Temple 
Israel Education Committee and, in ad¬ 
dition to belonging to many civic and 
professional groups, Ls a member of the 
Academy of Applied Science of Boston. 
Mrs. Needleman teaches mathematics at 
Wayland Junior High School.

community will require public officials 
who are capable of properly balancing the 
need to maintain high quality municipal 
services and the increasing financial 
burden on the Newton taxpayer. I believe 
my record during my two terms as 
Alderman has clearly demonstrated that I 
have been both responsive and respon¬ 
sible. " 

When the Newtonville neighborhood 
opposed the opening of a McDonalds 
Restaurant because of its adverse impact 
on their neighborhood, Richmond initiated 
an ordinanace regulating fast food 
restaurants, which was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen just in time to prevent 
McDonalds from opening. In an effort to 
deal realistically with the needs of the 
business community in Newtonville, Rich¬ 
mond also introduced a resolution to study 
the parking problems of the commercial 
and industrial areas of the City. This study 
resulted in the establishment of a four- 
person Urban Design Team within the 
Planning Department, and plans are now 
in process which would eliminate some of 
the major parking problems within the 
City. s ‘ 

"As an alderman" Richmond continued, 
"one has an opportunity to work with 
many citizens and citizen groups. While 
much of this work goes unpublicized, it 
presents opportunities for an alderman to 
enhance the quality of life in our com¬ 
munity. 

"During the past two years, I worked 
with Dr. Robert Buxbaum and members of 
the Recreation Department to establish 
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the first IJfecourse in Aubumdale Park. I 
also helped to organize the Newton Neigh¬ 
borhood Association, fought for a gasoline 
station beautification policy and worked 
with the MBTA for increased express bus 
routes.” 

Richmond indicated that he was par¬ 
ticularly proud of having initiated the 
legislation creating the Cultural Affairs 
Commission. 

The Commission work, such as the 
popular Springfests, have brought 
together people from all parts of the City in 
a cooperative effort that has drawn praise 
from all segments of the community. 

Richmond acknowledged that a fair and 
equitable revaluation is probably the most 
important issue facing Newton at the 
present time. 

"No one objects to paying his or her fair 
share of the cost of city government," he 
said "but public confidence in the entire 
revaluation process has been shaken by 
the inequities which were revealed at the 
public hearings before the Board of 
Aldermen. A system must be devised 
which will ferret out those properties 
which are undervalued, as well as correct 
the obvious cases of overvaluation." 

A practicing attorney, Richmond holds 
BS and MA degrees from Boston College, 
and a Juris Doctor degree from Boston 
College Law School. He is a partner in the 
Boston law firm of Richmond, Kassler & 
Feinberg, and has practiced in state and 
federal courts, including the United States 
Supreme Court. 

He is a qualified Master in the Superior 
Court and serves as an Arbitrator with the 
American Arbitration Association, where 
he has arbitrated numerous commercial 
disputes principally in the area of building 
construction contracts. 

A resident of Newton for over 30 years, 
he and his wife have four children who 
attend the Newton schools. He is a 
member of Temple Israel, Boston.

years as a member of the Newton Jayccos, 
as vice-president, president, and chair¬ 
man of the board; head of the Volunteers 
In Probation, a court appointed committee 
to oversee those place on Probation by the 
Newton District Court.

Government is creating a 
society of habitual lawbreakers because it 
has written far too many unenforcible 
laws," he said. 

"Governmental spending at all levels is 
out of control. While no broad-based free 
government can long survive without 
caring for its poor, elderly and disad¬ 
vantaged, it must keep social spending on 
a par with existing economic conditions. 
To increase taxation on middle-income 
workers at a time of high inflation is to 
threaten their ability to fend for them¬ 
selves." 

"We must have an equitable tax 
assessment for all properties in Newton. 
We should expand our tax base wherever 
we can without disrupting our

neighborhoods. We must reduce spending, 
not by reducing the first-rate fire and 
police protection we now enjoy, but by 
streamlining city government, cutting 
where we can and looking very carefully at 
new spending proposals." 

"Newton's neighborhood, or village, 
concept makes it one of the most pleasant 
cities in the nation in which to live. While I 
would work very hard to improve our 
business atmosphere, I would work very 
hard to improve our business atmosphere, 
I would staunchly defend private 
residential areas from commercial en¬ 
croachment. I believe we can maintain our 
neighborhood concept and still expand our 
tax base by encouraging the upgrading of 
commercial properties to their highest and 
best use,” Cornell said.

"Because of a narrow majority, the 
record shows the current Board to be 
basically anti-business; and this country 
was built on a healthy business climate.

houses and garden apartments. She also 
has been successful in acquiring tot 
equipment on several playgrounds, and 
improved traffic controls in many areas of 
this city. 

Farnese is past president of the 
Aubumdale Community Association, and 
as such was responsible for setting up the 
I^sell Jr. College Community Relatioas 
Committee. This committee has been 
extremely successful in working out 
problems that have come up between the 
College and the community. Through her 
efforts, there now exists a means of 
communication that enables them to deal 
with situations before they become 
problems. 

After stepping down as president of the 
ACA, she still remains active on this 
committee. She feels that it is extremely 
important for the college and the com¬ 
munity to remain in close contact with 
each for the benefit of all concerned. 

Mrs. Farnese has always been con¬ 
cerned with the preservation of Newton's 
open space. She was instrumental in the 
city first becoming interested in the 
purchase of the Stanford Street land, has 
been involved in the fight to save what's 
left of Norumbega Park, and also sun- 
ported the efforts of those who wanted to, 
save the Vale. She believes that Newton 
has far too little open space available, and 


that any development of that land should 
be done with the utmost of planning, and 
should take into consideration the effect of 
that development on the surrounding area.

When questioned about other issues 
Salvucci stated that he was “deeply 
concerned about effects the recent 
revaluation could have on our citizens. I 
will make every effort to see that no citizen 
will be treated unfairly or harshly and that 
no one is to be forced out of the city 
because of increased levies of taxes due to 
revaluation.” 

In addition, Salvucci also said that "I 
want to see continued improvement in the 
quality and availability of our municipal 
recreational program and improved 
public transportation facilities. Such 
improvements can be accomplished by 
using savings from areas of our budget 
which are too costly." 

Salvucci is a life-long resident of 
Newton, a construction worker and a 
heavy equipment operator. 

He is married to the former Lorraine 
D'Angelo and has six children, Anne, 19, 
Elizabeth 18, Jean, 17, Lisa, 15, Joseph, 10 
- and Maria, 4. 

He is a member of Local 4 International 
Union of Operating Engineers, Ward 3 
Democratic Committee since 1964, DAV 
Chapter 23, and the St. Carmen Society. He 
graduated from Our Lady's, Newton in 
1951 and attended Burdett College of 
Accounting.

She feels that land use and fiscal issues 
are the most critical ones facing the city of 
Newton. In order to provide essential 
services and maintain the quality of life in 
Newton everyone involved in city 
government must carefully evaluate new 
proposals and reevaluate existing 
programs to ensure that the citizens of 
Newton receive the most for their tax 
dollar.

For instance, Auburndale set an 
example for the rest of the city by ac¬ 
cepting the Lutheran Service Association’s 
Home and showed that there Ls room in 
Newton for small well-managed facilities. 

Mrs. Shea has taken an active role in 
many recent issues that have faced Ward 4 
such as Stamford Street, the transfer haul 
station and the complex problem of the use 
of the remaining Norumbega land. Proper 
use of the open space in Ward 4 should 
benefit everyone in Newton and when 
possible utilize the great recreational 
potentials of the Charles River and its 
adjacent land. At the same time other land 
can benefit the housing needs of the city. 

It is especially important in this election 
year, when all three of the present 
aldermen from Ward 4 are retiring, to 
have an experienced community activist 
with a demonstrated commitment to the 
community as Ward Alderman. Mrs. Shea 
feels that her record of community service 
has well prepared her to hold the position 
of Ward 4 Ward Alderman.

many of the issues facing the City, and that 
White himself has played an important 
role in matters such as Zoning, land use, 
and taxes. 

"A good illustration of why I feel it is 
necessary to take this approach," White 
explains, "is the way committee assign¬ 
ments are often made by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

"Much of the important work of the 
Board is performed in committee, so the 
appointment of committee chairmen and 
members is critical. 

"When 1 found that many committee 
appointments were the result of political 
rewards and penalties instead of careful 
assessment of each individual’s abilities 
and experience, 1 became the first 
member of the Board in recent years to 
oppose inappropriate appointments."

to travel between any two points in the City 
quickly and at reasonable cost," White 
explains. "Rather than waiting for in¬ 
frequent and inflexible bus service at 
unprotected stops, dial-a-ride passengers 
can call a local transportation control 
center which will promptlc dispatch the 
nearest mini-bus to any desired pick-up 
location." 

In the area of the environment, White 
has been a strong supporter of the 
establishment of the Charles River 
Pathway (walking paths along the banks 
of the Charles), bike paths, and has op¬ 
posed building along the Charles and at 
other designated “open space" locations in 
the City.

Another area of White’s concern has 
been aldermanic adherence to the open 
meeting law. 

"Open meetings are another area where 
adherence to the spirit of the law helps to 
keep the public involved in municipal 
proceedings," White says. "I have worked 
to prevent unnecessary executive sessions 
which prohibit members of the community 
from participating in their city govern¬ 
ment." 

Transportation and the envoronment 
have also attracted White’s attention 
during the past two years. 

Transportationwise White has proposed 
that Newton experiment with alternatives 
to the City’s current system of public 
transportation. 

"Even if the high cost of operating an 
automobile and the state of the en¬ 
vironment were not such urgent con¬ 
cerns," White says, "the need for good 
public transportation would still be an 
essential public service."

— city. The system has been successfully 
introduced in communities similiar to 
Newton across the nation, some of which

accumulated an impressive 97 per cent 
roll-call attendance record. 

As a member of the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee, Cohen strongly opposed efforts to 
convert the apartments on Hammond 
Pond Parkway into condominiums.

Indeed, the proportion of 
mortgage loans to the savings 
deposits is remarkably con¬ 
sistent throughout low, 
medium and high income areas 
of Boston. The impact of 
special lending programs has 
produced a higher proportion 
of loans in the lower income 
tracts - refuting charges that 
the savings banks have 
selectively withheld funds 
from these areas. 

Wilkinson also referred to 
census tract data which, taken 
together with the low savings 
and mortgage lending in some 
areas "underscores the fact 
that there are areas of Boston 
which it is not an over¬ 
statement to call economically 


distressed, if not sick. Incomes 
are low, property values are 
low, the residents have little or 
no deposits In banks, mortgage 
activity is limited. Banks alone 
cannot solve the problems of 
such neighborhoods. Jobs and 
income are the root of the 
problem. If you give an in¬ 
dividual a good job, mortgage 
needs take care of themselves, 
but if you only give a mor¬ 
tgage, the individual still needs 
a job.” 

Wilkinson also said that "the 
figures indicate that Boston 
banks have played a major role 
in financing the suburbs. The 
mortgage to deposit ratio is 
coasiderably higher for most 
suburban communities than 
for low, medium or high in¬ 
come areas of Boston." 

“The data does not support 
the theory that deposits should 
be lent in the communities 
where they originate. Such a 
theory would provide little in 
the way of additional mortgage 
funds in low income areas of 
Boston, but considerably more 
in the way of funds for 
relatively high income areas 
where no one has ever 
criticized banks for not lending 
anyway. The most efficient 
allocation of mortgage funds 


will continue to come through a 
free market system." 

Wilkinson also said, "Mature 
neighborhoods . . . generate 
more deposits than mortgages 
and conversely all "new" 
neighborhoods generate a 
fantastic mortgage volume, far 
in excess of deposits." 

"We have supported the 
desire of the public. People 
want to move (say) from 
Dorchester to Randolph or 
Braintree, but not vice-versa. 
Without such support there 
would be no communities 
beyond Route 128 and many 
families could not have 
realized their dream of a home 
of their own." 

"Our goal is everyone's goal, 
a better City of Boston. But we 
need the support of the city, 
state, federal and 
neighborhood groups, rather 
than to be used as a scapegoat 
by many such groups for the 
cities problems. We will do our 
part in all cooperative ven¬ 
tures, but we must continue to 
resist efforts to force us to 
invest our depositors funds in 
forced programs for urban 
lending which do not have 
meaningful support from the 
state, the city, and the local 
neighborhood.

homes," Gaynor said. "When the tax bills 
escalate as they have in Newton, we suffer 
a proportionate decrease in property 
values, and therefore a decrease in that 
investment." 

Gaynor said he is concerned about 
Newton homeowners who may face 
financial problems if they lose their tax 
abatements in the wake of revaluation. He 
has filed a bill in the state legislature that 
would have all property in the Com¬ 
monwealth assessed at 100 percent value 
as required by law but would tax at 50 
percent of full and fair cash value. This 
bill, if passed, would save substanial tax 
dollars for the citizens of Newton, Gaynor 
said, and has already been supported by a 
Supreme Court decision in another state. 

Gaynor also recently filed a 16-page 
ordinance with the City of Newton dealing 
with "home improvement." 

This ordinance would require all con¬ 
tractors and individuals who work in the 
city to be subject to prior registration. It 
would enable homeowners to have an 
opportunity to verify contractor 
qualifications prior to hiring them. 

"The single most important problem in 
the city is not street improvement, crime, 
trash removal, or education, but is the 
galloping real estate tax," he commented. 

"A concerted effort through legislation 
must be made to prevent widows, the 
elderly and veterans from being severely 
hurt by revaluation." 

During his current term on the Board the 
alderman has been a member of the Public 
Works, Street Traffic and City Planning 
committees. 

Gaynor, 35, of 109 Cabot St., was raised 
and educated in Newton. He received his 
bachelor of arts degree in history from 
Boston University in 1963 and his doctor of 
laws degree from American University's 
Washington College of Law in Washington, 
_D.C., in 1966.

Newton Women's Political Caucus and the 
League of Women Voters. 

Among the many changes she would like 
to see implemented in Newton, Mrs. 
Sheehan lists the establishment of an Open 
Space Zone, a mini-bus transportation 
system, and an innovative recreation 
program as top priorities. 

"In fairness to both developers and our 
citizens," she says, "we must once and for 
all establish an unambiguous policy that 
absolutely precludes development of our 
remaining acreage. Such a policy would 
cost us no money," she adds. “It would 
merely enhance the envoronmental 
quality of our city." 

She points out that a transportation 
system which feeds the business district 
and MBTA lines would also cost little 
money, because “there is $5 million 
available from the Highway Trust Fund. 
Municipal leaders must convince the 
MBTA to put that money to use for 
Newton's benefit."

state legislators in asking them, "as new 
state mandated programs arc passed, it 
should be necessary for the state to fund 
these activities and not place the burden 
on local taxpayers." 

Earlier this year, when the revaluation 
information was made public, it was Small 
who convened the Finance Committee and 
insisted we halt payment to the 
revaluation company as well as to ask the 
city solicitor to go to court and ask relief 
for the citizens of Newton. 

There are many problems facing the 
City of Newton and its citizens, most 
important of which may be finances. We 
also have concerns of land use, open 
spaces, housing, traffic, etc. 

Small, after eight years as an alderman, 
hopes to continue his public service as a 
member of the Board of Aldermen. 

"We need people who not only care about 
the issues and problems that face our 
community, but have the ability and ex¬ 
perience to deal with these concerns."

current budget, and have urged the Board 
to look beyond the current fiscal year and 
recognize the need to provide for Newton's 
future.fi have fought for planning which 
can both strengthen our economic base 
and facilitate sound land use decisions. 
Reasonable programs, such as to improve 
our inadequare recreation facilities and to 
replace outmoded, even dangerous, 
equipment should not be deferred. 

"At over 200 meetings of the Board and 
its committees I have been a visible and 
vocal participant. In addition to attending 
meetings of my committees—Public 
Buildings, Public Health and Safety, 
Consumer Affairs and Licenses, and City 
Planning—I have regularly participated in 
deliberations of the I,and Use Committee.

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Offense will carry Patriots

last year, for the first time in about a decade, the New 
England Patriots were legitimate American Eastern 
Conference title threats. If it were not for the injuries 
suffered in the second half of the season by many of the 
Pats’ better offensive players, they probably would have 
been at least the wild card team, with a good chance at the 
top spot. As it was, they just missed getting the wild card 
slot by the smallest of margins, only four points. Buffalo, 
the team which beat the Pats for the play-off spot, beat 
them during the season by only four points in the two 
games. And when you consider the Pats had to play the final 
five games of the season without such stars as Sam (the 
Bam) Cunningham, Daryl Stingley, Bob Windsor, and 
many, many others you begin to realize what a fine season 
they really had. 

In the next few paragraphs I will give you a preview of the 
Patriots season; their strengths and weaknesses, stars, and 
superstars and, finally a prediction where the Pats will be 
when the season comes to its finish. 

Since the Patriots finished second in the American 
Football conference in offense despite all their injuries, the 
offense is the natural place to start when doing a Pats 
preview. leading every porfessional team’s offense is the 
quarterback, and there are few any better than our own Jim 
Plunkett. 

Jim, however, will be out for up to eight weeks and 
replacing him will be Neil Graff, a good back-up quar¬ 
terback and an outstanding place-kick holder, a difficult, 
but often neglected Job. 

A quarterback is only as good as his wide receiver, and 
the Patriots have many who are able to catch that pigskin. 
Since last year's leading receiver, Reggie Rucker, was 
traded during the off-season to Cleveland, a new leader 
must emerge from the pack. The Pats have many can¬ 
didates to fill the bill but the one man I feel who is going to 
do the job is Darryl Stingley. Stingley is going into his third 
season and has all the qualities to become an outstanding 
wide receiver. The other post will be capably manned by 
Randy (Rabbit) Vataha. Backing up both receivers will be 
Steve Schubert, an end who showed quite a bit of promise 
when he played at the end of the year. It is a good if not too 
deep receiving corps. 

Although the passing game looks very good, it is the 
running game that really fills coach Chuck Fairbanks’ 
heart with joy. There is so much potential explosiveness 
back there that nobody is sure what will happen if all stay 
healthy for the full season. leading the way are the two 
returning starters, Sam Cunningham and Mack Herron. 
Herron is coming off as great a season you will ever want to 
see. He led New England in rushing, pass receiving, punt 
returns, and kick returns. He set an all-time record for most 
yards gained in one season, combined, and scored 15 
touchdowns. After Cunningham was injured he took over 
the bulk of the running attack, and did a fine job. Without 
him it is highly doubtful the Pats would have finished with a 
.500 record. That he didn't make the Pro Bowl game is a 
disgrace to all those involved. 

Cunningham is the fullback and I predict that in two 
years he will be the best running back in the N.F.L, better 
than Simpson, Armstrong, Brockington, and anybody else. 


This may seem like high prai3e for a third-year man but 
when you consider what he can do you realize how talented 
he really is. He already can block as well as any other 
running back in the N.F.L And when you consider that 
before he was injured last year he was leading the A.F.C. in 
rushing and finished eighth in the final A.F.C. rushing 
despite missing almost the whole second half of the regular 
season, you know he is a great runner. His only weakness is 
that he is not that good a receiver but that is understandable 
when you consider how in college he hardly ever was 
thrown to. 

Toward the end of last year it was clear that Mark Herron 
was being overworked. Hopefully that will not happen again 
this year, for the Pats picked up a very competent backup 
in the draft, Allen Carter. Carter was AnthonyDavis’ 
backup at Southern California last season but still managed 
to pick up 580 yards as a senior, second to Davis' total. He 
has 4.4 speed for the 40 and carries 208 pounds on his 5-11 
frame. 

Two years ago when the Patriots finished 3-11, the major 
source of concern was the offensive line. It tore apart like 
wet tissue paper on passing plays and was non-existent on 
running plays. When Coach Fairbanks came in, one of his 
first jobs was to reorganize that line. He did, and the results 
are begining to show. Leading the way is the big youngster 
out of Alabama’ John Hannah. John is very quick, strong as 
a bull, and it is only a matter of time until he is an All-Pro. 
The other guard is Sam Adams, who finally started playing 
up to some of his vast potential.

There is one offensive position that I have not mentioned 
yet because I feel you should save the best for last. That 
position is tight end and there the Patriots have two men 
who are excellent starters and one highly capable reserve. 
The two starters are Bob Windsor and Russ Francis while 
the reserve is Bob Adams. Windsor was the starter at the 
beginning of last season but got hurt when he made an 
amazing game-winning touchdown reception against the 
Super Bowl-bound Minnesota Vikings. Adams then took 
over and did a solid job for the rest of the year. But the kid 
who is exciting everybody is Francis, the huge rookie out of 
Oregon. He didn’t play football his senior year in college, 
Instead took up pro wrestling with his father in Minnesota 
and that is the only reason he didn’t go earlier. But he packs 
240 pounds on a 645 frame and is a very fast runner with 
great hands. He really has all the qualities to be a pro 
superstar. 

When Chuck Fairbanks first came to Boston he was 
shocked at how many yards New England would give up on 
sweeps.

Help your child become 
a top tennis player 
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By BUCKY ADAMS

PART IV: 

TOURNAMENT TENNIS 
When your child gets to a 
certain point in tennis, it is a 
good idea to let him play in a 
tournament or two. A good age 
to begin tournament play is 
around ten. 

Before a child plays in his 
first tennis tournament, there 
are several requirements that 
he should meet: 

1. He must know how to keep 
score, where to stand, when to 
change sides, and all the other 
proceedures of a tennis match. 

2. He should have at least 
adequate ability. A child who 
can’t hit the ball over the net 
five times in a row, shouldn't 
be competing in tournaments. 

3. He should be able to 
control himself emotionally. 
Temper tantrums, racq.uet 
throwing, and other displays of 
bad conduct are not welcome 
anywhere on a tennis court 

4. He should have played 
quite a few non-tournament 
matches and sets against other 
children his own speed and 
better. 

If your child meets these 
requirements than chances are 
he is ready to play in his first 
tennis tournament. 

Unless you have an 
unusually talented youngster, 
it is a good idea to start with 
tournamnets where the 
competition isn’t too over¬ 
whelming. Most indoor and 
outdoor tennis facilities run 
“club” tournaments in which 
the competition isn't quite so 
fierce. There are also many 
city and charity tournaments 
which are good to start with. In 
these type of tournaments, a 
child can get his "feet wet" 
without suffering through the 
awful experience of playing 
against a kid who is so good 
that your child will be lucky to 
win a few points. 

After your child has played 
in a couple of these tour¬ 
naments, and if his calibre of 
tennis has gotten good enough 
to warrant greater com¬ 
petition, he is ready for his first 
"sanctioned" tournament. 

A sanctioned tournament is a 
tournament which the United 
States Tennis Association runs. 
The branch of the U.S.T.A. that 
has jurisdiction in this section 
of the country is called the New 
England Lawn Tennis 
Association. Before a child can 
compete in any sanctioned 
tournament he must become a 
member of the U.S.T.A. (The 
cost is $3.00). 

Once a child is a member, he 
may enter sanctioned tour¬ 
naments. Most tennis 
professionals have a list of the 
sanctioned tournaments that 
will be taking place, and the 
address you can write, to get 
an application. You should 
write to the tournament 
director for an application, at 
least a month ahead of time. 

When you receive the ap¬ 
plication, there will be a 
separate sheet telling you all 
the particulars you need to 
know. (Directions to the 
courts, the type of balls that 
will be used, how much the 
entrance fee is, etc.) Fill out 
the application and mail it 
back to the tournament 
director along with the en¬ 
trance fee. 

Usually your child will be 
notified by postcard, as to the 
time he begins his first match. 
If a player is more than fifteen 


minutes late, he may be 
defaulted from the tour¬ 
nament, so make sure you give 
yourself plenty of time to get 
there. 

Once the child arrives at the 
tournament, he should report 
to the tournament chairman. 

He will check your child in, and 
if his opponent has already 
checked in, they will play as 
soon as there is an available 
court 

If you want to see whom your 
child plays, and who the other 
players in the tournament are, 
you can look at the draw, which 
is usually posted where 
everyone can see it. 

The “draw" is a list of all the 
players in the tournament and 
it shows who each person must 
(day against. A person keeps on 
playing in a tournament until 
he loses (unless he wins the 
tournament.) In other words, 
there can be only one player 
who enters a tournament and 
does not lose a match. Below 
you can see a good illustration 
of what a draw looks like. In 
this specific case there are 
eight players in the entire 
tournament. (Most tour¬ 
naments have many more 
entries than eight):

In the first round, Barnes 
beat Epstein 6-1, 64.

A draw is done with either 
eight, sixteen, thirty-two, 
sixty-four, or one hundred and 
twenty-eight entry spaces. In 
each entry space, a name of a 
contestant is put in. If there are 
not enough players to fill in the 
entry spaces than the word 
"bye" is put in the blank space. 
For example: If sixty players 
entered a tournament, there 
would be sity spaces filled with 
names, and four spaces filled 
with the word “bye." If your 
child has to play against 
"bye", it means he 
automatically wins and moves 
on to the next round where he 
will have to play a real op¬ 
ponent. 

Draws are done by random 


choice. The tournament 
chairman puts all the names of 
the contestants in a hat and 
draws each name out one al a 
time. The names go on the 
drawsheet in the order they 
were drawn out of the haL 
Thus, you should not complain 
if your child must play a very 
good player, since it was the 
"luck of the draw" that 
decided his fate.

The only players who do not 
have their names drawn out of 
the hat are the "seeded" 
players. Players who are 
seeded are, by record, the best 
players in the tournament. The 
whole is to have the best 
players play idea of the 
tournament concept' each 
other in the later rounds, and 
supposedly the best two 
players meeting in the finals. 
Therefore the seeded players 
are placed in the draw so that 
they won’t have to play each 
other in the first or second 
round of a tournament If a 
seeded player loses to a player 
who isn't seeded it is called an 
"upset." 

At the end of the year, a 
committee of adults get 
together to decide who, by 
record, are the best* players. 
They compare the results of all 
the tournaments that have 
taken place during the past 
year. Then they make a list of 
players. The youngster who 
has the best tournament record 
(only sanctioned tournaments 
count) will be No. 1 on the list. 
The second best player is No. 2, 
and so on. This list that is made 
is called "rankings.” If a 
player is ranked No. 8 in New 
Englan, it means that there are 
only seven players in New 
England who have done better 
than he in tournaments.

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. 
(UPI) - Dr. William Dunson, 
a Pennsylvania State 
University biologist, is going to 
the Philippines this month to 
test an idea that sharks hate 
anything in stripes. 

If the idea tests out ac¬ 
curately, we may see a return 
to grandma's striped bathing 
suit, which may be the best 
shark repellent there Is. 

"It has been suggested that 
sharks have learned this 
avoidance because of the 
striped — or banded — sea 
snake, whose venom is possibly 
the most virulent animal 
poison," Dunson said. 

"Sea snakes galore can be 
found in the bellies of sharks, 
but the banded snake is rarely 
among them," he added. 

He hopes to catch some 
sharks to see if this proves true 
in waters where the banded 
snakes abound. He also will 
| experiment with baited and 
> unbaited banded and plain 
poles to see whether the sharks 
consistently avoid the banded 
variety no matter what bait is 
used. 

In shark infested waters 
where there are banded 
snakes, grandma's striped 
bathing suit may replace the 
bikini.

It is with these thoughts that 1 look at the Pat's defensive 
team. 

The front line of the 3-1 defense has to operate with quick, 
strong, and durable players. Opposing coaches say that the • 
Pats have only one man on their veteran roster that fits 
these qualities — Julius Adams. Adams is right up there 
with any other defensive end in the A.F.L. but it is at the 
other two positions that the Pats must improve. 

Last year the Pats got a lot of mileage platooning at the 
other two positions. Ray Hamilton and Arthur Moore 
alternated at nose guard while Tony McGee and Mel 
Lunsford shared the final end spot. There is also a draft of 
much promise, Ohio State's Pete Cusick, who is super- 
strong and quick enough. Out of these five men New 
England must find two capable starters. I do not feel the 
Pats can get by with the same defensive line that they had 
last year. 1 feel that the end-of-year line, giving up 26 points 
per game, was more indicative than the first half crew. 

The linebacking had two rookies starting last year and 
both of them proved to be above average quality. The duo, 
Steve Nelson and Sam Hunter, were consistent all year and 
Hunter especially toward the end, got a well-deserved 
reputation as a head hunter who could break a player with 
one of his jarring tackles. Another linebacker was George 
Webster, who was an alT-time great at Houston before knee 
injuries struck him down. He bounced back with the Pats 
and proved to be an extremely valuable and talented 
linebacker. Bob Greddes and Steve King were other 
linebackers who contributed. The rookie hopeful is Rod 
Shoate. Shoate was an all-time great at Oklahoma and was 
coached by Fairbanks several years ago. 

The Patriots’ secondary was weak last year but has a 
good chance of improving this year. The reason is that they 
played with two rookies back there and suffered with their 
mistakes. The rookies, Prentice McCray and John Sanders, 
have a lot of potential and could develop this year. The lone 
experienced hand is Ron Bolton, who is coming off one of his 
best years. The fourth spot is up for grabs after Jack 
Miidren suddenly called it quits this year. 

John Smith is the place kicker with whom the PaU’ 
patience finally showed off. He scored 90 points and made 16 
out of 22 field goals. The punting job is wide open waiting to 
be taken by anybody who can kick a ball straight. 

Herron, the second best punt returner in the A.F.C., is the 
only specialty team member worthy of mentioning. 

Summing up the Patriots is a difficult job. Ttiey have an 
offense that, when healtny, is probably the best In the 
Ni'.L At times their defense will look like the worst, 
especially deep. But I will predict the Pats will finish up as 
the Wild Card team in the play-offs and, if their defense 
holds up, they could be one of the best in the National 
Football l-eague.

Developer gets 

After nearly one decade of conflict and crisis, the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority has successfully conveyed one 
lot to Spaulding & Slye for construction of a three story 
office building. The conveyance took place in the 
authority's Lower Falls office on Sept 11. The cost of the lot 
was roughly $199,000. There are now two remaining parcels 
to be developed. The entire cost of the site is $616,000. 

Spaulding 4 Slye was selected as commercial developers 
for the Washington Street site after the Lower Falls com¬ 
munity rose in protest over the NRA’s initial choice of a 
developer. 

Gerald Early, executive director for the NRA, stated that 
the authority had "received in writing” a statement from 
Spaulding & Slye thut, should the developer not build on the 
two remaining lota, the architect’s plans will revert to the 
authority. 

Groundbreaking on the proposed building is to take place 
within a month and Robert Lurie, project director for 
Spaulding & Slye, estimates the building will be finished in 
roughly 10 months. 

Massachusetts General Life Insurance Company is 
moving its headquarters to the building and will occupy 
the top floor. 

There will also be 146 parking spaces for building three 
and 75 for building two. The office complex will be called 
Newton Executive Park and is located on Washington 
Street right off Route 128. 

The authority members will now concentrate on naming a 
developer for the housing portion of the site which is to 
accomodate approximately 60 units. All of the developers

Teachers stage vigil 


Offices in homes may be controlled

Music teachers could teach trios but not 
quartets and psychiatrists could shrink 
three heads at once but not conduct group 
therapy in their homes under proposed 
amendments to the zoning ordinances. 

An unknown number of doctors, dentists, 
and others with home offices or conducting 
businesses from their homes will be af¬ 
fected by suggested changes in the or¬ 
dinances regulating the use of homes in 
single-residence districts. 

The changes, to be presented at a public 
hearing before the I-and Use Committee 
Oct. 14, will establish criteria and 
definitions for "home office" and 
"customary home occupation," neither of 
which is covered in the present zoning 
ordinances. 

. The problem came to light when 
Building Commissioner Gene Larson 
found himself unable to issue building 
permits to persons wishing to convert part 
of a residence to an office for professional 
purposes, because the zoning laws have no 
provision for them. 

Consequently, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals has been handling such cases and 


until this spring had been issuing 
variances more or less routinely, until the 
Planning Department was asked to make 
recommendations on zoning amendments. 

Under the proposed new amendments, a 
doctor, lawyer, architect, registered 
engineer, accountant or member of other 
recognized professions may have a "home 
office," under certain conditions. 

A recognized profession is defined as one 
in which "specialized services to clients 
are performed by persons possessing a 
degree from a recognized institution of 
higher learning demonstrating successful 
completion of a prolonged course of 
specialized instruction and study . . . 

"Customary home occupations" will be 
allowed if they meet the definition of "an 
activity customarily' conducted by the 
permanent residents of a dwelling unit, 
inside the dwelling unit, requiring only 
customary home equipment." 

Examples of such occupations are 
teaching art, music, or photography or 
having a studio for these pursuits, 
dressmaking, millinery, and the like. The 
rental of clothing, barbershops, hair¬ 
dressing establishments, and restaurants 
are specifically excluded. 


The home office or occupation must be 
secondary to the use of the house as a 
residence, and must not occupy more than 
30 per cent of the net ground-floor area. 

Only one nonresident may be employed 
in a home office and only permanent 
residents in the home occupation. 

Only three customers or pupils may be 
present at any one time, according to the 
proposed amendments. 

There are other restrictions included 
that govern parking and signs. 

By special permission the Board of 
Aldermen could allow more than one 
resident employee, more than the 30 
percent of ground-floor area, and the 
presence of more than three pupils or 
customers at one time. The Board 
also grant permission for the use 
accessory building for the conduct 
office or occupation. 

The ordinance change would be 
retroactive and include all offices and 
home occupations, Planning Director 
Charles Thomas explained. 

Those that meet requirements of the law 
would be allowed to continue, "but we 
can't legalize illegal offices,” Thomas 
said.

Newton teachers will not participate in 
any unpaid afterschool activities until a 
new contract is agreed upon with the 
School Committee. 

An agreement may be reached during a 
negotiating session today (Thursday) 
which begins at 4:30 p.m. 

The teachers decided this action shortly 
after the start of the second factfinding 
session Tuesday with factfinder William 
Fallon. 

Joan Warner, president of the Newton 
Teachers Association, agreed with School 
Committee negotiating team member 
Dorothy Reichard that a lot of progress 
was made in Tuesday night's marathon 
session. 

After the last factfinding session the 
teachers lowered their request from 11 
percent to 10 percent, and now have 
requested even less, but Ms. Warner would 
not disclose the current requested percent 
salary increase. 

The School Committee also raised its 
offer to the teachers, according to Com¬ 


mittee member and negotiator Dorothy 
Reichard. 

Mrs. Reichard said Wednesday, " I feel 
wc are a lot closer to an agreement today 
than 1 did yesterday," but she would 
not mention any percentages of salary 
increases that were discussed. 

Ms. Warner's statement to the press 
said, "Newton teachers will withhold all 
uncompensated services starting today 
(Wednesday) as a result of the School 
Committee's refusal to agree on a new 
contract.” 

Uncompensated services, she explained, 
include any unpaid activities that take 
place prior to 20 minutes before the 
beginning of school and 20 minutes after 
the close of school. 

This includes club activities, parent- 
teacher conferences, PTA functions, 
counseling students after school, and any 
other activities by the 1100 teachers, princi¬ 
pals, and counselors who are represented 
by the Newton Teachers Association. 

School Committee member and 
negotiator Reichard said she did not think 
the teachers' action was a violation of last 
year's contract which the teachers are 
working under without pay increases. 


All School Committee members except 
Manuuel Beckwith were present at 
Tuesday's session. 

About 400 teachers gathered outside the 
school administration building on 
Watertown Street, Tuesday when the 
factfinding session started to protest their 
working without a contract. 

When the session started at 4:30 p.m., 
the teachers walked to the American 
1-egion Post No. 440 hall on California 
Street to vote on the service reduction 
action. 

Ms. Warner said the teachers over¬ 
whelmingly voted in favor of the action, 
and said if a contract Is not agreed upon 
after Thursday's session, the 20 teachers 
on the Crisis Committee will suggest other 
action. 

Factfinder Fallon has this year settled 
two teacher contracts in Bristol and 
Scituate, R.I., but he did not recall what 
percent increase was agreed upon by the 
parties. 

Fallon is paid $250 for each session he 
mediates, the cost of which is split equally 
between the NT A and the School Com¬ 
mittee.

Housing Authority 
votes to go out to bid 
for Thurston Road

The Newton Housing Authority voted on 
Sept. 10 to solicit bids to construct 40 units 
of housing on Thurston Road. Four of the 
units would be for families and the 
remainder for elderly. 

Scafidi 
out of race 

Former City Treasurer Theodore Scafidi 
has announced that he will not pursue his 
candidacy for alderman-at-large from 
Ward 4. 

Scafidi, who was a late entry into the six- 
person race, said last weekend that "the 
new job and the new baby" make it im¬ 
possible to continue to campaign or serve 
as alderman. 

Scafidi resigned as treasurer in July to 
become a vice-president of Harbor 
National Bank in Boston. 

In his new position, Scafidi said, he is 
required to travel around the state and will 
not have the time to devote to aldermamc 
duties. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
Election Commission, said that he had had 
an inquiry from Scafidi as to whether his 
name can be removed from the ballot, but 
no formal request. 

The name cannot be removed from the 
preliminary ballot, Licarie said, and be 
has asked the state whether the name may 
be eliminated from the regular ballot for 
the November election. The answer should 
be forthcoming in about a week, Licarie 
said. 

If Scafidi should win one of the alder- 
manic seats against his wishes, he would 
have to resign, and a special election 
would have to be held to replace him. 

Licarie estimated that the cost of such 
an election would be about $ 22 , 000 . 


The vote to get bids on this project was 
taken despite the fact that the authority 
has been warned by the Department of 
Communities and Development that if the 
bids come in over $22,500 per unit, they will 
be rejected. 

In a letter to the NHA, Karen Fallet of 
the state noted that authorization to bid 
on the basis "that it must be clearly un¬ 
derstood that this office will not approve 
the award of a construction contract if the 
amount of the construction contract ex¬ 
ceeds $22,500 per unit. Should the amount 
exceed $22,500, then the bid will be 
rejected." 

The authority has been persistent in 
wanting to bid this project since they 
cannot proceed on another site, Victory 
Field, without it The two were tied 
together by the board of aldermen. 
Thurston Road is in Upper Falls and 
Victory Field is in Nonantum. 

NHA Executive Director, Frank Quinn, 
was asked if the authority had plans to 
come to the city for money if the bids came 
in somewhat higher than the state 
guidelines. Quinn said they did not have 
such plans. He also noted the authority 
members are optimistic that with ar¬ 
chitectural changes, the bids are expected 
to come within the guidelines. 

The 20 duplex family units on Beacon- 
swood Road are scheduled for opening in 
the middle of October. No budgets have 
been established yet. 

Quinn also noted that the authority has 
received “tentative" site approval by the 
Department of Housing and Development 
for roughly 50 units of elderly housing on 
Paul Street and up to 25 units of family 
housing on Stamford Street. Both sites 
were recommended by the city to be 
purchased under the Community and 
Development Act. 

The firm of Arrow Street in Cambridge 
has been selected by the authority as 
architects for these sites. Quinn stated that 
the architects had been selected on the 
basis of their track record and their ex¬ 
perience. 


Owners of homes being used illegally 
would have to petition the Board to allow 
continued use of the office or continued 
conduct of the "home occupation." 

These amendments may be considered 
as a forerunner of amendments that will 
be needed to deal with the hundreds,of 
illegal apartments in single-family-zoned 
houses. 

But the extent of the illegal use of homes, 
whether by the creation of offices or 
apartments, will not be known for some 
time. 

Cole-Layer-Trumble' the appraisal firm 
now completing its work, will have most of 
the apartments and offices listed in its 
computer material that will be given to the 
city. Sooner or later, the information 
should be retrievable, and then the task of 
enforcement will begin. 

Revaluation 

payment 

disputed 

Less than two weeks before the deadline 
for completion of the city's real estate 
revaluationprogram, it appears that 
delivery of the program may be held up by 
a dispute between the appraisal firm, Cole- 
Layer-Trumble, and the city over the 
withholding of final payment. 

Mayor Theodore Mann ordered the final 
$90,000 of the $345,000 contract withheld 
because of CLT’s noncompliance with the 
contract. The payment would be made 
when the Assessing Department had 
reviewed CLT's program. 

Review is expected to take not more 
than six months. 

According to city sources, CLT wants 
the payment when the program is 
delivered, presumably at the end of 
September. 

The firm's June 30 deadline was ex¬ 
tended by permission of the court earlier 
this summer, when it became apparent 
that CLT would not be able to complete UK- 
job on time. 

More than 6500 property owners had 
hearings with CLT personnel at City Hal 
after appraisal notices weje sent. 

NegotiaUons with CLT are under way 
through the mayor’s office.

CETA interviewing for 150 short-term jobs

Interviewing for 150 new 
short-term public service jobs 
is now underway at Newton 
area CETA office, 90 Bridge 
street, Newton. 

The federally-funded jobs 
are expected to pump more 
than three-quarters of a million 
dollars over the next eight 
months into the economies of 
the 10 west suburban towns and 
cities served by Newton area 
CETA (Comprehensive 
Employment and Training 
Act). 

In announcing the new public 
service jobs, Newton area 
CETA Director Charles F. 
Miller reported that the short¬ 
term jobs are open to eligible 
unemployed residents of 
Bedford, Brookline, Dover, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Needham, 
Newton, Waltham, Wellesley, 
and Weston. 

The new jobs are "tran¬ 
sitional” by federal standards, 
Miller said, and will yield eight 
months of full-time em¬ 


ployment at salaries ranging 
from $100 to $190 a week. 
According to Newton area 
CETA’s present information, 
the new jobs are expected to be 
phased out by June 30, 1976. 

Sample categories of new 
transitional CETA jobs include 
printer's helper, painter's 
helper, planning aide, 
recreational aide, community 
liaison worker and two dozen 
other job categories, Miller 
reported. 

Newton Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, chairman of the Newton 
area CETA program, ex¬ 
pressed official pleasure with 
the new 159-job order. 

"The new Jobs will be a boon 
to the 150 men and women 
CETA is able to place. The jobs 
will get them off the unem¬ 
ployment line and renew their 
self-respect and spending 
power," Mayor Mann said. 

"The new jobs will also be a 
shot in the arm for the west 
suburban economy. This is 


where most of these people buy 
their groceries and pay their 
rent," 

Mann also observed that the 
CETA-sponsored public ser¬ 
vice jobs will accomplish 
much-needed work in 
municipal and nonprofit social 
service agencies in the 10 
towns and cities CETA service 
at no cost to the municipalities. 

Newton area CETA director 
Miller reported transportation 
directios to CETA offices at 90 
Bridge street can be obtained 
by calling 965-5750. Miller also 
suggested that interested 
persons call 965-5750 for ap¬ 
pointments to insure quicker 
interviewing. 

According to Miller, the 150 
new public service jobs may be 
the final group of transitional 
jobs to be funded by the federal 
government. Other Job-related 
CETA programs will be con¬ 
tinued, he said. 

New directives from the 
state Office of Manpower 


Affairs indicate increasing 
federal and state emphasis on 
on-the-job training programs 
and manpower services and 
less emphasis on provision of 
temporary jobs. 

In addition to providing 
transitional jobs, such as the 
new crop of 150 public service 
openings, Newton CETA 
operates work-study programs 
to increase marketable job 
skills, plans and helps 
supervise on-the-job training 
programs in business and 
industry, and operates work 
experience programs for 
disadvantaged young people in 
school and out of school. 

Miller said that Newton area 
CETA stresses the transitional 
nature of its job-related ser¬ 
vices. Participants are ex¬ 
pected and encouraged to seek 
permanent unsubsidized Jobs 
outside the CETA program. 

Concurrently, Newton area 
CETA staff job developers are 
working to obtain permanent 
unsubsidized jobs for par¬ 
ticipants.

Budget cut 'fiscal insanity,' 
say Backman and Mofenson 


The city's request for an 
injunction against Joseph 
McMullin, operator of a ser¬ 
vice station on Route 9, Newton 
Highlands, was denied last 
Friday by Judge Paul Connolly 
at Middlesex Superior Court, 
Cambridge. 

The city’s Law Department 
sought to prevent McMullin 
from operating a truck and 
trailer rental business that is in 
violation of the city ordinances. 

According to McMullin, the 
judge said that if the business 
has been in operation for 17 
years, he did not see any hurry 
in stopping it. 

Judge Connolly ordered the 
case to trial during the 
November session. 

McMullin petitioned the 
Board of Aldermen nearly two 
years ago for permissive use to 
continue his business, which 
now consists of towing and 


rental of vehicles as well as the 
gasoline station for which he 
was originally given per¬ 
mission. 

For more than one year, 
cMullin and the Land Use 
Committee wrangled over the 
conditions attached to the 
granting of permissive use. 

The main point of 
disagreement has been the 
number of trailers and trucks 
allowed on the site. The Board 
of Aldermen finally agreed to 
allow 10 trucks and 10 trailers. 
McMullin has, however, in¬ 
sisted on and kept the number 
at 15 each on his property. 

Several other points, such as 
landscaping and fencing off 
some e? the property from 
public view, have been done by 
McMullin, but not in the time 
limit specified by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Date for the trial has not 
been set 


Route 9 overpass 
design nearly done 


The design of the pedestrian 
overpass planned for Route 9 
west of Elliot Street is "close to 
being finished," according to 
State Commissioner of Public

Safety valve 
for Boston? 

The ‘accusations’ that Catholic 
parochial schools have become havens 
for white students from Boston 
seeking to escape the court ordered, 
forced busing education in Boston, 
seems quite interesting. 

Today the Civil Liberties Union of 
Boston, Massachusetts filed suit 
charging the parochial school system 
in Boston is ‘defacto’ segregated. 

Humberto Cardinal Mederios was 
questioned by a hostile press at a 
school press conference last week, as 
if he and the parochial schools in the 
Archdiocese were engaged, or were in 
a conspiracy to engage in something 
illegal. 

Throughout the major part of the 
last century, cities and towns in and 
throughout the Boston metropolitan 
area were relieved of costs associated 
with the education of each child 
enrolled in parochial schools. 

Two things should be brought out 
and emphasized to a questioning 
media, the Civil Liberties and the 
public in general. 

1. Sending a child to a private school 
which has been built and supported 
primarily by the parents of the child 
does not seem illegal, or even un¬ 
reasonable, when the alternate is a 
school system which is forced to 
operate with police and security forces 
in the school buildings, in the streets 
surrounding the schools and, in one 
case, on the roof of the school with 
high powered rifles poised. 

2. If the use of parochial schools in 
Boston by people who have supported 
them throughout the years, can relieve 
another immediate and serious 
problem facing the city, called ‘white 
flight', then perhaps this is the safety 
valve that will help Boston live 
through the crisis. 

Busing as a problem and a major 
issue, like all problems and major 
issues hopefully will be solved 
someday. Let's hope that the people 
who make up Boston will stay and 
keep the city alive.

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Metropolitanization: the buses are coming 


The buses are coming! The buses are 
coming! And if you don’t think so, then let’s 
look down the road because it’s time to speak 
of busing and fussing and suburbs and 
exurbs! 

Standing in the supermarket, waiting in the 
bank, walking in the neighborhoods, one finds 
that conversatins in Newton turn to busing. 
Will It happen here? It must! 

We may look at Boston In order to have 
better self-examination. First, there certainly 
Ls racism in Boston and those who deny It may 
be fools or knaves. If racial epithets reveal 
the ignorant, then violence reveals the sick, 
and all of it Ls accompanied by a School 
Committee lacking courage, conviction or 
principle. 

However, do not despair, because within 
five years we within route 128 - if not beyond 
128 as well - will be sharing with Boston the 
responsibility for a Metropolitan School 
Committee and shamg the bus ride too. 

Then we shall see where our legislators and 
educators, those who voted and spoke for¬ 
cefully for numerical racial balance, will 
send their own children to school. 

Cross-busing may seem far too troubling a 
thought to face, not Just in terms of an In¬ 
terchange with Roxbury, but In terms of 
cross-busing with South Boston. As we have 


seen on television, the language skills of those 
students who have been schooled in South 
Boston are no better than those students who 
have been schooled in Roxbury. 

Surely we will not respond with lnsults-and 
violence to a court order. We are, collectively, 
too genteel and too rich. Vet busing was only 
the scheme planned for the city poor by the 
suburban affluent. 

However, what one Supreme Court giveth, 


New Judges will read the same Constitution, 
but they may have conflicting visions about 
city and suburb. 

Time and perspective also alter responses. 

The Burger Court has already changed 
some of the criminal law interpretations of 
the Warren Court. A new Supreme Court may 
change the previously negative city-suburb

law with injections of personal background, 
emotion and attitude (Look at Mr. Justice 
Douglas on De Funis!) 


Del., which could change the entire pattern of 
Newton education. 

The collective Judiciary of our country has 
become increasingly liberal. This Judiciary 
has determined that history books shall show 
how the people of the last quarter of the 20th 
century became the instruments, using their 
schools, through which there was an effort to 
make amends for the centuries of 
mistreatment of black people. 


We in Newton cannot avoid being part of 
this implementation, even though it would 
remove parental discretion and even if busing 
should not work. 

One cannot deny that it is a provocative 
situation. Citizens have become accustomed 
to rallying and to calling out that well-known 
chant, ’’People must have a say in the things 
that affect their lives." 

That “say," however, has been removed by 
court order and if the people of Boston must 
live with it, then so must the people of 
Newton. Boston should not, in fairness, have 
to go it alone. Home rule will have to diminish 
in deference to metropolitanization, first of 
the schools and then of police, fire, etc. 

The question is, will Newton's liberal 
constituency be willing to live with its own 
ideas? Will there be the usual gap between 
articulation and action? Will glib excuses for 
moving be exceeded only by ’‘special" 
reasons for private schools? 

Or will we do what we have told Boston to 
do: pitch in. If it’s going to be at all, it must be 
for everyone, poor or rich. 

Yes, the buses are coming and that’s not the 
name of a make-believe movie!

A look at NA TO, decay not dynanism 


Analysis by Henry Taylor 

EVE RE, Belgium - This is the NATO headquarters, 
near Brussels, Supreme Allied Commander (SACEUR) 
U.S. Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr. commanding. 

Four-star General Haig is a man of immense military 
experience, determined to do a good job at NATO and In the 
American interest. But NATO’s look is not of dynamism but 
of division, destitution and decay — now further com¬ 
plicated and left uncertain by the troubles in Portugal, 
Greece and Turkey. 

NATO has presently 29divisions. Its ground forces total 
1.2 million men. This number is the same as only the Soviet- 
controlled Warsaw Pact troops. Every Warsaw Pact 
country except East Germany borders on the Soviet Union 
and General Haig estimates that the Soviet (with 140 
divisions) keeps at least 330,000 Red Army and Air Force 
men in Western Europe. 

The NATO forces are inferior in number, firepower and 
tactical air support to the Warsaw Pact countries alone. 

The Warsaw Pact air strength alone approaches twice 
that of NATO. 

Take Bulgaria. Behind the scenes the Bulgarian Air 
Force is receiving the best fighter and bomber planes used 
by the Soviet itself. This includes an immense new Russian- 
built swingwing bomber, designated BACKFIRE, that 
places the bombing equipment far ahead of any NATO 
country. And joint Soviet-Bulgarian air force maneuvers 
are a regular and extensive feature. 

Bulgaria's Infantry Is now highly mobile. New tank 
formations are constantly coming into service. Should this 
Soviet satellite attack, say, Greece, on which Bulgaria 
borders, it is doubtful whether the Greek armed forces 
could restrain the attack for more than two or three days. 

NATO has 2,166 aircraft in central and northern Europe 
compared to 3,940 Communist planes; 950 against 1,180 in 
southern Europe. 

NATO has at hand, 1,054 U.S. INtercontinental Ballistic 
Missiles (ICBMs) and 625 submarine-launched missiles. 
General Haig estimates that the Warsaw Pact countries 
have more than 1,200 Soviet ICBMs and 300 submarine- 
launched missiles. 

The immense Skoda works complex at Pilsen, 
Czechoslovakia, Is the central supplier and chief producer 
of the mobile SAM missiles and their intricate search radar 
mounted on tracked vehicles. These are deployed rapidly 
and are much more undetectable than missiles on fixed 
bases. 

The one real offset to Warsaw Pact's general military 
strength is in NATO's radar defenses. These are distinctly 
superior to what the Warsaw Pact countries have. 

These superior defenses include a top-secret radar¬ 
jamming network developed by the British. NATO calls it

Blue Diver. This is tied into the NATO radar systems. 

Blue Diver ls designed to enable NATO's bomber force to 
streak undetected through the defenses of the Warsaw Pact 
countries and even the Soviet homeland. 

For 24 years the United States has kept no fewer than four 
divisions in Western Europe. At this moment we support 
NATO with 317,000 uniformed Americans. We maintain four 
and one-third divisions in West Germany guarding that 
country against invasion, about 50,000 U.S. Air Force men 
are scattered from Scotland to the fringes of the Iron 
Curtain and we maintain our great 6th Fleet in the 
Mediterranean. 

These uniformed Americans are accompanied over here 
by from 225,000 to 250,000 dependents — although both the 
fact and the figure are rarely given in our reports at home. 


Our U.S. troop commitment to NATO exceeds $4 billion a 
year in direct outlay. With the support cost, this is $7 billion 
annually. When the U.S. forces earmarked for NATO in 
event of war are included, this annual $7 billion becomes $17 
billion. 

At least $2.6 billion (including $400 million by dependents) 
of our dangerous balance of international payments deficit 
arises from the NATO commitment. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization was officially 
adopted March 18, 1949. From the beginning, Europe's 
NATO members agreed to build their forces to stipulated 
strength. But to this day the promised buildup has never 
taken place. Across a period of 26 years only West Germany 
and Greece of the NATO-founding countries have done so. 

Our NATO allies simply fall back on the United States and 
our taxpayers to make up the difference.

NEW YORK — "By almost a twotoone 
margin," reports the Opinion Research 
Corporation after a national poll, “the 
public favors curtailment of U.S. com¬ 
panies' expansion abroad.” 

The reason is painfully apparent. These 
companies close down plants here to open 
plants In other lands. That means loss of 
jobs here. 

These companies take American know¬ 
how and locate it in other lands, thereby 
using American techniques to compete 
with America. 

These companies then use their foreign 
base to export products into the United. 
States, thereby tossing more American 
workers out of jobs. In some cases, 
commodities are sold abroad at a high 
price in a closed market and are then 
“dumped" — sold at cutthroat prices — in 
America. 

The Auto Workers’ President Leonard 
Woodcock has asked the Treasury 
Department to “launch a full in¬ 
vestigation" into the "dumping" of foreign 
cars on the American market. 

Apparently, the American people sense 
that our very own corporations that ac¬ 


cumulated capital and developed ad¬ 
vanced technologies in this country are 
now exporting these historic advantages 
and are, as a result, also exporting jobs. 

So, by-two-to-one, the American people 
want this stopped. The American people 
would also like to see a check on foreign 
imports — for practical, and not for 
prejudiced, reasons. 

“Sixty-seven per cent of the country 
would support freer trade if it was certain 
that American workers would not lose 
their jobs," notes Michael Moynihan, in a 
paper prepared for the National Com¬ 
mission on Coping with Interdependence. 

But a very heavy percentage fears and 
feels that for us to throw our doors open 
when the rest of the world is closing its 
portals would be economically suicidal. 

Hence, adds Moynihan, "three-quarters 
of the public approved of import restric¬ 
tions on goods from wealthy nations." In 
regard to the poorer countries, the public 
was — in typical American fashion — 
inclired to be generous, even if it hurt. But, 
even here, "two-fifths would approve of 


restrictions from developing countries." 

What is startling about these public 
attitudes is that they are at such wide 
variance with the actions of the Congress. 
Although hard-pressed by labor to do 
something to halt the erosion of American 
jobs as a result of capital-export and 
commodity-import, the present 
Democratic Congress, with its heavy 
liberal contingents, has done virtually 
nothing either to curb corporate transfer 
of jobs to other soils or to check the flood of 
imports from either developed or 
developing lands. 

The reasons are triple: first, con¬ 
servative congressmen are under the spell 
of the multinational corporations; second, 
liberal congressmen are under the spell of 
Adam Smith's outworn cliches about free, 
trade in a world where trade is the unfree 
plaything of corporations, cartels, and 
controlled economies; third, both 
Republican and Democratic congressmen 
prefer to enact laws that will pass the buck 
to the White House so they can refer an 
irate constituent or contributor to the man 
at the other end of Pennsylvania Avenue. 


A half million ' Nobles’ with fake titles

PARIS (UPI) - A newly published 
directory of the French nobility lists only 
4,057 genuine noble families for all of 
France, leaving out 23,943 other families 
who have tacked titles onto their names. 

The “Dictionnaire de la Noblesse 
Francalse" is a bombshell that should 
shake the gilded drawing rooms of French 
High Society from Biarritz to Paris. 

The authors, Count Fernand de Rouvroy 
de Saint Simon and Baron Etienne de la 
Sereville— both from the selected 4,057 
families, of course—spent 15 years 
researching and 14 months writing the 
1,214-page red book being snapped up for 
chateau summer reading. 

Count de Stunt Simon said their research 
showed "about 28,000 families in France 


with noble titles," not very surprising to 
any observer of French mailboxes and 
telephone directories sprinkled liberally 
with countesses and barons. 

However, Count de Saint Simon said, 
"there are only 4,057 true noble families" 
with blueblood decreed by the French 
crown in recogniton of their lands or 
services under "the old regime” (pre- 
revolution), the restoration or the em¬ 
pires. 

The list of nobles ignores 23,943 families 
or, with the count figuring some 24 persons 
per family, 564,632 French citizens 
claiming false titles. 

Count de Saint Simon conceded that not 


ail titled readers of his book have been 
pleased about paying $60 for a copy of the 
dictionary only to find themselves 
unlisted. 

“Some persons have written or 
telephoned to ask why they are not in the 
book and I tell them I had to use the facts,” 
the handsome, white-haired count said in a 
recent interview at his luxurious, antique- 
filled Paris salon. 

"Some families sent us the summons 
they received from the governor in the 1789 
revolution to appear at the assembly of 
nobles. But nobody takes this as proof. The 
governor thought they were noble because 
they owned land and lived like nobles but 
they had never been granted noble status 
by the king.” 


Notable omissions include the entirt 
Rothschild clan, French President Franct 
Valery Giscard D’Estaing and his wife 
Anne. 

The count explained the Rothschild: 
were omitted because their titles an 
foreign, from Britain. The president anc 
his wife did not make the list because the] 
descended from King Louis XV "by the lef 
hand," through illegitimate births ti 
nonroyal nustresses

Lending books to private schools 


(Editor's note: The following 
letter is an open letter to the 
Newton School Committee. It 
was sent in care of State Rep. 
Peter F. Harrington with 
copies to the Newton 
newspapers.) Dear Rep. 
Harrington: 

The Newton School Com¬ 
mittee has decided by a 
majority vote to openly defy 
the following state law: 

Sc. 48 of Chapter 71: The 
committee, at the individual 
request of a pupil in a private 
school which has been ap¬ 
proved under Se. 1 of Chapter 
76, shall lend free of charge to 
him text books which shall be 
the same as those purchased 
by the committee for use in the 
public schools. Such text books 
shall be loaned free to such 
pupils subject to such 


regulations as the committee 
may prescribe. 

The law states clearly that 
the School Committee is not 
obligated to supply us books 
not used by the public schools. 

We understand this per¬ 
fectly. 

We simply wish to exercise 
our right under the law to 
borrow the books on hand. 
Nowhere in the law above is 
there mentioned a mandate for 
the School Committee to buy 
books for private school 
students. Not one of the School 
Committee members was 
aware of this. 

Why are we being denied this 
right, when no money is in¬ 
volved, just lending the books? 

From the legal Dept, of 
Education comes the following 
statement: “Second paragraph 
of Sc. 48 is the applicable 


statute. The attorney general 
at the request of the com¬ 
missioner of education ren¬ 
dered an opinion stating that 
Chapter 1196 was not a 
violation of the United States 
Constitution and or the 
Massachusetts Constitution.” 

Mrs. Rosenblum’s reason for 
voting "no" was that the law is 
unconstitutional. 

From your office comes the 
following statement: “Only the 
courts can determine whether 
or not a law is unconstitutional, 
not our School Committee." 

What kind of state would 
Massachusetts be, and, indeed, 
what kind of city would Newton 
be, if all its citizens were 
allowed to determine for 
themselves which laws are 
constitutional, which are not, 
and then acted accordingly? 


This type of cooperation, or 
lack of It, is exactly why a our 
children are not attending 
public schools. It was our hope 
to find a more disciplined, 
responsible and cooperative 
school system, and this we 
certainly have accomplished 
through the dedicated staff of 
Catholic Memorial High 
School.

It is amazing how the MDC 
commissioner was made the 
villain for closing the place to 
the public. His only mistake 
was that he did not close it 
sooner.

L Salemme was appointed to 
*the department by Chief 
Michael T. Hughes in April, 
-1940 and served as a patrol 
officer until he entered the 
' United States Air Force in 1942. 

While in service he became a 
flight engineer on the plane of 
the Commanding General of 
the 11th Air Force, en- 
^compassing the Asiatec Pacific 
theatre of action. He served in 


this capacity for three years of 
a three and one half year term 
of service. 

During this time Salemme 
studied photography on his own 
time and eventually became an 
earial photographer in addition 
to his other duties, and logging 
3000 hours of flying time. 

Following his discharge, 
Salemme returned to the 
Newton Police and for a while 
was assigned as a motorcycle 
officer until 1948 when he was 
appointed a traffic inspector 
with the late Sgt. William F.

Two pntients who used 
hypnoanesthesia during 
surgery instead of regular 
anesthesia relate their stories 
in the September Issue of the 
Ncwton-Wcllesley Quarterly, 
published by Newton-Wclleslcy 
Hospital. 

One patient, a registered 
nurse and an iasturctor In 
coronary care at a nursing 


school, needed surgery for her 
goiter, an enlarged thyroid 
gland. 

I/icated in the neck, the 
thyroid functions primarily in 
regulating body metabolism, 
and normally one can't even 
feel it. In her case, the gland 
was growing in spite of 
medication, and she was 
bothered with hoarseness and 


difficulty in swallowing. 

Even though the patient 
realized her apprehension 
about the operation was not 
related to the prospect of 
malignancy, the surgery itself 
or the outcome, she still was 
reluctant to undergo the 
operation. She finally decided 
it was the fear of anesthesia 
that was making her hold back. 


"I wanted to be in control of 
my environment at all times. 
What I feared most was losing 
touch with my environment 
when I went under. The 
suggestion of hypnosis came up 
and I knew this was for me. 

"I had I,amaze training for 
childbrith, so I'd had ex¬ 
perience with relaxation 
techniques. And with my 


B’nai B’rith to honor dead 
from Yom Kippur War Oct. 5 


On Sunday morning, Oct. 5, 
representatives of B'nal B’rith 
men, women and youth from 
lodges and chapters located in 
all areas of New England will 
gather at the Cathedral in the 
Pines, Rindge, N.H., for the 
second annual memorial 
service commemorating the 
tragic Yom Kippur War and 
honoring the brave men and 
women who gave their lives 
defending Israel. 

The Cathedral in the Pines is 
a beautiful natural am¬ 
phitheater on the 
MassachusetLs border. High on 
the grassy slope surrounded by 
towering pines with mountains 
on all sides, one has the feeling 
he can almost touch the sky. A 
feeling of closeness with the 
Almighty permeates the at¬ 
mosphere in the pines. 

The inter-denominational 
Altar of the Nation at the 
cathedral attains the status of 
a national shrine by virtue of 
an Act of Congress. Jewish 
services are held there several 
times each year. Parking 
facilities for thousands of cars 
are available. 

The program will feature 
Senator Thomas McIntyre of 
New Hampshire as keynote 


speaker. Sen. McIntyre, as a 
high-ranking member of the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee, demanded a full 
scale investigation of Chief of 
Staff General Brown when the 
General made several unfair, 
untrue and misleading 
remarks about Jewish in¬ 
fluence in running the country. 

When McIntyre was asked 
why he got into the issue in the 
first place, he said, "It was 
part reasoned response and 
part gut reaction." 

We need more men today 
who have his kind of guts. He 
believes he had to speak out 
and he did. 

Today McIntyre is among 
the leaders in the Senate who 
are concerned about the sur¬ 
vival of Isreal. 

He will speak his views of 
what is happening in Isreal and 
the Near East and how he feels 
about the crucial devisions 
being made at this time by our 
government. 

Melvin Diamond, program 
chairman, has announced that 
this year one of the finest 
vocalists in the area will chant 
several liturgical selections in 
keeping with the occasion and 
will open the program with the 


Star Spangled Banner and 
Hatikvah. She is Donna 
Goldfarb of Concord, N.H. 

Rabbi Bela Fischer of 
Nashua, N.H. will officiate 
during the religious portion of 
the service and the B'nai B’rith 
Youth will present con¬ 
temporary reading on the 
tragedy of war. The event will 
be inspirational and 
meaningful. 

Buses and cars filled with 
B'nai B'rith members and 
friends will be going to the 
cathedral. 

All are welcome. The entire 
Jewish community Ls urged to 
attend. 

All four New England 
councils. North Shore, Greater 
Boston, Central New England 


and Maine, will participate.

The pfiychiatrist explains 
that when he reported to the 
operating suite and was 
transferred to the cystoscopy 
table, he induced himself into a 
hypnotic state while explaining 
the procedure to the nurses.

The hypnoanesthesia article 
notes that if ether fed not been 
discovered just when it was (in 
1846), hypnosis might be far 
more common and even the 
accepted form of anesthesia 
today. Hypnosis was 

discovered by Mesmcr in 1774, 
but hb attributed its qualities to 
the "animal magnetic” effect 
of one person on another. 

In 1842 an English surgeon, 
James Braid, recognized that 
the physical and psychic ef¬ 
fects of mesmerism were 
subjective and coined the name 
hypnosis. The Quarterly article 
notes that, as hypnotherapy is 
just another psychiatric tool, 
hypnoanesthesia is just 


another anesthesia alternative. 

Also in the fall issue of the 
Quarterly is an article on the 
importance of immunization, 
emphasizing a prescribed 
schedule. Dysimmunizatlon, or 
improper immunication, can 
be worse than useless, ac¬ 
cording to the article, "Shots 
on Target.” 

This could include having the 


right shots but at the wrong 
time, missing out on boosters 
or having them too often, or 
having some innoeulations but 
not the complete schedule. 

An immunization schedule is 
provided with the article so 
that parents can save it and 
refer to it when they have 
questions regarding their 
children’s protection against 
diseases.

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School lunches available 
for disadvantaged children 


Waban woman

The Newton Public Schools 
has announced that school 
lunches arc available for free 
and at reduced costs for 
children who are unable to pay 
the full price. 

Funded by the National 
School Lunch and School 
Breakfast Program, the meals 
are available at all elemen¬ 
tary, junior, and senior high 
schools. 

Principals of the schools will 
determine if a student qualifies 
for the program, based on the 
gross income of the family or 
guardian. 

A child in a family of four Is 
eligible for free meals if the 
gross income is less than 


$6,260, and may receive a 
reduced rate if the income is 
less than $6,770. 

In a family of six, free lun¬ 
ches arc provided if the gross 
income is less than $8,110, and 
a reduced rate is applied if the 
income is under $11,360. 
Families are also urged to 
apply for the free or reduced- 
rate lunches if more than 30 
percent of their income goes 
toward housing, if they have 
high medical expenses or 
special education expenses, or 
have suffered from a casualty 
or disaster. 

If a parent is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the principal 
on the application, the parent 


may write or phone John 
Gilleland, director support 
services, for a hearing to ap¬ 
peal the decision.

Levens winner of 
Explorer trip to Mexico

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Have you ever wondered how the colors 
of say, the blue of a sweater purchased in 
one department, matches the blue of a 
skirt or hoisery from another — on another 
floor? 

It’s certainly not by chance. Color cards 
are put out seasons in advance by com¬ 
mittees of people who arc stylists and 
other color professionals belonging to the 
Color Association of the U. S., Inc. in New 
York. 

We found out, while speaking with Kathy 
Shinkle, Director of Public Relations for 
the National Association of Hosiery 
Manufacturers, that colors are selected 
for promotion of knitwear in general and 
supplemented by Individual cards for 
specific items. 

"Of course,” said Kathy, "no 
manufacturer is obligated to use these 
colors. However, if his blue, for example, 
matches the blue that other manufac¬ 
turers are using, that season, it can be an 
important sales plus. And general use of 
the season's colors makes it easy for the 
consumer to find a true match when he 
mixes clothes from various sources.” 

Following is a prediction of promotional 
colors for Fall '75 for sweaters, sport¬ 
swear, socks and anklets. 

Economic, as well as fashion con¬ 
siderations guided the selection of this 
group of eleven rich, spicy knitwear 
promotional colors. While all tones work 
well interchangeably, they are swatched 
in two groups for special emphasis. 

The accents are: Potent Pumpkin (a 
rich gold), Sorrento Flame (a burnished 
orange), Happy Hemlock (green), Fancy 
Beet (winey red), and Perky Peacock 
(turquoise) to be featured with cream, or 
raw wool white. Colors in the second group 


are equally vibrant, In slightly fuller 
values: Atlantico Blue (deep blue), Cedar 
Fire (brown), Dapper Dragon (olive 
green) and High Power Purple. 

The first group provides pure tones and 
accents for patterns, or to blend with 
cream for delicate pastels, frequently 
interpreted in heathers. The camel tones, 
so prevalent for Fall '74, yield to creamy 
neutrals and more sophisticated effects — 
the second group (the darker shades) 
provide excellent colors for bottoms, and 
base tones, in combinations. 

Where does color enter into the hoisery 
field? "Today's fashion trend," Kathy 
said, "is for the subtle matching of hoisery 
to clothes. Women will find a full range of 
lovely shades from smoky blacks to the 
pinky-nudes for total coordination. 

"Men too should choose socks to match 
their clothes rather than their shoes . . . 
after all,” she smiled, "you must admit 
that even though men are braver than ever 
in color selections, and there are more 
colored shoes available, most shoes tend to 
be limbed to browns and blacks.” 

When Kathy speaks of fall dressing and 
the trend towards traditionalism, she feels 
it is not necessary for men to go over¬ 
board. No need to display art-deco ankles 
of orange-red-purple; she suggests the 
new rib designs birdseye effects, simple 
geometries and even two-color patterns in 
closely-related harmonious shades. 

There are also dress socks with more 
distinctive overall patterns — not loud, but 
neat, well-coordinated, two and three- 
color designs which are meant to com¬ 
plement solid-color dress slacks and suits. 

The argyle remains the most traditional 
of all hosiery patterns with the leading 
seller in all shades from a classic charcoal 


with red and navy to a modem bright rust 
spiced with peach and yellow. 

Bright rust, another variation on the 
popular earth tones, Ls an Important part 
of the fall color story, along with other rich 
earth hues, including browns and beiges 
and woodland greens. 

For years now, designers of men's 
clothing have shuddered when confronted 
with as much as an inch or so of hairy leg 
exposed when a man crossed his legs or 
steps from his car. They maintained that 
all men should purchase over-the-calf 
socks, especially for dress wear. 

So much for the gentleman's leg story. 

Young men and boys' ankles will carry 
the avant-garde fashion message in loud 
and clear tones. Those ankles will provoke 
conversations as well as some good 
natured teasing. 

These "conversationals" are the result 
of the introduction of screen, heat transfer 
and sublistatlc printing to the hosiery 
field. The new methods of applying color, 
which are largely responsible for the print 
explosion in other clothing Items as well, 
have greatly expanded hosiery pattern 
possibilities. 

There are no limits, and suddenly 
everything from line cartoons to overall, 
multi-colored, finolydetailed pictures of 
people, scenic designs and repeat patterns 
are within the realm of possibility for 
hosiery. You'll find art deco designs, 
plaids displaying a full rainbow of colors, 
identical beer can tables Just to mention a 
few of the ankle shockers.

Chapati is a pancake type whole 
wheat bread fried on an iron griddle. Dosa is a highly 
seasoned pancake type bread made from pulverized rice 
and lentils. Naan is an individual flat bread made of white 
flour, shaped somewhat like a large teardrop or leaf. A 
pappadum is a very light, crisp bread made from lentil 
flour. One of the most popular Indian breads is puri which is 
deep fried, light bread puff made with white and whole 
wheat flour. Serve with your curry — this simple recipe can 
be made in advance and kept warm in the oven while the 
meal is being assembled. 

PURI (FRIED INDIAN BREAD) 

1 cup unsifted white flour 
1 cup unsifted whole wheat flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons oil 
4? cup water 

oil (peanut oil preferred) 

Combine flours, salt, 1 teaspoon oil and water in a 
medium sized bowl. The mixture will be very dry. With 


hands, knead mixture in a bowl until smooth, about 5 
minutes. Cover dough with plastic wrap; let rest for 15 
minutes. Break off 1 tablespoon dough at a time. Shape into 
a ball. On lightly floured surface roll to form a 4-inch circle. 
Repeat with remaining dough being sure to keep dough and 
rolled puri covered with plastic wrap until ready to fry. Fry 
puri, one at a time, in shallow hot, 375 degrees, oil. With 
back of slotted spoon, hold puris under surface of oil until 
puffed, about 10 seconds. Fry 20 seconds longer, turning 
once. Remove; drain on paper towels. Serve immediately 
or keep warm in 250 degree oven. Makes 20. 

Question: Have you ever heard of stuffed zucchini? My 
friend said she ordered this in a little diner in New Jersey 
and that it was quite good. I’m interested and would ap¬ 
preciate your putting it in the column very soon. Thanks.

STUFFED ZUCCHINI 
6 medium zucchini 
1 medium tomato 
14? teaspoons instant minced onion 
V4 teaspoon basil leaves 
4i teaspoon thyme leaves 

1 teaspoon “Season-all" 

2 slices fresh bread, crumbled 
two-thirds cup shredded Cheddar cheese 

Cook whole zucchini in boiling water for 5 minutes. Cut off 
top third lengthwise and scoop out seeds. Arrange zucchini 
shells in baking dish. Chop seed portion of zucchini Peel 
and seed tomato, chop pulp. Combine chopped zucchini, 
tomato pulp and next 5 ingredients. Mix well. Stuff each 
zucchini with bread mixture. Top with shredded cheese and 


bake in 350 degree oven for 25 minutes. Makes 6 servings, 1 
zucchini each. (Note: dice top one-third of zucchini and add 
to stewed tomatoes to make an interesting vegetable 
combination; or add to vegetable soup; or slice and add to 
tossed salad.

Place in broiler as far from heat source as 
possible. Broil 15 minutes or until stuffing is brown. Makes 4 
servings.

Established in 1838, Noemi is 
a philanthropic organization 
dedicated to providing funds 
and volunteer service to aid 
orthopedically crippled 
children up to age 16.

Nine different seminars, 
designed for women of all ages 
and backgrounds who desire to 
explore ideas and enrich their 
lives, will be given this fall by 
Boston College's "Programs 
for Women" or the former 
Newton College campus, 
Centre St., Newton. 

Presented in an informal 
atmosphere, the seminars 
meet once a week for two hours 
for a six-week period. They are 
scheduled botu in the mornings 
and evenings and will run from 
early October through the mid 
le of November. There are no 
academic requirements for 
enrollment and the format 
offers an unusual opportunity 
for women to participate in a 
learning experience without 
the pressure of credit courses. 

The following topics will be 
explored: Such Good Friends: 

An examination of Friendship; 

A Room of One's Own: A Study 
of Virginia Woolf; The Way We 
Are: American Culture in 
transition; Coping Styles at 
Life's Turning Points; All 
Systems Go: An Intellectual 
Check-Up; Brave New World: 

Science Fiction and Reality: 

Perfectly Normal? The 
Novelist’s View; Critics of - 
Scoiety: Western Civilization 
in Analysis; and A life of Your 
Own: A Study of Individuality. 

Hie seminar titled "A Room 
of One’s Own: A Study of 
Virginai Woolf' will focus on a 
study of Quentin Bell's 
biography of Virginia Woolf. 

Leading the group will be Mary 
McCay who has taught English 
literature for six years and is 
currently working on an an¬ 
thology of American literature. 

"Such Good Friends: An 
Examination of Friendship” 
will explore one of the most 
basic human values. A variety 
of approaches will be used and 
particular attention will be 
paid to the ways in which 
modern society erodes the 
possibility of friendship and 
;yet seems to be jopening up 
new freedoms and options for 
Friends. The instructor will be 
Gerald S. Pierce who holds the 
B.D. degree from Harvard 
Divinity School and has also 
studied at The Institute 
Catholique in Paris. A former 
assistant professor of religion 
at Newton College, he is the 
founder and owner of a 
Cambridge gourmet 
restaurant. 

Titled "The Way We Are: 

American Culture in Tran¬ 
sition," this seminar will delve 
into a variety of topical issues 
in American society und 


culture today—popular culture 
and cosmology, changing 
family and community pat¬ 
terns, ethnicity and social 
mobility, and religious, social, 
and societal change . 

The seminar will be led by 
Marion Kilson and her husband 
Dr. Martin Kilson. Marion 
Kilson, professor of social 
anthropology, has taught at the 
University of Massachusetts, 
Simmons College and Newton 
College, and has been the 
recipient of numerous grants 
and fellowships. A graduate of 
Radcliffe College, she has been 
a "scholar” of the Radcliffe 
Institute, and currently is 
Director of Research at that 
Institute. 

Kilson, professor of govern¬ 
ment at Harvard Univier-f- 
versity, has been awarded both 
Ford and Guggenheim 
Fellowships among many 
others, and is currently a 
Fellow of the Center for In¬ 
ternational Affairs at Harvard, 
a Fellow of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, 
and a Fellow of the Black 
Academy of Arts and Letters. 

A seminar focusing on 
""Coping Styles at Life’s 
Turning Points" will examine 
the lives of certain women as 
they face moments of stress. 
The course will pursue the 
underlying strengths and 
weaknesses in crisis responses 
and perhaps suggest alter¬ 
natives in our own approaches 
to similar stresses. 

Instructors will Include 
Margaret Gorman, who has 
been chairmen of the 
Psychology Department at 
Newton College for the past 15 
years and a lecturer in many 
parts of the world for the fe 
eral government, the U.S. Air 
Force and the IBM Cor¬ 
poration. Currently a Fellow at 
Boston College, she is also 
working on research project at 
Harvard, funded by a Kennedy 
Grant. 

Also leading the seminar will 
be Robert Kegan, a doctoral 
candidate in the Social 
Relations Department at 
Harvard, a lecturer in 
developmental psychology at 
the Harvard Graduate School 
of Education and the author of 
a recently published book on 
Martin Buber. 

The third instructor will be 
John Philibert, who worked as 
a professional actor in New 
York, a flimmaker for the 
Smithsonian Museum’ a 
teacher in an Eskimo village 
and for four years as assistant 
professor of urt at Newton 
College, 


"All Systems Go: An In¬ 
tellectual Check-Up" will be a 
seminar that presents an op¬ 
portunity for a beneficial self 
appraisal. Participants will 
hear current views in six areas 
of interest and-or concern to 
the contemporary woman. As 
an interdisciplinary seminar, 
there will be six different 
lecturers including Jane S. 
Appleton, art critic; Attorney 
Ann Lake; Dr. Melvin Taymor, 
chief of gynecology, Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital; James 
Fowler, professor, Harvard 
Divinity School; and Carol 
Gilligan, Laboratory of Human 
Development, Harvard 
Graduate School of Education. 

The seminar titled "Brave 
New World: Science Fiction 
and Reality" is a course for the 
concerned non-scientist. The 
basic concepts of genetics will 
be discussed and, in the area of 
genetic engineering, the 
following questions will be 
among those to be explored: 1) 
who should be born; 2) the 
human rights of the retarded; 
3) fabricated babies; 4) the use 
and misuse of labelling human 
beings; 5) the modifications 
and control of human behavior. 

The instructor will be Dr. 
Charles Botticelli who has been 
professor of biology and 
director of science and 
mathematics at Newton Colleg 
e for the past six years. He is 
also lecturer in general 
education in biology at the 
Extension Program of Har¬ 
vard University and has 
researched and published in 
the field of genetics. 

“Perfectly Normal?: The 


Novelist’s View" will explore 
the views of six novelists who, 
with different temperaments, 
opinions and styles, all take up 
the problem of the "normal” 
character in “abnormal cir¬ 
cumstances,” whether 
political, social or moral. 

Leading the seminar will be 
C.E. Maguire, RSCJ, a 
professor of English at Newton 
College for many years. 

The seminar titled “Critics 
of Society: Western 

Civilization in Analysis,” will 
examine the ideas and ac¬ 
tivities of some of the major 
critics of western society since 
the Renaissance against their 
his-orical background. It will 
study some of the main aspects 
of western civilization that 
have come under attack and 
analyze the different 
viewpoints from which these 
have been criticized. The in¬ 
structor will be Marie McHugh 
who has been professor of 
history and director, Division 
of Humanities at Newton 
College for the past six years. 

"A Life of Your Own: A 
Siudy of Individuality" will 
utilize readings, music and the 
visual arts to help participants 
discover and accept their own 
individuality and build a “life 
of their own." This seminar 
wili be led by John Philibert, 
artist, filmmaker, musician 
and teacher.

Boston College President J. 
Donald Monan, S.J., today 
announced that Fr. Bernard J. 
lonergan, S.J., one of the 
world's leading theologians, 
has five times previously 
visited Boston College to 
participate in conferences on 
his work, will begin teaching 
this fall semester. 

A Canadian Jesuit, Fr. 
Ionergan’s pre-eminence is 
founded in more than 30 years 
theological scholarship and 
writing. 

He is renowned for 
developing a constructive 
synthesis between scientific 
methodology and faith. 

Fr. lonergan was one of only 
two North Americans ap¬ 
pointed by Pope Paul VI to his 
International Theological 
Commission and was a 
theological consultant to the 
Second Vatican Council. Since 
1973 he has also been a con¬ 
sultant to the Vatican 
Secretariat for Non-Believers. 

Fr. Lonergan's written 
works arc prolific but among 
the best known are “Insight: A 
Study of Human Un¬ 
derstanding" and “Method in 
Theology.” In these he 
postulates that knowledge is 
inter-disciplinary and that 
there need not be 
methodological barriers 
between the sciences and the 
humanities. 

Fr. Lonergan has previously 
held theological professorships 
at the Jesuit Theological 
seminaries in Montreal and 
Toronto, the Pontifical 
Gregorian University in Rome 
where he spent 12 years, and 
Harvard University where he 
was Stillman Professor in the 


Divinity School during 1971-72. 

It was in Rome that he 
exercised a strong influence on 
most of the young theologians 
who are beginning to dominate 
the American Catholic 
theological scene. 

One striking measure of the 
impact of Fr. Lonergan's work 
on contemporary theology is 
evidenced in the more than 
1000 articles and books already 
written about Ms work. At 
present there also arc known to 
be 30 completed doctoral 
dissertations on Ms scholarship 
and another 50 in progress. 

Fr. Lonergan has been 
awarded honorary doctorate 


Robert E. Cohen of Beacon 
Street in Newton Centre, an 
assistant professor of chemical 
engineering at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has been ap¬ 
pointed an Esther and Harold 
E. Edgerton Assistant 
Professor for two years, 
beginning Sept. 1. 

Professor Cohen, 28, joined 
the faculty in 1973 after a year 
of postdoctoral study at 
Oxford. He received the B.S. 
with distinctioction from 
Cornell in 1968, and the M.S.

Football at Newton South High School has, for the most 
part, always been a sport not talked about too much at the 
school. But this year, the story could be a little different, 
beginning on Saturday at Dickinson Stadium when the 
Lions meet nonleaguo rival Brighton in a 1:30 p.m. kickoff 
to open the season. 

First of all, the Lions are starting the year under a new 
coach, Aredis Kojoyian. Kojoyian has always been con¬ 
sidered a good coach, since his trials and tribulations with 
the wrestling team has brought him many championship 
efforts. And he definitely has the football knowldege, since 
he has been line coach for Newton south under former 
coach George Winkler for many a year. 

Another difference is that there is a new spirit around 
training camp, with the realization that there are a lot of 
new Jobs open with the departure of a good many seniors. In 
fact, there are only four returning starters, those being Co¬ 
captains Keith Washington and Matt Sabetti, and Mike 
Berzon and Phil Small. 

Sabetti is the key man in this group. He is a 5-10,185 pound 
senior halfback on offense, and a safety on defense. He is a 
very fine athlete, and in him lies Newton South’s chief hopes 
for success. Guard Keith Washington, at 5-10 and 175 
pounds, will also be watched closely, as he has all the tools 
to be a fine players. The only consequence now is that 
Washington hurt himself in the second day of practice when 
he pulled a muscle in his knee in an agility drill. 

The other returning starters, Mike Berzon and Phil 
Small, are also two very Important members of the team. 
Berzon, at 6-4 and 235, is the biggest man on the squad, and 
goes both ways, playing tackle for the most part And 
Small, last year’s starting quarterbackl possesses a fine 
arm and knowledge of the game. But injuries have limited 
his action in the pre-season drills, so he may be rusty when 
he finally does get back into action. Right now, he is suf¬ 


fering from a bad knee that he hurt while running by 
himself a couple of weeks back. 

The man expected to fill in for Small while he Is out is 
John Amicangioli, a senior. Amicangioli, at 5-10 and 170 
pounds, has looked good in pre-season scrimmges. The only 
’’problem" is that he Ls more of a running back and so with 
Small out, the passing game may hurt. 

In the backfield, Jeff Bennett and Greg McKinney have 
both looked very good. Bennett, who played sparingly last 
year, is a power runner who can pick up the tough 3 or 4 
yards when needed He should score a lot from the inside 
this year. McKinney, who layed fairly regularly last year at 
safety, is probably the fastest man on the squad, and is 
surprisingly strong. He could be the surprise of the team 
this year if he fulfills his potential. 

Offensive guard is one of the Lions’ strongest positions 
this year with Keith Washington, and 5-9, 160 pound Dave 
Chused. Chused, a senior, doesn’t look as strong as he is, but 
can really move a lot of weight when necessary. He should 
also be a fine player this year. 

Two newcomers to the squad this year who have looked 
good are Barry Gale and Shawn Daley. Gale is a strong and 
quick safety who has really been hitting hard in the 
workouts, and Daley possesses a lot of quickness and agility 
and easily could turn into a star by mid-season. 

As said in the beginning, there are a lot of newcomers, 
and there still are a lot of weaknesses. Coach Kojoyian 
thinks that the defensive line is the weakest and that this 
will need the most work. But he thinks that even though the 
team is young and inexperienced, it should come around 
before the start of the season against Brighton Saturday at 
Dickinson Stadium. 

But the most important thing is that the attitude has been 
good, and with the feeling of a new season in the prospect, 
and a brand new coach, there ls a good chance that South 
will improve on last year’s 4-5 record Whatever happens, 
this year should be one of the most exciting for south in a 
long time.

Specifically designed to fill a 
gap in the area's mental health 
services, Alternative Home is 
affiliated with the Community 
Mental Health Center of 
Ncwton-Welleslcy-Weston. 

A volunteer board of 
directors composed of mental 
health professionals and 
concerned citizens from the 
three communities governs the 
nonprofit project. 

The home in Newtonville will 
provide a supportive group- 
living situation for clients who 
will be involved in in¬ 
dividualized programs of 
activities leading to in¬ 
dependent living. 

Residents will engage in 
employment, job training, 
academic, therapeutic, and 
social activities outside of the 
home. Live-in staff, a full-time 
director, and professional 
consultants will aid the 
residents' efforts to strengthen 
their life management skills. 

Residents of the home may 
or may not have been 
hospitalized; the project seeks 
to serve both the rehabilitative 
and preventive mental health 
needs of clients. 

William Carmen, president 
of Alternative Homes, an¬ 
ticipates that it will take at 
least one month to make final 
program preparations, select 
the home's staff, complete 
appropriate renovations to the 
building, and screen the initial 
applicants for residency at the 
home. He stressed that the 
board of directors of the home 
is committed to full com¬ 
pliance with all city and state 
codes applicable to community 
residences.

Today's Sports Parade 

Fans can manage 
without pro football

NEW YORK (UPI) - Ed 
Garvey has the same habit so 
many others have. He gets a 
little carried away sometimes, 
and in this case, perhaps it was 
completely understandable. 

The New England Patriots 
had put it to a vote. After a 
good deal of back and forth on 
the subject underscored by 
some loud raucous voices now 
and then, they voted no to 
proposition one. They decided 
to strike, and that meant they 
wouldn't play their final 
preseason contest with the New 
York Jets Sunday at New 
Haven, Conn. 

As head of the NFL players’ 
association, it now became 
appropriate for Ed Garvey to 
say something about thfc 
Patriots’ action and he was 
right there ready with a 
statement in Washington. 

"Hopefully," he said, “this 
action will bring the owners to 
the bargaining table in the 
spirit of compromise. We all 
admire the courage of the New 
England Patriot team in 
helping to bring about a set¬ 
tlement.” 

The strike by the Patriots, 
Garvey added, was "an illus¬ 
tration of how >alienated the 
players have now become with 
the negotiating process." 

Garvey was only saying what 
any good union leader would, 
and the only objection there is 
that he was taking one 
illustration by the players 
without bothering to consider a 
far more important one by 
those who actually pay their 
salaries. Not the owners, but 
the fans. 

The ones 1 talked to about the 
Patriots' strike and the 
possibility of it spreading to the 
other NFL clubs didn’t seem to 
care one way or another. They 
voiced no resentment toward 


either the players or the 
owners, only an impassiveness 
and indifference in what to 
them was merely another in a 
steady succession of labor 
strikes. From discussing the 
Patriots’ action with the dozen 
or so professional football fans 
I did, I came away with the 
distinct impression the fan 
protest would be far less than 
anyone would imagine if the 
pro football schedule was 
canceled for the entire season. 
For sure, few housewives 
would complain. 


Possibly there might have 
been a time when a player 
strike causing the cancellation 
of an entire pro football 
schedule or any other profes¬ 
sional sport schedule would 
rank as a national calamity, 
but not any more. 

People have too many other 
forms of divertisement to 
occtpy their time and interest. 
K- ides, they are deeply in¬ 
volved with their own daily 
problems like trying to deal 
with the rising cost of food, 
gasoline, rent and medical and 


dental bills, so how can they 
get worked up at all over an 
issue like the pro football 
players being upset with the 
owners. The fans accepted a 
seven-week walkout by the 
NFL players a year ago and 
that got them sort of used to no 
pro football. Somehow they’d 
find a way to struggle along 
without it even if they had to do 
so over an entire season.

Federal 

Housing 

Probe 


A probe of federal housing 
programs by the U.S. House 
Committee on Banking, 
Currency Bnd Housing is 
scheduled to beglr. later this 
month according to a report by 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board. 

"Ixing term reform to avoid 
recurring emergencies with 
the focus on housing, com¬ 
munity development and 
mortgage credit is the primary 
function of the investigation," 
says David H. Bradley, 
President of the Real Estate 
Board. 

"The Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) Is one 
program being looked at" 
according to william Barrett 
(D.Pa.), chairman of the U.S. 
Sub-Committee on Housing and 
Community Development 
"The FHA has virtually 
ceased to function effectively 
and some overhauling is 
needed to remove it from the 
maze of complexities and 
program difficulties it is en¬ 
countering so that it may once 
again function as an un¬ 
derwriter of economically 
sound mortgages." 

The National Association of 
REaltors believes that 
Representative Barrett is on 
the right track and that "the 
FHA's traditional role of in¬ 
suring mortgages with low- 
down payments and liberal 
financing terms has been put In 
jeopardy by other tasks 
assigned to It — involvement 
with housing subsidies and its 
expanded financial respon¬ 
sibility for structural defects of 
homes." 

Representative Barrett Is 
also concerned that com¬ 
munity development grants for 
housing assistance be properly 
administered by the Depart- - 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). The 
National Association of 
Realtors supports this action 
and is making all its resources 
available to the committee. 

Real estate professionals 
also believe that the housing 
market can and must be made 
to stand on its own' without 
massive federal subsidy 
programs to bail It out of 
trouble every few years. 

Given free-market tools they 
think housing will adjust to 
periods of cyclical market 
downturns in the future. 

The National Association of 
Realtors statement of policy 
includes a number of specific 
recommendations aimed at 
achieving stability in the 
housing market, says Bradley. 

"Among them are tax and 
deposit insurance benefits 
which would add incentive to 
deposit savings in the thrift 
institutions and the principal 
source of mortgage credit and 
measures designed to 
strengthen the secondary 
mortgage market."

David and Katherine would 
prefer to live and work in New 
York. But if the work is in 
Hollywood, they happily pay 
the price of temporary separa¬ 
tion to keep their home in 
Manhattan. 


COOL IDEA CAN CUT POLLUTION 


MAITLAND, Fla. (tjPI) - A 
new cooling unit has, been 
developed that uses natural air 
instead of expensive and 
ecologically questionable coo¬ 
lants as a refrigerant. 

A test unit installed in a car 
is said to have dropped the 
vehicle's inside temperature 
from 107 degrees to 72 degrees 
in less than two minutes. 

The manufacturer, Rovac 
Corp., says units that work on 
the same principle can be 
applied to home and commer¬ 
cial air-conditioning. 

Thomas C. Edwards, compa¬ 
ny president, said prototypes 


are being tested, and models 
are being developed to use in 
mass production. 

Edwards said the natural air 
systems can be much smaller 
than conventional window and 
central air units, and should 
reduce the original equipment 
cost to the manufacturer by at 
least one third. 

The manufacturer said the 
new units kill bacteria and 
purify the air as it is recir¬ 
culated. He also anticipates 
using similar equipment to 
heat and defrost car systems, 
and for temperature control of 
delicate electrical components 
in military aircraft. 


THE AMERICAN DREAM LIVES ON 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Tough 
times economically haven’t 
changed the American dream 
of the good life 
In a survey, the Institute of 
Life Insurance asked people 
between the ages of 14 and 25 to 
rank items according to their 
essential needs of the future. 

Home ownership led the list. 
Next in order of preference 
were a pension plan, a savings 
account of at least $5,000, life 
insurance totaling at least 
$50,000, a college education, a 
new car, an air-conditioned 


home, opportunities for travel 
abroad, a stereo system, a 
master's degree, a color TV set 
and a dishwasher. 

The Institute, which has been 
surveying young people for five 
years, says there is a trend 
toward more conventional life¬ 
style preferences. 

Forty-three per cent of the 
teenagers and young men 
questioned in the survey in 1974 
predicted that they would be 
executives or professionals 
within 15 years. Only 34 per 
cent made that forecast in 1970.

LINCOLN, N.H. (UPI) - 
They trekked to the mountains 
looking for .relief from the 95 
degree heat. Instead, they 
found six Vermont fiddlers on 
top of Loon Mountain paying 
"Jingle Bells" while two gray- give a substantial competitive 
haired ladies danced the polka advantage to the more ex- 


namese approach. Hanoi 
Polytechnic Institute, built 
during the war with Russian 
aid, would seem familiar in 
basic organization to a student 
at MIT or CalTech. 

With typical Vietnamese 
eclecticism, Buu proposes to 
combine the best aspects of 
these various systems into a 
new, indigenous approach, “bi¬ 
lateral accommodation" and 
"smooth interpenetration" 
were some of the phrases he 
used to describe how the 
process might work. 

Even before the final for¬ 
mula has been devised, 
educational institutions closed 
by the war have been 
reopened. For example, Hue 
University was back in 
operation by April 14th, and the 
medical and pharmacy 
faculties in Saigon reopened in 
June, barely a month after the 
end of the war. 

While a few teachers fled 
with the departing South 
Vietnamese officials, almost 
all, according to Buu, are 
fitting in well with the new 
system, and are actively 
seeking guidance in making 
the accommodation. This is 
especially important since the 
student body, previously 
limited to the privileged 
classes, will now include many 
peasants and workers, for 
whom new educational 
techniques will have to be 
introduced. 

Buu believes that equality of 
educational opportunity has 
already been widely im¬ 
plemented in the North, 
through improvement of rural 
secondary schools, through 
extensive adult education 
programs, and by giving 
preference in university ad¬ 
missions to those with some 
work or military service ex¬ 
perience. 

This year, approximately 35 
to 40 per cent of the 10,000 
students to be admitted to 
universities in the North will 
have such work experience. 
Since there will be about 80,000 
applications in all, this will

Barring the heat, t( was a 
typical summer day In lincoln, 
N.H., as President Elsen¬ 
hower’s one-time right'kind 
man, Sherman Adams, distils 
darnedest to earn a dollar 
keep some townspeople ei 
ployed year round at his Loon 
Mountain ski resort. 

At the foot of the mountain a 
steam engine was hauling 
children to a playground near 
the East Branch of the 
Pemigewasset River, two pot¬ 
ters were taking turns running 
the wheel and sitting In a cool 
pool In the river, a silversmith 
was working on modem choke 
collars, Mrs. Helen Learned 
was painting boxes and trays in 
the style her ancestors favored 
before the American Revolu¬ 
tion, and Mrs. Sherman Adams 
was showing the tourists how to 
paint on glass in two styles. 

That was the weekend at the 
start of this month when, 
during northern New 
England's worst heat wave in 
decades, tens of thousads of 
tourists and area residents 
rushed to the White Mountains 
in search of cool, mountain 
breezes. But they didn't find 
much relief from record 
temperatures. 

Marketing Director Gene 
McMasters said Loon is 
averaging 1,200 visitom a day 
this summer — up 25 per cent 
from the prvlous best. 

He said for the first time 
known, Lincoln and Woodstock 
motels are full every night, 


perienced applicants. 

Yet, Buu is all for flexibility, 
and definitely rejects the 
Chinese model of requiring 


work experience prior to ad¬ 
mission to the university. 
Especially gifted or critically 
needed students should not, he 
feels, be held to that require¬ 
ment. 

There are as yet no post¬ 
graduate training centers in 
Vietnam for work leading to 
the Ph.D. or equivalent degree. 
During the war, it was the 
practice to send promising 
students abroad, especially to 
the Socialist countries of 
eastern Europe, for such 
training. In 1969, theere were 
about 12,000 such students 
abroad; the number IS now 
down to about 7,000 and Buu 
expects it to go even lower as 
centers for such training 
develop in Vietnam. But he 
also looks forward to the time 
when some promising can¬ 
didates can be sent too western 
Europe and even the United 
States, especially for training 
in science and technology. 

Can the United States play a 
role in the postwar educational 
reconstruction of Vietnam? 
Like Prime Minister Pham 
Van Dong, noted surgeon Ton 
That Tung and other offcials I 
interviewed, Buu insists that 
the Vietnamese do not hate, 
and in fact in many ways ad¬ 
mire Americans. Under proper 
conditions, he would be glad to 
receive American aid. Gifts of 
books and scientific equip¬ 
ment, lectures and seminars 
by visiting specialists and ex¬ 
change by communication are 
possible and desirable im¬ 
mediately. 

Exchanges of teachers and 
students are not desirable or 
possible now, but may be 
within two or three years, after 
reunification of North and 
South have been accomplished, 
and after major educational 
patterns have been firmly 
charted. 

Since American science and 
technology had been so exten- - 
sively employed for destruc¬ 
tive purposes all over Vietnam, 
Buu believes it would be 
uniquely appropriate for 
groups of scientists to lend 
their talents to the recon¬ 
struction efforts now under 
way. In the light of President 
Ford’s and Henry Kissinger’s 
stated opposition to any such 
official aid, assistance would 
have to be unofficial and 
“people to people." The joint 
project of the Scientists’ Insti¬ 
tute for Public Information and 
the Society for Social 
Responsibility in Science was, 
he felt, an appropriate model. 
But he is neither doctrinaLre 
nor proud in this matter. 

Buu will accept any ap¬ 
propriate aid iven in good faith, 
confident that the future will 
bring a normalization of rela¬ 
tions between his country and 
the United States. "Then," he 
says, his eyes lighting up, “the 
vast wealth and power of the 
United States can really be 
focussed on the job of 
rebuilding our underdeveloped 
and battered country."

Mrs. Adams is by her 
husband's side at work because 
he likes her here, and because 
she has something to con¬ 
tribute. She is a painter and a 
noted rugmaker - she spent 
years making the staircase 
runner for their home which 
tells, a panel at a time, her 
husband's life story. 

She thought up the pottery. 
She found blacksmith John 
lindecky in Pennsylvania and 


persuaded him to come north. 
She persuaded Mrs. Learned, a 
lifelong friend, to work 12 to 15 
hours a day on tin and wood 
painting for an Early Ameri- 
candecoratlve arts shop and 
she puts on glass painting 
shows to amuse the tourists. 

It’s something her father, 
Edward E. White, taught her in 
Belmont, Vt. There are two 
types of glass painting, opaque 
and tinsel. Both are done on the 
reverse side of the glass. 
Opaque is done with solid color 
paints, tinsel with transparent 
paints through which you can 
catch the glitter of crumpled 
foil mounted between the glass 
and the backing of the painting. 

For tinsel painting, Mrs. 
Adams picks an attractive 
design, perhaps a rose from a 
birthday card sent by a 
grandchild. She traces the 
outline on glass in India ink, 
fills in tlie background in 
opaque color, usually white or 
black, then starts applying 
layers of see-through color for 
the design. More layers make a 
darker hue. Finally the glass is 
flipped over and mounted in a 
frame with some depth, to 
allow space for the crumpled 
foil behind the dear paint. 

In the 19th century, tinsel 
painting was considered a 
commercial enterprise in 
Europe and a nice, ladylike 
pastime in the United States, 
she said.

Newton Symphony announces auditions

"Sizwe Banzi Is Dead” is a stunning and 
powerful dramatic satire of oppressed life 
in apartheid South Africa. 

In Afrikaan, "apartheid" means 
"apartness,” in this case between blacks 
and whites, since 1884, black South 
Africans have had to carry on their person 
a passbook. The passbook contains the 
person's name, address, employment, and 
various restrictions. 

Inability to produce the book, incorrect 
entries, lack of necessary permits, can 
mean immediate arrest. Blacks can only 
live in the urban (white) areas when he is 
willing to minister to the needs of the white 
man and must leave when he ceases to do 
so. Four million whites occupy six- 
sevenths of the country, while the 15 
million Africans are supposed to belong to 
the "Bantu Homelands." 

The government and most white South 
Africans treat the blacks as labor units, 
temporary sojourners, aliens in the land of 
their birth, or as the Deputy Minister of 
Justice put it in 1969' "surplus ap¬ 
pendages.” 

Under the Master and Servant Acts, 
African workers are bound to their em¬ 
ployers and may be prosecuted for 
desertion, neglect of duties, in¬ 
subordination, etc. There is a total em¬ 
bargo on the entry of African women into 
the urban areas which means that many 
wives and children are separated from 
their working men who are allowed to live 
there. 

"I want to say at once that ‘urban Bantu’ 
is not really a correct concept; it should 
actually be ‘Bantu in the White Area’,” 
said the Deputy Minister of Bantu 
Administration and Development in 1973. 
"Sizwe Banzi Is Dead" is about two of 
these "Bantu in the White Area.” 

The first part of the play consists of a 
monologue by Styles (John Kani), a Bantu 
who worked for seven years.on the 
assembly line of the Ford Motor Company 
in South Africa. 

He begins by humorously commenting 
on headlines in the newspaper and various 
well-known political figures, then proceeds 
to tell of the conditions and frustrations of 
a black working in South Africa. He 
sparkles as he tells of the momentous visit 
to his factory by Henry Ford II, and deals 
a touch of irony when describing how the 
white bosses for once were "playing our 
roles" by totally kowtowing to Henry Ford 
II and making every possible effort to 
please him and impress him during his 
visit. 

But now Styles is a photographer and 
has set up his own photography shop. He 
tends his customers. 

The second part of the play (there is no 
intermission) concerns a Bantu, Sizwe 
Banzi (Winston Ntshona), who has been 
restricted from entering the White Area 
but desires to remain there despite the 
prohibitive stamp in his passbook. At the 
home of a friend, Buntu, (John Kani), 
Banzi tries to find a way to stay. 


"Sizwe Banzi Is Dead” is a play devised 
by Athol Fugard, John Kani, and Winston 
Ntshona. Fugard Ls a white South African 
and the director. Kani and Ntshona are 
blacks who are technically, in order to 
leave South Africa, household employees 
of Fugard. 

The play brings to attention the situation 
of unfortunate human beings in South 
Africa and the conditions under which they 
are forced to live. 

As for the direction of Athol Fugard, 
nothing need more be said than to say it is 
flawless. Special mention must also be 
awarded to the lighting of Ronald Wallace 
which definitely adds to the effect of the 
actors. 

The performers make their point, and it 
really strikes home. Empathy is rampant 
between the actors and the audience. 

Sizwe Banzi asks, "Am I not a man?" He 
wants to be treated as such, and not in the 
manner of a subhuman. The logic is 
embarrassingly evident. 

Even the least compassionate people 
will be stirred by the performances. John 
Kani is remarkable as Styles. He 
humorously tells of the working conditions 
on the Ford assembly line, but at the same 
time Kani unmistakeably conveys his 
sense of indignation and dismal 
frustration. 

As Buntu, a Bantu who assists Sizwe 
Banzi in his dilemma, Kani is also ex¬ 
cellent. Survival means to beat the whites 
at their own game, which is what Buntu 
and Banzi set out to do. Winston Ntshona is 
superb in the title role. The character's 
thought process is clearly visible due to 
Ntshona's phenomenal acting. With the 
help of Bunu, Banzi realizes what his 
course of action must be. As he says his 
final line at the end of the play, one will be 
overcome by a sense of admiration. 

Both actors present their characters 
believably, and are perfectly splendid. 
Better acting will not be found anywhere. 

Yet, one senses that their performances 
are secondary to them, compared with the 
message that is being conveyed. These 
aren't just two actors playing mere fic¬ 
tional characters. Lani and Ntshona were 
bom and raised in South Africa. They are 
playing real people in a real situation. 

"Sizwe Banzi Is Dead” is more than an 
evening’s entertainment. It is a crusade. It 
is not a play where one has to search for 
underlying symbolism and meaning. The 
message IS the play. 

No one seeing it leaves the theatre 
daydreaming. Their thoughts are riveted 
upon the plight of the oppressed South 
Africans, Kani and Ntshona stand un¬ 
smiling for their curtain call. They will not 
return despite a long lasting standing 
ovation. After all, they did not come to 
merely entertain. 

"Sizwe Banzi Is Dead" is an astounding 
play, and certainly deserved its Tony 
award. It is in repertory with “The Island” 
at the Charles Playhouse, Warrenton 
Street, downtown Boston through the end 
of September.

Four preliminary elections Sept. 30 


For the first time in the city's history, 
there is no mayoral race in the biennial 
municipal election. 

The four-year mayoral term, which 
began in 1974, coupled with only four 
preliminaries among the 32 School 
Committee and aldermanic contests, 
makes many fear that voter turnout may 
be extremely light at the Sept. 30 
preliminary election. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, predicted 
this week that not more 20 percent of the 
registered voters will go to the polls. 


Every voter is entitled to vote for all 
aldermcn-at-large, the ward alderman 
from his particular ward, and all School 
Committee members. 

The preliminaries are being held in 
Wards 7 and 8 for ward alderman, Ward 4 
for two aldermen-at-large, and Ward 3 for 
School Committee. 

A preliminary is required when there 
arc more than double the number of 
candidates for the number of seats. In 
Ward 4, for example, there are six can¬ 
didates for the two alderman-at-large 
positions. 


In Wand 4, preliminary Candidates for 
alderman-at-large are Sheila Famese, 
Nick Nardone, Priscilla Leith, Ronald 
Budge, and John F. Stewart. All in¬ 
cumbent seats have been vacated. 

Theodore Scafidi's name will appear on 
the ballot, but he has announced his in¬ 
tention not to continue his candidacy and 
not to serve if elected. 

It is too late, Licarie said, to remove the 
name from the ballot for either the 
preliminary or the final election. 

If Scafidi should be elected, he would 
have to be sworn in as an alderman-at- 
large and then submit his resignation. A 


special election would have to follow, 
according to the city charter. 

In Ward 7, preliminary candidates 
Nicholas Kyriakos, incumbent David 
Cohen, and Kenneth Daniels are vying for 
the ward alderman post. 

In Ward B, Robert Stiller, Rhoda 
Davidow, Cynthia Creem and Teresa 
Walsh are running for Ward 8 aldermen.

Teachers to get 15% 
raise over two years 


Newton teachers will receive a 7.5 
percent pay increase by the end of this 
school year in accordance with a-n 
agreement reached with the School 
Committee at 3:15 a.m. Wednesday. 

The two-year contract gives teachers a 5 
percent raise retroactive to Sept, l.with an 
additional 2.5 percent in February, 1976. In 
September, 1976, they will receive a cost- 
of-living increase not exceeding 7 percent. 

Principals, psychologists, social 
workers, and program coordinators will 
receive a lump sum of $1,100 this year and 
up to a 7 percent cost-of-living increase 
next year. 

The contract also will restore sab¬ 
baticals starting in January. 

Dorothy Reichard, negotiator for the 
School Committee, said the cost of the 
settlement will not exceed the additional 
$1.55 million (6.5 percent) in the school 
budget for salary increases. 

Before the second year increases are 
granted, the School Committee and the 
Newton Teachers' Association will have to 


reach an agreement on how to allow -for a 
reduction in force of the teaching staff. 

A committee with aa equal number of 
representatives from each side will be 
formed soon to work out a job security 
clause that was stalling the negotiations. 

Under the settlement a first-year 
teacher with a bachelor's degree will 
receive $9,840 by the end of this school 
year. Next year a beginning teacher will 
receive $10,529. 

Teachers also receive an annual step 
increase each year they teach which 
amounts to about $500 per year. 

The step increases are only given for up 
to 13 years at one training level. The four 
training levels are bachelor's, master’s, 
master's degree plus one year, and doc¬ 
torate degree. 

Each additional degree level amounts to 
about an extra $1,000. 

Newton Teacher Association President 
Joan Warner said Wednesday, “It's the 
best that we could get. I think the teachers 
were hoping for more." 


According to one source involved in the 
negotiations, the teachers were offered a 
straight raise of 7.5 percent in February, 
but turned the offer down. If they had 
accepted it, the School Committee could 
lave put that much money in the budget 
for a raise. 

According to Ms. Warner, the School 
Committee agreed Wednesday morning to 
drop proposed changes in the contract that 
would cut into sick leave and personal 
days. 


Ms. Warner said teachers will continue 
their job action of not participating in 
unpaid activities until the NTA ratifies the 
contract, which may be Oct. 2. 

The teachers began that action two 
weeks ago after the first session with 
factfinder William Fallon. Ms. Warner 
claimed the action made parents support a 
settlement, but one teacher and School 
Committee members denied it had any 
effect on the school process. 


Chapter 766 takes its toll in services, Fink says

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink told the School 
Committee Monday that 
services ave been cut to meet 
the req uirements of Chapter 
766. 

In his annual report to the 
Committee, Fink reported that 
80 percent of the time of the 
psychological staff is spent 
performing tests and filling out 
forms to comply with the 
special education law. 

The School Committee also 
sent an oral message to the 
Board of Aldermen asking for 
speedy approval of the Finance 
Conunittee of the funds to 
convert the old F. A. Day 
Junior High into an ad¬ 
ministration headquarters. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
said Tuesday he delivered the 


message to Board President 
Eliot Cohen, Public Buildings 

- - Committee Chairman 
Edward Richmond, Finance 
Committee Vice Chairman 
Wendell Bauckman, and City 
Solicitor Howard Levine. 

The mayor said Tuesday he 
added his concern to the 
message and feels the aider- 
men will deal with the request 
soon. 

Before delivering his speech 
on the state of the schools 
Superintendent Fink an¬ 
nounced that seven preschool 
handicapped children will be 
starting in a class at Peabody 
School Oct. 1. 

The area office of the state 
Department of Mental Health 
used to run a special nursery 
program for the children in the 
basement of an Auburndale 
church, but the program was 


eliminated by the 10 percent 
cut in the department's budget. 

Fink estimated that half of a 
teacher position will be needed 
for the children, two of whom 
are from out-of-town. The half- 
position will cost about $7,000, 
and the Department of Mental 
Health will pay the estimated 
$2,500 cost for a part-time aide. 

Currently the city does not 
have to pay the state for 
educating these children. 
Under Chapter 766 cities 
usually have to pay the agency 
that educates children outside 
the system, but this is a prog 
ram that was exempt from that 
cost. 

No tuition rate has been set 
yet for the two youngsters from 
Wellesley and Weston. 

Ed Sahatjian, director of the 
area mental health office, and 
John Cullinane, director of 
special education in Newton, 


both agreed that the children 
would be better treated in 
Neulon which allows mobility 
for special needs children and 
offers speech and musical 
therapy. 

In his annual address Fink 
stressed that Chapter 766 has 
caused the school system many 
financial and public relation 
problems, but overall is a very 
good law in what it does for the 
children. 

Although the state did not 
provide any extra funding for 
the new law, it did require 
school committees to provide 
more services than whatever 
they felt was "within budget 
restraints'" Fink said. 

Besides burdensome 
paperwork, the law has raised 
false hopes of parents who 
think the problems of their 
children will be swept away in 
two years under the new law. 


The superintendent, 
speaking from notes that he 
had prepared, pointed out the 
cost of the law when he said 54 
children in residential daycare- 
facilities cost taxpayers 
$190,000. 

One positive change in the 
schools caused by the law is a 
three-year plan to convert the 
special education classes in 
each school into resource 
rooms. Currently four junior 
high schools and 11 elementary 
schools have made the change, 
with a teacher to staff each 
room. 

He reported that in the entire 
school system, 7.4 percent of 
the elementary population is 
taking part in learning 
disability programs, 5.9 per¬ 
cent of the junior high 
population, and 2 percent at the 
high schools. 

Since he came to Newton 


about five years ago, Fink said 
the learning disabilities budget 
has grown from $35,000 to 
$500,000. 

In trying to cut the cost of 
tutoring so many students 
individually, the School 
Department has been 
trainiclassroom teachers to 
deal with the students. 

Not only would this be less 
expensive, but it would help the 
confidence of the individual 
child, Fink said, who would not 
be reminded that he or she had 
a special problem. 

In the area of parent 
education, the superintendent 
felt it hasn't kept up with the 
progress made in the regular 
schools, but the adult education 
program will be making 
changes.

17-apartment building approved for Newtonville 


After some behind-the- 
scenes and hallway 
maneuvering, the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night 
granted permissive use for the 
construction of a 17-unit 
apartment house at 931 
Washington St 

The original petition was for 
19 units and as such was passed 
by the Land Use Committee by 
a 5-2 vote, despite protests 
from several neighbors in the 
area. 

The site of the apartments is 
between Ixiwell and Brooks 
Avenues. 

T he strongest opponent of 
the apartment house was Aid. 
T erry Morris, who feared that 
the granting of permission will 
artificially inflate the value of 
other land in the area that is 
now zoned Residence E, as the 
land in question is’ but oc¬ 
cupied by single- and two- 
family houses. 

He feels that there will be 
pressure put on the owners of 
those properties to sell the land 
nr demolish their houses and 
use the land to the highest 
density possible. 

An amendment offered by 
Aid. Joseph McDonnell, 
chairman of the I .and Use 
Committee, reduced the 


number of units from 19 to 17, 
and decreased the number of 
parking spaces needed. The 
parking will be underground. 

Neighbors had opposed the 
project on the grounds that 
there would be increased 
traffic on Brooks Avenue, but 
most aldermen did not agree 
with that position. 

According to McDonnell's 
amendment the two two- 
bedroom apartments to be 


leased to the Housing Authority 
for the its leased housing 
program will be changed to one 
for family housinq and one for 
housing the elderly. 

Aid. Alan Barkin opposed the 
reduction in size. The loss of 
two units would make no dif¬ 
ference in traffic or anything 
else, he said. If the apartment 
house is too big, it should not be 
there at all, he added. 

The vote of the Board was 18- 


3 in favor, with Aid. Wendell 
Bauckman, Morris and Susan 
Schur opposed. 

The petition to convert a 
Chestnut Hill mansion to a 
four-family building was 
denied without prejudice by the 
Board, which left the way open 
for Henry Hornblower II, 
owner of the property at 100 
Essex Rd. to apply for per¬ 
mission with a new plan. 

Outright denial would have 


prevented him from sub¬ 
mitting a different plan until a 
year had elapsed. 

The conversion was sought 
under a new ordinance 
allowing conversion of a large 
property with enough land to 
allow the number of square 
feet per dwelling unit required 
by the zoning ordinances. 

The purpose of the or¬ 
dinance, which is only a few 
months old and has met with 


lack of success so far, is to help 
save the large old houses in the 
city. 

Hornblower reportedly is 
contemplating asking per¬ 
mission to divide the house into 
two parts now. In the face of 
the neighbors’ and aldermanic 
opposition, which may be 
irreversible, Hornblower lias

Mann said he would like to see 
some kind of housing built 
there. 

Mann said he is basically in 
favor of Perini's propasal to 
build a 00,000-sq. ft. office 
building. 

The office building will be 
presented at a public hearing 
Oct. 14 before the aldermanlc 
land Use Committee. 

The mayor has asked the 
Conservation Commission to 
sign the preliminary ap¬ 
plication for reimbursement by 
the DNR, and said the plan 
developed by the con¬ 
servationists will be "the basis 
fo the development of this area 
when it is acquired by the 
city.”

Two-term incumbent David 
Cohen will be challenged in a 
run-off next Tuesday by two 
candidates for the Ward 7 
alderman's post. 

The challengers arc Kenneth

Daniels explained that he is 
running because he decided it 
Is simple "to sit on the sidelines 
and complain, but much 
harder to actually get in¬ 
volved." 

Revaluation spurred 
Kyriakos to run. 

"When we got a tax bill for 
almost $3,000, my blood 
boiled," he . declared. 

Aid. Cohen said simply that 
he would like to have the op¬ 
portunity to "finish what I've 
started.” 

"It was almost an automatic 
thing," the alderman said. 
.“Now iflwere not to run, I’d 
leave loose ends." 

Revaluation figured 
prominently in all three can¬ 
didates’ assessments of what 
concerns voters in Ward 7. 

Daniels observed that 


because there are a lot of older 
homes in the area, revaluation 
has had a great impact. 

The candidate recommends 
that the appeal processes at the 
local and state levels be better 
publicized so that all citizens 
will be aware of their rights. 
He also recommends the city 
investigate the possibility of 
implementing new abatements 


and expanding some existing 
abatements to help people who 
will not be able to afford 
revaluation. 

"We do not want to force a 
group of people out of the city 
because they could not have 
anticipated this situation,' 
Daniels said. 

Kyriakos suggested the city 
explore the possibilities of

getting a constitutional 
amendment to change the 
assessment process. He also 
said he feels implementation of 
revaluation in Newton should 
be held up until all cities and 
towns in Massachusetts have 
completed the process. 

"1 also think it should have 
been fought more vigorously to 
begin with,” the candidate 
said. "I would have gone the 
route of using the city 
assessors and hiring local real 
estate people to do the 
revaluation." 

Aid. Cohen also described the 
Ward 7 reaction as "largely 
unfavorable" to revaluation, 

He suggested the city seems 
to be heading toward a policy 
of making it difficult for people 
to keep large, older homes as 
sinqle-family homes. 

"If that is going to be the 
policy," he said, "it's going to 
be an unwise one."

"A lot of people feel taxes 
don't have to be so high, and I 
agree with them. I want to ask’

penditures." 

Budge sees ways to save 
money through reorganization 
of the city’s operating 
departments and feels that the 
School Committee "could have 
lopped off $3 million to $5 
million from its budget." 


“We have to hold the tax rate 
— people are gett ing 
squeezed. The 6 percent in¬ 
crease is not too bad, but 
there's room to do more." 

Budge feels the the aldermen 
"have a duty to scream” about 
the ratio of professional per¬ 
sonnel to pupils in the public 
schools. He says that if the 
ratio were raised from 1:12 to 
1:16 the schools could save $3 
million. “The aldermen should 
make the public aware of this 
and take the School Committee 
to task publicly.” 


Budge would not be opposed 
to the Perini plan for an office 
building for the south-side 
parcel of Norumbega 
"provided there is not sub¬ 
stantial neighborhood op¬ 
position.” 

Regarding declining 
enrollment in the schools, 
Budge wants consideration 
given to closing a junior high 
school instead of elementary 
echools. He says the school 
administration asked only how 
much money could be saved by 
closing and did not think of the 


effects on property values in 
the neighborhoods. 

Budge would be interested in 
serving on the Finance, Land 
Use, or Public Works com¬ 
mittees, the latter because “I 
see six men working when two 
could do the job."

Will the turnout in next week's 
preliminary election really be 20 percent of 
the electorate? 

This seems to be the major fear of 
elected officials we have been talking to 
recently. Will a fraction of the electorate 
be allowed to decide who governs in New¬ 
ton? 

That's up to you . 

There is a preliminary election next 
Tuesday in Newton. Appearing on the 
ballot citywide will be the at-large can¬ 
didates for Ward 4 alderman and the can¬ 
didates for School Committee in Ward 3. 

Wards 7 and 8 will, in addition, have 
ward aldermen contests. 

Now, you voters in Wards 1, 2. 5, 6, pay 
attention. Don't forget you have a voice in 
this election too. Ward 4 and Ward 3 will be 
on your ballots Tuesday. 

We noted that the preliminary turnout in 
Boston this week was estimated at about 35 
percent. That was, we were told, Boston’s 
lowest turnout. 

Newton officials estimate 20 percent of 
our electorate will go to the polls. 

What does that say about the voters in 
Newton? 

We will be returning with the same 
message for the general election in 
November. 

It's the same message we deliver every 
time there is an election. 

Go out and vote. Know the candidates.

Remember what Mr. Wyman or Mr.

Help your side, whatever it may be, to 
win. 

Security at fault? 

Within seventeen days, just two and a 
half weeks. President Gerald Ford has 
been the target of an assassination 
attempts. Both attempts happened in 
California, and both were perpetrated 
by women.

and security by his Secret Service agents 
and in this case by the San Francisco 
police. 

A civilian, in Monday’s incident, helped 
thwart the assailant's bullet, but there is no 
way that security could have been much 
tighter, without sealing the President in 
the Oval office for four years.

The House Ways and Means Committee reported a 
budget of $2.79 billion last week. If that budget is passed In 
its present form, it will result in a deficit of $230 million. 

The leadership of the House and Senate has decided to 
have a tax package considered simultaneously with the 
budget. 

As a member of the Taxation Committee of the State 
legislature, I have been faced with making policy decisions 
relative to the means by which the monies are raised to pay 
for any deficit. 

Given the severe economic crisis the Commonwealth 
faces today, together with the almost 14 percent unem¬ 
ployment factor, it Ls very difficult to propose a tax in¬ 
crease. Serious thought is being given to bonding the deficit 

The governor’s budget carried with it a deficit of more 
than S700 million. The proposed Ways and Means budget of 
with a $230 million deficit was arrived at after substantial 


cuts in programs such as the Office for Children and tjie 
Dept, of Mental Health 

An additional cut of $230 million from the Ways and 
Means proposal would result in an even more substantial 
reduction in state services, additional lay-offs and in¬ 
creased unemployment. 

The Ways and Means budget provides for the elimination 
of 1500 state jobs and recommends that state reim¬ 
bursements to cities and towns for the future be frozen at 
the present level of $180 million. 

Keeping in mind what the Ways and Means proposal

The calculated charade of 
Nelson Rockefeller 


WASHINGTON — Chris Jorgensen went 
to Denmark and became Christine 
Jorgensen; Nelson Rockefeller went South 
and became Adam Smith. 

The Vice President said his swing 
through Dixie was merely a visit to show 
Southern Republicans that he doesn’t have 
horns. But Rocky's trip was much, much 
more. 

It was a calculated charade designed to 
convince the most conservative wing of his 
party that not only is he no longer the 
Devil, but from their point of view, he has 
been gloriously transmogrified into the 
Angel of Fiscal Responsibility, complete 
with halo, harp and wings. 

High on the scent of magnolia blossoms, 
the Vice President did everything but put 
on a sheet and burn a cross. He expressed 
his "respect" for his "old friend" George 
Wallace, a man whose support he urged 
Richard Nixon to reject in 1968 because the 
Alabama governor was a “racist." 

He attacked “welfare cheats,” labeled 
himself a believer in “states’ rights," and 
criticized busing. But Rocky’s most 
vehement assaults were reserved for Big 
Government. 

Calling for a return to fiscal respon¬ 
sibility and free enterprise, the Vice 
President declared in no uncertain terms 
that government has overpromised, 
overspent, and underdelivered at every 
level. 

“Telling it like it is," Rocky apologized 
for any role he played in the growth of 
government while he was governor of New 
York. The time has come, he said, for a 
"fundamental reevaluation” aimed at 
ending the “drift to centralized govern¬ 
ment and bureaucracy.” 

In an address to the National Federation 


Commentary by John D. Lofton, Jr. 

of Republican Women in Dallas, the Vice 
President declared: “We’ve got to face the 
hard reality that we can't go on spending 
money we don't have. If we go on, we're 
going to destroy society.” 

But has Nelson Rockefeller really 
changed Big Government-wise? His 
record as Vice President shows that the 
answer is: no, he hasn’t. 

Presently being drafted for President 
Ford's 1976 State of the Union message are 
plans by Rocky’s Domestic Council 
dealing with welfare reform and national 
health insurance. 

Rejected last year by the President 
because they were too expensive, 
Rockefeller aide Jim Cannon says these 
programs might be vetoed again by Mr. 
Ford, but they "are not dead yet" 

Knight newspaper reporter Bob Boyd 
writes that the size, scope and price tag of 
the Vice President's proposals "reflect 
Rockefeller’s expansive concept of 
government." 

Rocky has said that he still believes that 
all welfare should be federalized because 
he thinks public assistance programs are 
“properly and directly a federal govern¬ 
ment concern." So much for states' rights. 

But the biggest Big Government 
boondoggle envisioned by the Vice 
President is something called ERFCO - 
the Energy Resources Finance Cor¬ 
poration. 

This bureaucratic behemoth could 
provide up to $120 billion in government 
loans and loan guarantees, grants and 
other kinds of financing to make the 
United States independent of foreign 
energy sources. 

Resembling his disastrous creation as 
governor - New York State’s Urban 
Development Corporation, which came 


perilously close to financial collapse 
earlier this year - ERF CO has been 
severely criticized by the head of 
President Ford’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, Alan Greenspan. 

In an internal memo, Greenspan says 
the primary objection to ERFCO is that it 
would be "virtually unconstrained in its 
operations” and “there are realistically no 
limits to the types of projects it can assist, 
and virtually no limits as to the kind and 
amount of assistance it can offer." 

Greenspan also fears that ERFCO 
would create “a large potential for 
real or perceived corrupt practices" 
because there is no clear criteria for the 
level of risk the corporation would assume. 
The failure of a specified rate of interest 
for individual firms makes the concern 
about the political use of ERFCO "more 
serious," he says. 

The President's chief economic adviser 
is also bothered that ERFCO would be 
empowered to enter as a principal into a 
very broad spectrum of economic activity 
in competition with private enterprise, 
notwithstanding the vague admonitions to 
the contrary outlined in the section of the 
draft legislation stating the corporation's 
purpose. 

So much for a return to free enterprise. 

So taken with the new Rockefeller was 
South Carolina GOP Chairman Edgar 
Weldon, that he bubbles: "If he says things 
you believe in, how can you say the guy's 
off base?” 

Well, it’s easy, Ed. Just like with all 
politicians, you watch what Rocky does, 
not what he says. And when you do this, it’s 
clear that not only is he off base, he's still 
way out in left field where he’s always 
been.

Don't mail your 
postal service complaints

Heard the latest about the post office? 
They're inviting us to put our gripes on a 
post card and MAIL it to the postal ser¬ 
vice. 

How's that for an exercise in blind faith? 

We have enough trouble getting a letter 
across town. What's to convince us a post 
card would ever find its way to 
Washington? 

Nevertheless, it's the latest brainchild of 
Postmaster Benjamin Bailar, who has 
begun to catch on that the public might be 
less than enchanted with the way his 
carriers slog through rain, snow, sleet, etc. 

Maybe he’s even heard about that route 
in California where residents have 
discovered tliat a rainy day means their 
chances of getting any mail are, at best, 
iffy. 

Anyway, he’s out to woo us with an offer 
to listen to our complaints and 


suggestions. And it’s no coincidence that 
his sudden concern coincides with his 
request for a 100-per-cent increase in 
federal funds. 

The postal service, which is supposed to 
be self-supporting, is something like $2.5 
billion in the hole. It can’t make ends meet 
on its alloted $920 million a year subsidy, 
Mr. Bailar says, and he wants Congress to 
double its annual handout to $ 1.8 billion. 
Just to tide him over for "two or three 
years.” 

Getting the money out of the boys on the 
Hill isn't what worries him. Congress is so 
terrified it might have to go back to run¬ 
ning the mail it’s willing to pay almost 
anything. (In fact, the House is con¬ 
sidering a bill that would give the postal 
service an increase of $1.7 billion, $800 
million more than Mr. Bailar is asking 
for.) 


But he's pretty sure the folks out there 
aren’t going to take kindly to doubling the 
ante for mail service that some customers 
call "post office roulette." (That's one of 
the nicer things they say about it.) 
Especially when it’s going to cost them 13 
cents per letter after Christmas 
Even Mr. Bailar admits postal per¬ 
formance hasn't gone up as fast as the 
rates. But he things there's been "modest 
old buddy, things really get interesting.)

Third, Metco is a voluntary 
busing program. Although the

While 
Boston must bear the brunt of 
desegregation, the suburbs are 
not forced to bus their children. 

Fourth, think of the long 
range results of the Metco 
program.

Fifth, our children are 
benefiting from the program 
also.

To the Editor: 

The footpath around the 
Chestnut Hill reservoir is ideal 
for jogging because of its 
generally pleasant surroun¬ 
dings and the flat surface of 
medium gravel, which is much 
easier on one's feet than 
concrete. 

When I was able to use this 
facility, I managed to do so 
without becoming overly 
preoccupied In acculating 
statistical data on how many 
beer cans were strewn about 
and how many dogs and 
humans abusing this area by 
bathing. 

No question there were too 
many beer cans, too many 
dogs, and too much of 
something else related to dogs, 
but still not enough to diminish 
my pleasure in being able to 
run in this secluded area. 

It reminded me of the 
Central Park reservoir in New 
York City, with the significant 
difference that I never felt a 


need to remain on a constant 
alert against muggers. 

As a matter of principle, 
therefore, I feel it was dead 
wrong to seal off this area from 
people who are intelligent 
enough to make good use of it 
for wholesome, inexpensive 
recreation, simply because the 
M.D.C. could not devise an 
alternate method for con¬ 
trolling an Influx of dogs and 
some of the beer guzzling 
humans who accompanied 
them. This is not the kind of 
problem that I would expect to 
find insoluble, if it were made 
part of my responsibility. 

I know it to be a fact that the 
closing was precipitated about 
three months ago by reason of 
the Boston papers running 
front page pictures of a group 
of dogs having an aquatic 
frolic. Although there was no 
question of an actual hazard to 
public health, the sight of dogs 
in one's drinking water tended 
to stimulate what might be 
referred to as the "Yecch!" 


syndrome, which can have a 
strong influence on public 
opinion. I advised the city 
editors as to what had hap¬ 
pened, and they expressed 
some distress at the apparent 
M.D.C. reaction. 

On the subject od dogs, I 
learned a long time ago that 
reasoned debate is just about 
as impossible as it would be on 
the matter of gun control. 
However, when public officials 
adopt the posture that, because 
dogs may not enjoy access to a 
certain facility, neither shall 
people, then it is possible to 
develop some misgivings about 
the human prospect for solving 
problems of far greater 
complexity. 

Notwithstanding such 
reservations, however, I 
hasten to add that I do not 
share the opinion of a previous 
correspondent of September 18 
that "the public is not as smart 
as the possum." He cited Pogo 
as a good example. I disagree; 


I think people are at least as 
smart, except for the few who 
are noted for showing more 
consideration for dogs than 
humans. Although Pogo is 
conceded to be a fine and 
original thinker, whom I have 
admired for over twenty-five 
years, I find his contribution to 
this problem somewhat less 
than helpful. 

Here we have a situation that 
calls, not for articulate 
possums, but for ad¬ 
ministrators with an un¬ 
distorted perspective on 
human needs and some 
technical training in the field of 
water supply. These 
qualifications should be 
combined with a capacity to 
withstand a panicky proclivity 
to play possum when con¬ 
fronted by a challenge 
from the free ex-

More on textbooks 


To the Editor: 

Two weeks ago, the Newton 
School Committee deliberately 
violated the Massachusetts 
Textbook Lending Law, 
Chapter 1196. 

This law states that school 
committees shall lend text¬ 
books to resident parents of 
private school students as long 
as such requests are made in 
writing to the school depart¬ 
ment. 

Last year, the School 
Committee turned down the 
requests of many parents, 
stating that it believed the law 
to be unconstitutional. The 


committee said it was awaiting 
an opinion from the attorney 
general of Massachusetts. 
When that opinion did come, 
the attorney general stated, 
unequivocally, that the law is 
constitutional, under both the 
Massachusetts and United 
States constitutions. 

With this opinion in hand, the 
majority of the members of the 
School Committee Sept. 8, 
knowing that the law says the 
"textbooks shall be loaned," 
stated that they, as non- 
lawyers, personally felt the law 
to be unconstitutional. They

further stated that they would 
vote against a motion to loan 
textbooks in Newton. Such a 
motion was made by Alvin 
Mandell, seconded by Henry 
Delicata. It was defeated. 

The majority of the School 
Committee members have 
made a mockery of our laws. 
Rep. Peter Harrington ha3 
stated "only the courts can 
determine whether or not a law 
is unconstitutional, not our 
School Committee.” 

The major point here is not 
whether the textbook loaning 
law is a good or bad law. The 
point is that it is the law, and 
our elected officials have a 
responsibility to a make sure 
all laws are upheld, not just the 
ones they want upheld. 


The vote, which Is in 
violation of the law, leads me to 
wonder whether the School 
Committee will adhere to other 
laws which I strongly support, 
such as Chapter 766 and 
Chapter 622, the sex 
discrimination in schools law. 

Many, people, over the last 
year, have stated our present 
School Committee is 
“autocratic" because it rarely 
responds to the cries of 
parents. Here is a case where 
the committee will not even 
abide by the laws of 
Massachusetts! 

Are these the kinds of men 
and women we want as our 
elected officials?

The proponents of this or¬

She says she Is concerned 
about the pressures to which 
Ward 4 is being subjected 
because of its location at the 
edge of the city. She opposes 
any rezoning of the Perinl- 
owned Norumbega land 
because of the potential 
creeping commercialism that 
could apartments follow, and 
advocates garden on the south- 
side parcel. 

Ms. I-eith would call for more 
low- and moderate-income 
housing, a regional resource 
recovery program, and 
acquisition and preservation of 
open space. 

Another major focus would 
be transportation. She has a 
plan for a loop bus serving 
Newton Highlands, Newton- 
vllle, Newton Center and 
Newton Comer’ which could 
decrease the use of 
automobiles. 

Ms. Leith has been active in 
many women's organizations, 
including the National 
Organization for Women 
(NOW), of which she is state 
treasurer. She is the co-founder 
of the Newton Women's 
Political Caucus and is a 
member of the steering 
committee of the 
Massachusetts Women's 
Political Caucus. 

In keeping with her concern 
about the rights of women, Ms. 
Ix-ith wants to see a "bona fide 
affirmative action plan" for 
employment of women in city 
government. 

Women are not considered 
for promotion at City Hall, Ms. 
Leith charges, and job 
openings in government are 
not advertised where women 
will see the notices. 

NicoloNardonc 
Nicolo Nardone has run 
twice before for a seat as 
alderman at large from Ward 4 
and came within 300 or so votes 
last time. 

He says he is running “to 
win” and would have as his 
main interest "working on 
taxes." 

Nardone is a supervisor for a 
large restaurant chain. 

As an alderman Nardone 
would be interested in the 
operation of the schools, where 
he thinks "$ 100,000 worth of 
equipment is going to waste." 
He also feels that teachers rely 
too much on teacher aides and 
—don't do enough of the teaching 
themselves. 

He feels strongly that the 
Towers at Chestnut Hill should 
have been built, so that the 
taxes to be derived from the 
property would be available to 
help decrease the tax rate. 

On a new library, Nardone 
says says, "Fix up the ones you 
have.” 

He believes Newton’s state 
representatives have let the 
city down. He characterizes 
them as single-issue people 
who don't care, for example, 
about the unemployment 
problem in Newton. 


Nardone as an alderman 
would like to set up a samll 
group of edvlsers, one from 
each section of the city, to let 
the him know “what the people 
really want." 

He also feels that a period of 
time at a each meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen should be 
scheduled so that members of 
the public attending the 
meetings can have a chance to 
speak or ask questions. 

He feels that the ward 
aldermen should devote more 
of their time to purely ward 
issues. 

John F. Stewart 

John Stewart's candidacy 
was "inevitable," he says, 
since wherever he has lived he 
has been involved in civic 
affairs. He is currently 
assistant director of the 
Kennedy library and has a 
background in service with the 
federal government in the 
Internal Revenue Service, the 
General Services 
Administration and the 
National Archives. 

Improvement in the quality 
of government and the 
elimination of inefficiences will 
be his main goal if he is elected 


an alderman. 

He says the school budget 
process is "not good," and that 
there is not enough effort mede 
to explain how both the school 
and municipal budgets are set 
up. 

This failure la a part of the a 
failure in communication 
between the government and 
the citizenry. 

Neighborhood associations 
and area councils could ask for 
presentations by the mayor, 
the Board of Aldermen, and the 
School Committee to explain 
the budgets to citizens. 

"So many people have a lack 
of confidence In, and are 
cynical about, government," 
he says. 

Stewart is concerned about 
the way land-use decisions are 
made in Newton, and ad¬ 
vocates serious looks at the 
need for more open space and 
housing. 

In regard to Norumbega, he 
is “not convinced" that an 
office building for the south- 
side parcel is the best use, but 
he Ls not completely against 
additional commercial 
development in the city.

systems, he asked, “What is 
important for kids to know? 
What should be the progression 
of what is taught? What w-ill 
connect with what kids learned 
before so they will continue the 
desire to learn?" 

Trying to answer these basic 
questions has been the main 
thrust of teacher training and 
evaluation of staff. 

"A successful program will 
make them(students) in¬ 
dependent learners," he told 
the 50 people in attendence. 

Subject guidelines 

Guidelines have been 
established for English in 
grades K -6 and for 
mathematics in grades 6-9, and 
other guidelines are being 
drawn to make the curriculum 
similar in all schools. 

He said about the science 
program, "There is more 
unevenness in science in¬ 
struction at the elementary 
level than any subject. Some 
schools are quite good, and, 
frankly, some schools are quite 
mediocre." 

Workshops are planned to 
make elementary teachers 
more confident in science. 

Enrollment in Spanish and 
Italian classes has increased 
but there are fewer students 
taking German and Russian. 
For the first year in several 
years he noted an increase in 
I-atin students, which he said 
may show a trend toward 
students wanting a more 
academic program. 

At Newton North High School 
he noted the technical 


voacational program now 
teaches phototypesetting, solid 
state and integrated circuitry 
skills, and air conditioning 
repair. 

In view of decdeclininglinig 
enrollment, he said the total 
staff has been reduced by 97.5 
positions in the past five years, 
taking into account the 12.5 
postions added for special 
education. 

He said teachers are worried 
about job security with 
declining enrollment, and "the 
effect on staff morale is ob¬ 
vious." 

Superintendent Fink gave 
facts that support the closing of 
schools to deal with declining 
enrollment. The system would 
be pressed to maintain equity if 
a small school is kept open, 
staff would have to be reduced 
in larger schools to keep costs 
down. 

With an enrollment decline of 
2,000 projected over the next 
four years, the per-pupil cost of 
education will go up 20 percent 
if no school is closed and no 
more money is spent on 
elementary education. 

Finally he congratulated 
Vincent Silluzio for his 
Department of Research and 
Planning, which he said, "I 
don’t think many school 
systems in the country" have 
as good a department. He 
claimed he was speaking 
modestly. 

The department prepares 
annual enrollment report, 8 
many academic progress 
reports, and the projections for 
possible school closings.

"Ward 7 is no different than 
any other ward," Kyriakos 
said. "The issues arc the 
same; taxation, land use, fiscal 
autonomy for schools, school 
closings and transportation." 

On the subject of land use, 
Kyriakos said he is in favor of 
low-income housing for the 
elderly "as long as the 
neighbors approve the 
location." 

On low- moderate-income 
family housing, he said: "I 
believe it may have a tendency 
to destroy some present and 
future property values in the 
city." 

Kyriakos said he favors a 
greater number of buses that 
travel more frequently through 
the city as a way of improving 
transportation problems. He 
also favors “if feasible" having 
special bus service for Newton 
residents to Newton shopping 
areas. 

The candidate is opposed to 
fiscal autoomy for school 
committees. 

"I think the school budget 
should be in the hands of the 
Board of Aldermen assisted by 
the mayor," he said. 

He said he favors leasing 
vaated school buildings and 
suggested using one as an art 
center. He said he does not 
think Newton should entertain 
ideas of constructing a new 
main library at this time 
“because the fiscal climate 
does not warrant it." 

Cohen identified taxation and 
the high cost of city govern¬ 
ment, traffic problems, 
preservation of open space, 
and business encroachment on 
residential areas as issues 
important in Ward 7. 

The incumbent also ex¬ 
plained steps he had taken as a 
member of the Board of 
Aldermen to work on these 
problems. 

"I’m just getting proficient 
on finding money that doesn't 
have to be in the city budget,” 
he said. 

He pointed out that he had 
found $500,000 that was 
removed from the last city 
budget that was not needed due 
to double budgeting and un¬ 
filled jobs. 

Cohen, chairman of the 
aldermanic Street Traffic 
Committee, feels he has also 
made some headway in 
pedestrian safety.

Vershbow's statement is as 
follows 

"Upon careful deliberation; 
the Board of Library Trustees 
has decided to defer taking the 
issue of a new main library 
facility to the city electorate in 
November via a referendum 
for the following reasons: 

1. The purpose of the trustees 
in initiating a referendum on 
the library issue was to focus 
attention on the need for a new 
main library. Since that 
decision was taken, however,

education services for com¬ 
munity groups throughout the 
state. 

Activities such as 
Independence Day are part of 
the non-profit agency's com¬ 
mitment to public education. 
Spokesmen at the Carroll 
Center said that public 
awareness of the capabilities is 
essential to the rehabilitation 
process, since all clients return 
to home, community, college 
and-or job settings after 
Carroll Center training. "Our 
role has to include building 
greater acceptance of the blind 
person by the public," said one 
staff member.

the ecumenical movement.

special-education programs, 
when necessary, by a 
restrict-ive interpretation of 
federal law”. 

"In the Lincoln public school 
system alone,” Drinan stated, 
“there are 10 to 15 students who 
reside at Hanscom Air Force 
Base, who require private 
school special-education 
placement, which has been 
denied lo them. The legislation 
which I am filing today is 
designed to extend the 
educational rights guaranteed 
under Chapter 766 of the 
Massachusetts laws to all 
chilren in the Commonwealth 
regardless of where they may 
live within the state. 

Drinan’s bill would permit 
the use of federal funds to 
provide private special 
education to children of 
parents employed on federal 
property if a community 
provides comparable 
education programs to other 
special-needs children using 
local education funds. The bill 
would also increase the 
number of handicapped 
children eligible for federally 
subsidized educational benefits 
under existing federal law.

Mrs. G.W., West Roxbury 
Answer: This delicious bread freezes 
very well—enjoy! 


RICH EGG BREAD OR CHALLAH 
(3 loaves) 

6 tablespoons margarine, melted 
2*3 cups warm water 

2 tablespoons sugar 

3 teaspoons salt 

3 eggs (reserve 1 yolk for glazing) 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
64 to 7 cups all purpose flour 
Sesame or poppy seeds, optional 

I Add 2 tablespoons water to egg yolk, 
dash of salt, mix and set aside for glazing). 
Pul first 5 ingredients into a large mixing 
bowl. Sprinkle active dry yeast into 2 cups 
of flour ; stir and add to liquid ingredients. 
Beat at medium speed for 2 minutes. 
Gradually add remaining flour by hand, 
stirring well, until dough pulls away from 
bottom and sides of bowl. Turn dough out 
onto floured board and Knead until dough 
is smooth and elastic (8-10 min.). Place 
dough in large oiled bowl, turning dough 
once to oil top surface. Cover lightly with 
foil or waxed paper and let rise in warm 
place until dough has doubled in bulk, 
about 14 hours. Punch down dough; 
divide into 3 portions. Each section will 
represent one loaf of bread. Cut one of the 
sections of dough into 3 parts; roll each by 
hand into ropes, securing at one end; 
pressing down. Braid ropes. Place in 
greased and lightly floured 4x8x2-inch pan. 
Repeat with remaining dough. Breads are 
glazed twice . . . now and just before 
baking. Dip pastry brush into glazing 
mixture and brush top of breads, saving 
remaining glazing liquid for second 
glazing. Set breads to rise in warm place 
for 1 hour. Glare again. Sprinkle with 


poppy seeds or sesame seeds if desired. 
Bake in pre-heated 400 degree oven for 35 
min. or until golden. Turn out on rack to 
cool.

Blend bread crumbs with oil; add 
remaining ingredients. Place in jar with 
tight lid and keep in refrigerator.

Thinking about a new fur coat this year? 

We recently spoke with Fred Gompertz 
(known as Mr. Fred), associate of the Ben 
Thylan Corp., in New York, and learned 
that more than ever fur coats are being 
purchased by college as well as career 
girls to wear as an every day fashion. 


"Fur coats are not meant to be closeted 
and taken out on weekends or for special 
occasions. Unless it's a luxury type fur, 
your coat should go to school or work as 
well as visit the supermarket. Women feel 
happy when wearing fur and I believe they 
deserve everyday happiness!" 


There are many decisions to make in 
purchasing a fur coat. Mr. Fred offers 
the following advice: 


"Keeping price in mind, the high school 
or college student often buys a pieced fur 
coat, which is fine, it's an introduction to 
fur. Unfortunately, pieced coats made of 
paws, bellies or necks tend to tear and 
therefore require the additional expense of 
mending by professional fur tailors. 


"All coats must have labels, according 
to the FTC, stating whether the garment is 
pieced as well as declaring the origin and 
natural in color. 


"That first coat could be muskrat, not 
the old fashioned coats some of us 
remember, but one of the fine high-styled 
models we now have. These coats cost 
somewhere around $500.” 

We were interested in learning there is a 
psychology about furs such as: Elegant 
fisher furs are for the very self assured 
person. Red fox is for the calm, patient and 
sensuous woman, whereas the confident, 
career-minded person is apt to choose 
raccoon. It's lynx for the headstrong and 
mink is the choice of the style-conscious 
practical person. 

-Sable is for the precious few who are rich 
and pampered. 

"I have always maintained that women 
should use furs as they use cosmetics. 
When a lady goes in to buy a fur coat, she is 
sometimes too overwhelmed by the pur¬ 
chase and doesn’t pay enough attention to 
color, fur structure that should 
compliment her features, hair coloring 
and skin pigmantation. I strongly suggest 
even before looking at the price tag, that 
women hold fur up to their faces to see 
what the fur does for them. They’ll know 
immediately which fur is most flattering." 


"Often times," he said, "a client will tell 
me that her friend has a red fox and she 
would also like to own one. 
Unless the fur is becoming to her, this is 
not the ideal approach in buying a 


Superstition has always surrounded that magnificent 
vegetable, the potato. At first people refused to eat them for 
fear they were poison; later, they were said to have certain 
healing powers in addition to being a nutritious addition to 
the diet. 


People once carried potatoes in their pockets to ward off 
rheumatism and for a while they were also credited as 
being a cure for bums and frostbite. In Ireland, water from 
boiled potatoes was recommended for rubbing on aches, 
sprains and broken bones. 

You may have some doubts about these claims, but 
potatoes are a favorite year round and a sure cure for dull 
menus. The possibilities arc limitless. Nutritionwise, you 
get a high return on your investment with potatoes. One 
medium-size potato can supply as much as one-fifth of the 
vitamin C recommended for the daily diet as well as worth¬ 
while amounts of thiamin and niacin plus other minerals. 
You get the most food value from potatoes when you cook 
them while in their jackets and boil them in as little water 
as possible. Remember when cooking them that many of 
tiie valuable minerals are close to the surface of the skin; 
it's important to keep the peelings thin. 

If you're watching your weight and have been shying 
away from potatoes, you'll be pleased to know that one 
potato of medium size has about 100 calories-equal to a 
medium banana or large apple. Of course, gravy or gobs of 
butter or sour cream do add calories. 

Whether you’re having a pot-luck supper, picnic or a 
banquet, there's a way to serve potatoes, and if you're going 
to prepare stuffed baked potatoes, It's a good idea to double¬ 
up on the recipe, bake one batch for immediate use and 
freeze the extras, unwrapped on a cookie sheet When 
they're completely frozen, take them from the freezer and 
WTap in heavy duty aluminum foil. They will keep in the 
freezer for about 3 months; when ready to use, remove foil 
and bake for 30 minutes at 350 degrees, then raise tem¬ 
perature to 400 degrees and brown for five minutes. 


POTATOES MAGNIFIQUE 
6 medium potatoes 
1 large onion 

1 teaspoon seasoned salt 

2 pkgs. (3 oz.) plmiento cream cheese 
2 cups dairy sour cream 

2 cups grated sharp Cheddar cheese 
Boil potatoes in their jackets until tender. Cool, peel and 
slice. Place in buttered 24 to 3 quart shallow baking dish. 
Grate onion over potatoes. Sprinkle with seasoned salt. 
Mash cream cheese and blend with sour cream; spoon over 
potatoes. Top with grated Cheddar cheese. Bake, un¬ 
covered, in a 350 degree oven 30 minutes until cheese is 
melted. Serves 8

6 whole cloves 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons flour

1 cup fine gingersnap crumbs (12 2" round gingersnaps) 
Potato dumplings (below) 


3 to 5 days before cooking; Combine vinegar, beer, onion, 
sugar, peppers, bay leaves, mustard seed, cloves and salt in 
large bowl. Set meat in marinade and refrigerate covered, 
turning several times. When ready to cook, remove meat 
from marinade. Strain and reserve liquid. Dry and dust ,, 
meat with flour; brown on all sides in hot oU for 15-20 
minutes.

NEWTON — Ti was cloudy and dismal 
wcatherwisc at Dickinson Stadium on 
Saturday, but in the eyes of the Newton South 
student body, and players, and most of all 
first year coach Arcdis Kojoyian, the day 
couldn't have been brighter as Newton South 
rolled over non-league rival Brighton con¬ 
vincingly 23-8.

New Hampshire which 
already has established 
priority in Presidential 
primaries now promises to 
become the earliest hawk- 
watching state In the Union. 

At least, hawk-watchers in 
New Hampshire devoted the 
first full weekend in September 
to sky-scanning. Actually the 
event was designed to turn 
people on and get them out in 
mid-September when their 
vision has a bettor chance of 
colliding with a migrating 
hawk. Perhaps without the 
unrestrainable enthusiasm of 
Edwina Czajkowski of Concord 
Union School District's Project 
SEE the event might never 
have happened. 

As it was, it turned out to be a 
two-day jamboree with lots of 
skull-drill on the rainy 
Saturday in the Harris 
Foundation's Hards House in 
Hancock and a sunny Sunday 
spent either on Prospect Hill or 
Pack Monadnock eyeballing an 
often vacant sky. 

One might say that it was 
slow for the gluttoas who 
demand broadwinged hawks 
by the thousands. The real 
gourmets, however, found it a 
satisfying experience. The 
Pack Monadnock observers 
saw an osprey (it was flying 
over Hancock rather than over 
the mountain); a group of five 
broadwings; a group of three 
sparrow hawks; five accipiters 
flying as singles; two marsh 
hawks, and two local redtails. 
Perhaps not much for six hours 
of watching, but that was part 
of the project. The sponsors 
wanted to determine how many 
hawks would be moving so 
early. 

Donald Hopkins and Gerald 
Mersereau, directors of the 
annual New England Hawk 
Watch Project, showed slides 
from previous hawk watches 
on Saturday, and on Sunday 
patrolled the sky in that white 
power-glider with the Russian 
vokda name, which has been 
used to check speed, direction 
and prevalence of migrating 
hawks in recent watches. 

Other sponsors were Meade 
Cabot and John Kulish of the 
Harris Foundation; Earl 
Hanson of Squam Lakes 
Science Center; David Blair of 
the Hooper institute, and 
Judith Pratt of the Audubon 
Society of New Hampshire. 

Hawk-watching has become 
a tool with which Edwina 
Czajkowski has been teaching 
kids everything from 
arithmetic to biology. Last 
September the fourth graders 
who manned a hawk-watching 
station on the roof of Kimball 
School in downtown Concord 
counted a thousand hawks. No 
telling how many backward 
boys of my ilk learned for the 
first time that there was a 
practical use for numbers 
beyond ten. And, of course, 
there is an astonishment 
connected with the personal 
observance of a bird right 
there over Concord and 
learning for the first time that 
it later will know South 
America.

I.t. Governor Thomas 
O'Neill, concerned with 
needs of communities and 
children covered by Chapter 
766, has issued the following 
statement concerning 
proposed federal funding 
programs for special needs 
programs in all the states. 

The new school year is un¬ 
derway in Massachusetts, and 
with it the second year of 
implementation for Chapter 
766. This law is a significant 
and farsighted piece of 
legislation. It requires funding 
for a comprehensive program 
of special services to children 
with a wide range of han¬ 
dicaps, including mental 
retardation, emotional 
disturbances, and hearing, 
speech and visual disorders. 

It provides for case-by-case 
evaluation of each child’s 
needs and development of 
special programs specifically 
designed to meet those needs, 
with emphasis on helping the 
child to remain a part of the 
regular school classroom. 

last year in Massachusetts 
we spent over $100 million on 
Chapter 766 programs. 
According to the best 
estimates, it will cost us $150 
million if we want to provide 
proper services to every 
handicapped child in the 
Commonwealth. But in view of 
the state’s financial condition, 
we can’t expect to get ad¬ 
ditional money from the 
property taxpayer. We've got 
lo look to Washington for the 
help we need and deserve. 

Congress is working to 
develop national standards for 
special education similar to the 
ones this state already has. 

A House-Senate Conference 
Committee is currently 
studying a proposed Han¬ 
dicapped Education Bill. There 
are some differences between 
the versions passed by the two 
branches which must be 
resolved when the Committee 
reconvenes Sept. 23. Essen¬ 
tially, the bill lays down 
federal guidelines for states to 
follow in setting up special 
programs for handicapped 
children. 

Clearly, we all want to do 
what's best for the education of 
our children, particularly those 
with special needs. At the same 
time, we want to do it without 
bankrupting the taxpayer who 
must pay the bills. 

The Handicapped Education 
Bill, is the proper form, will 
enable us to continue and 
expand Chapter 766 without 
drastic increases in state 
funding.

BOSTON — Garen Bresnick, 
executive vice president of the 
Home Builders Association of 
Massachusetts, has issued a 
statement calling on the 
legislature and Governor to act 
quickly on two important 
pieces of legislature. Action on 
this legislation will benefit the 
consumer as well as the hard- 
pressed housing industry, he 
said. 

Bresnick said the two most 
important matters before the 
legislature are H 6265, which 
will clear up a costly consumer 
problem in the area of single 
family home fire detection; 
and H 6502, which will repeal a 
severe distance requirement 
between single family septic 
systems and surface or sub¬ 
surface drains. 

He explained that the smoke 
detector law was worthwhile in 
its intent but said its standards 
were vague, causing the cost of 
the same home built in dif¬ 
ferent towns to vary by as 
much as $2,000. He also said 
there is a need to make housing 
safe but affordable. H 6265 has 
been proposed to provide oc¬ 
cupant protection but at a cost 
which will not further hamper

On the current Septic System 
Distance Law, Bresnick stated, 
“This law will not improve the 
environment or promote public 
health, but it will mean a 
housing cost increase of $5,000 
or more. The law, passed 
earlier this year, has made 
most one-half-acre lots in the 
Commonwealth unbuildable. 
Many private lot owners, as 
well as builders, can lose their 
investment." 

Bresnick said House Bill H 
6502, now pending in the 
legislature, will remedy the 
problem without causing en¬ 
vironmental or public health 
damage. The bill will repeal 
Chapter 190 of the Acts of 1975. 

Bresnick stated, "The im¬ 
portance of the housing in¬ 
dustry to the economy of the 
Commonwealth is crucial. If 
we can expedite rational 
development by modifying the 
rules without sacrificing 
consumer interest, and at the 
same time make housing more 
affordable to the citizen, we 
have helped the entire 
economy of Massachusetts.”

NEW ENGLAND 
HORIZONS

A poultry processor in Vermont spon¬ 
sored 19 Vietnamese refugees and then put 
them to work plucking chickens. 

The owner of a Ixtbanon, N.H., laundry 
sponsored a family of three and put the 
father to work washing clothes. 

In Connecticut, a Vietnamese man said 
he felt exploited and humiliated by the 
American family that sponsored him and 
his family because lie was put to work as a 
housekeeper. . . 

More than 500 refugees from Indochina 
have been relocated in Massachusetts and 
approximately 120 of them have ended up 
on the state's overburdened and deficit- 
ridden welfare rolls. 

Maine Gov. James Longley made a big 
media splash in July by opening the state's 
- official heart and door to some 300 Viet¬ 
namese refugees. Early this month, tate 
Economic Opportunity Director Timothy 
Wilson put out an urgent plea for volunteer 
families to sponsor the refugees housed at 
St. Joseph’s College. 

-We've been gettng calls from people 
who want to know how to de-sponsor a 
refugee,” said a spokesperson for the 
American Friends Service Committee in 
Cambridge, Mass. The Quaker group is not 
on the government's list of sponsoring 
agencies, the spokesperson added, 
•'primarily because our feeling has been 
that the Vietnamese need to be rebuilding 
Vietnam.” 

The horror story incidents of ex¬ 
ploitation, poor housing, culture shock and 
bad treatment admittedly, are infrequent 
among the more than 1,000 refugees who 
have resettled in New England from the 
temporary camps set up at military bases 
In Arkansas, California, Florida and 
Pennsylvania. But some of the public 
officials responsible for providing serices 
to the refugees and mixing them into the 
melting pot say many of the problems are 
a result of a haphazard federal approach. 

At a one-day symposium held in July in 
Bston by the federal Inter-Agency Task 
Force on Refugee Resettlement, Massa¬ 
chusetts Lt. Gov. Thomas P. O’Neill III 
said federal direction in solving the 
problem of relocation "has at best, been 
timid and confused.” 

O’Neill called for establishment of a 
contract system so there would be no 
confusion or overlapping in respon¬ 
sibilities between state and federal 
authorities. 

O’Neill's politically astute ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, Sam Vitali, a 
former top adviser to Rep. Michael J. 
Harrington, DMass., took a cynical view of 
the federal pep talk being given at the 
symposium. 

"There's an urgency that the feds now 
realize and that’s that winter’s coming on 
and those camps get cold in the winter," 
Vitali said. 

“The problem with the feds is that they 
expect every state to march lock step with 
them and get with the program but when 
its gets rough, they’re gone," he added. 

O'Neill and others were concerned about 
finding jobs for the refugees in New 
England where unemployment is running 
several points higher than the national 
average. 

"Our problem is that we have about 
250,000 of our own members who are 
unemployed and it's about time 
Washington did something about that," 
said Barry Aronson, an official with the 
Massachusetts AFL-CIO. He said the 
state’s 18 AFL-CIO councils were at¬ 
tempting to cooperate in finding jobs for 
the refugees. 

"I feel that along with a moral obligation 
to the refugees we have an obligation that 
they don’t take a job from a citizen who is 
out of work," said Lesley Barney, Nashua, 
N.H., assistant manager of field 
engineering for Sanders Associates, the 
largest private employer in New Hamp¬ 
shire. 

Vitali said he was concerned that the 
remaining 60,000 or so refugees in the 
camps would be the hardest to place 
because they were the most disadvantaged 
in that they were predominantly unskilled, 
too young or too old and not facile in 
English. 

‘‘What are left are candidates for 
general relief,” he said. There are more 
than 50 active assistance cases in the 
Department of Public Welfare serving 
Vietnamese refugees. 

Some of those who haven’t ended up on 
the relief rolls, have had to endure some 
arduous living experiences. 

A South Royalton, Vt., poultry processor 
sponsored 19 refugees, only one of whom 
speaks English. They live in what are 
described as "sparsely furnished, crowded 
quarters,” and pluck chickens. 

The same firm used to employ students 
from the Brandon Training School, Ver¬ 
mont's school for the retarded, under a 
state-approved vocational program. The 
state canceled the program in 1973 amid 
charges the children were exploited and 
forced to live in poor conditions. 

The Rev. Pham Minh Hua of Enfield, 
Conn., Catholic chaplain general of 
Vietnamese Students and Residents in 
America, won’t, identify the refugees 
who’ve shared their “acculturation" 
experiences with him. 

"A high ranking member of the Viet¬ 
namese military knew an American 
colleague who took him in because of the 
formal acquaintance in Vietnam," Father 
Hua said. "The Vietnamese official is now 
doing housework. He feels he is being 
exploited."

Busy at 50

Christine Jorgensen, who

Dressing Is Hard For The Disabled 


REHRERSBURG, Pa. 
(UPI) — Federal dollars are 
funding an evaluation of the 
role Christianity can play in 
curing drug and alcohol ad¬ 
dicts at a 200-acre farm in the 
lush Pennsylvania Dutch farm 
country. 

A $250,000 Health, Education 
and Welfare grant has under¬ 
written the first two years of a 
seven-year study of 300 youth 
graduates and dropouts at 
Teen Challenge Centers in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and on this 
dairy farm 40 miles east of 
Harrisburg. The study will deal 
with the the centers’ 1968 
graduating class. 

"We believe this is the first 
religious therapeutic com¬ 
munity to open its records to 
federal evaluation of its rate of 
success in reclaiming the lives 
of drug and alcohol abuser- 
s,"said Steven Tuttle, a Teen 
Challenge research executive. 

Though the first evaluation 
of interview data now begin 
collected from the class of ’68 
won’t begin until early next 
year, Teen Challenge officials 
say early reports indicate that 
the Christ-oriented program’s 
claim of 70 per cent cures may 
prove to be even higher. 

"The role of Jesus Christ in 
showing studentts more love, 
closeness, human warmth and 
concern is the factor missing 
from most durg and alcohol 
programs," Teen Challenge 
official Jack Schell pointed out. 
"That’s a 24-hour, seven day-a- 
week factor here." 

The Teen Challenge Training 


to locate, question and 
evaluate the class of ‘68—the 
National Opinion Research 
Center —developed an 
exhaustive questionnaire and 
thus far has located 70 per cent 
of the Rehrersburg graduates, 
45 per cent of its dropouts and 
27 per cent of the Brooklyn 
induction center dropouts.

You can’t be expected to 
travel as light as the late 
Charles A. Lindbergh who was 
said to “pack” for a trip by 
wrapping a razor, bar of soap 
and a toothbrush into a sock 
which he crammed into a 
pocket.

(Two smaller bags will be a lot 
easier to handle than one big 
one.) 

Remember, economy-class 
passengers on scheduled inter¬ 
national flights are limited to 
44 pounds — first-class 
passengers up to 66 pounds — 


free baggage allowance. 
Personal articles, such as 
purses, cameras and coats, are 
not weighted. But all other 
items carried into the 
passenger cabin are, including 
brief cases, overnight bags, 
typewriters, parcels, etc. 

If your bags are overweight, 
you will have to pay an extra 
charge — -and that could cost 
on long-distance flights, say, 
from London to Los Angeles or 
New Delhi to New York.

Christine Jorgensen 
Busy at 50

Christine Jorgenson, who

Dressing Is Hard For The Disabled 


REHRERSBURG, Pa. 
(UPI) — Federal dollars are 
funding an evaluation of the 
role Christianity can play In 
curing drug and alcohol ad¬ 
dicts at a 200-acre farm in the 
lush Pennsylvania Dutch farm 
country. 

A $250,000 Health, Education 
and Welfare grant has under¬ 
written the first two years of a 
seven-year study of 300 youth 
graduates and dropouts at 
Teen Challenge Centers in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and on this 
dairy farm 40 miles east of 
Harrisburg. The study will deal 
with the the centers’ 1968 
graduating class. 

"We believe this is the first 
religious therapeutic com¬ 
munity to open its records to 
federal evaluation of Its rate of 
success In reclaiming the lives 
of drug and alcohol abuser- 
s,"said Steven Tuttle, a Teen 
Challenge research executive. 

Though the first evaluation 
of interview data now begin 
collected from the class of ’68 
won’t begin until early next 
year, Teen Challenge officials 
say early reports indicate that 
the Christ-oriented program’s 
claim of 70 per cent cures may 
prove to be even higher. 

"The role of Jesus Christ in 
showing studentts more love, 
closeness, human warmth and 
concern is the factor missing 
from most durg and alcohol 
programs,” Teen Challenge 
official Jack Schell pointed ouL 
"That’s a 24-hour, seven day-a- 
week factor here.” 

The Teen Challenge Training 


to locate, question and 
evaluate the class of ‘68—the 
National Opinion Research 
Center—developed an 
exhaustive questionnaire and 
thus far has located 70 per cent 
of the Rehrersburg graduates, 

45 per cent of its dropouts and 
27 per cent of the Brooklyn 
induction center dropouts. 

An NOPC interview with one 
Rehrersburg dropout—no 
name is divulged—showed that 
soon after leaving the farm he 
resumed use of hallucinogens, 
methadone and heroin. But he 
quietly turned to a Teen 
Challenge affiliate for further 
help land now has abstained 
from'drugs for four years.
